Received: The Dinny Phipps Award, 
Stronach Group founder and honorary 
chairman Frank Stronach, at the annual 
Belmont Stakes Charity Celebration June 
7 in New York City. Earle Mack, an active 
participant in Thoroughbred racing and 
breeding for more than 50 years and the 
creator of the award, presented Stronach 
with a bronze sculpture created by Odon 
Wagner Gallery and artist Gary Weisman. 
The honor is presented annually to an 
individual or individuals who demonstrate 
dedication to equine health. The Phipps 
family received the inaugural award in 
2017. Phipps, a prominent Thoroughbred 
owner and breeder, served as the chairman 
of The Jockey Club from February 1983 
until he retired in August 2015. He died 
in 2016. 


Rescheduled: To Sunday, Oct. 7, 
the Totally Thoroughbred Horse Show 
at Pimlico Race Course, presented by 
Beyond the Wire, due to heavy rains in 
May and June and an infield unsuitable for 
horses. The Canter for the Cause event 
will take place on Pimlico’s main track 
Sunday, July 8. All proceeds from Totally 
Thoroughbred Horse Show ticket sales and 
entry fees will benefit Beyond the Wire, the 
Thoroughbred aftercare program launched 
in 2016 by the Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association. Since 2012, the 
Totally Thoroughbred Horse Show has 
offered more than $95,000 in prize money 
and raised more than $67,000 to benefit 
Maryland Thoroughbred aftercare chari¬ 
ties.

Honored: By the Lou Holtz/Upper 
Ohio Valley HaU of Fame, West Virginia 
Thoroughbred trainer Dale Baird who 
logged 9,445 wins in a long career-large¬ 
ly at Mountaineer Racetrack (formerly 
Waterford Park) in Chester, WVa.—until 
his death in 2007. Baird came to the Upper 
Ohio Valley from Illinois and made it his 
home, setting the aU-time record for vic¬ 
tories in the sport. Baird trained his first 
winner in 1961 and won 20 consecutive 
training titles at his home racetrack from 
1981 to 2000. He led the nation in wins 15 
times. The Hall of Fame opened in 1998 
as a museum for “sports, history, motiva¬ 
tion and more.” It was originally conceived 
as a facility to celebrate the achievements 
of East Liverpool native and legendary 
football coach Lou Holtz who insisted that 
the concept be expanded to also recognize 
residents and natives of the Upper Ohio 
Valley in aU fields of endeavor who serve 
as inspirations for the area’s young people. 

Approved: By the Board of Public 
Works, a $1 million transfer from Mary¬ 
land’s Program Open Space natural 
resources development funds to the Mary¬ 
land Stadium Authority to continue the 
study and design phase of a construction 
project on the Fair HiU race course in 
Cecil County. Plans call for a rebuilt race 
course, grandstand and other equestrian 
competition venues at the facility which 
opened in 1934. Fair Hill could be the site 
of additional racing days (for flat and stee¬ 
plechase) and a major three-day eventing 
competition. “The state is committed to 
bringing this world-renowned equestrian 
eventing competition to Cecil County and 
Fair Hill,” Maryland Natural Resources 
secretary Mark Belton said. “Working 
together with our friends and partners 
in the private and public sectors, we will 
make Maryland the premier destination 
for equestrian and equine events, and add 
yet another chapter to our storied horse 
racing history and legacy.” The proposed 
improvements at Fair HiU, which wiU Ukely 
be phased in over the next few years, wiU

Update and upgrade the state park’s facili¬ 
ties and infrastructure, including its grand¬ 
stands, training areas, turf courses, and 
related irrigation and transportation needs. 
The investments are essential for the site 
to host major equine events and other 
recreational opportunities, and necessary 
for Maryland to maintain its unique status 
as an equestrian epicenter. In addition to 
the state’s investment, another $1 million 
is being pledged in private money through 
the Fair Hill Foundation. 

Won: A $50,000 bonus from the Maryland 
Jockey Club, trainer Steve Asmussen, 
for success during Preakness weekend 
at Pimlico. Asmussen amassed 82 points 
thanks to wins in the Chick Lang Stakes, 
Maryland Sprint, James W Murphy and 
Skipat plus a third in the Preakness Stakes. 
The bonus was part of a $100,000 incen¬ 
tive program the MJC offered to trainers. 
Graham Motion, who won the GaUorette 
and Pimlico Special, finished second 
with 45 points to pick up $25,000. Bonus 


money totaling $50,000 was also offered 
for trainers in non-stakes races during 
the weekend. New York-based Linda Rice 
earned the top bonus of $25,000. Other 
bonus winners were the Maryland-based 
Mary Eppler, Chuck Lawrence, Cal Lynch 
and Dale Capuano. 

Realized: The third-highest wagering 
handle in history for Preakness Day, the 
Maryland Jockey Club as more than $93.6 
million was bet. Pimlico also hosted the 
third-largest crowd in Preakness history 
with 134,487 on hand despite rain, a sloppy 
track, dense fog, four lost turf races and an 
average field size of 6.6 compared to 8.9 a 
year earlier. Friday’s Black-Eyed Susan day 
card attracted 48,265, the second-highest 
in history behind last year’s 50,339. 

Added: 11 days to its 2018 live racing 
calendar following approval by the West 
Virginia Racing Commission in May. The 
request, borne out of days canceled due to 
inclement weather, results in Wednesdays 


in November being added to the schedule 
as weU as Wednesdays in December and 
December 26, 27 and 28. Post time for 
the first race on each of the days will be at 
Charles Town’s standard 7 p.m. 

Won: Four stakes on Belmont Stakes 
Weekend at Belmont Park June 8-9, Mid- 
Atlantic-bred horses. The grand slam start¬ 
ed when Our Braintrust, bred in Maryland 
by Barak Farm and trained at Laurel Park 
by Cal Lynch, won the Tremont for 2-year- 
olds Friday. Saturday, things got really 
interesting. First, Prince Lucky, bred in 
Pennsylvania by owner Dan McConnell, 
won the Easy Goer Stakes for 3-year-olds. 
Next StiU Having Fun, bred in Maryland 
by Cynthia and Charlie McGinnes and 
Tim Keefe (and trained at Laurel by Keefe) 
took the Grade 2 Woody Stephens for 
3-year-olds. Finally Spring Quality, bred in 
Pennsylvania by owner George Strawbridge 
and trained at Fair Hill by Graham Motion, 
rallied in the stretch to take the Grade 1 
Manhattan on the turf

At Stadium Authority meeting, 
pondering a future Pimlico

T he politicians came out and photo-opped, but it was the community attendance 
that was more interesting. An estimated 150 people went to Pimlico’s Sports Palace 
Tuesday evening (June 12) for the Maryland Stadium Authority’s Public Meeting 
regarding phase two of its two-part study on the future of Old Hilltop. There were 
bettors and pastors, longtime residents and newcomers, business people and retirees. 

While phase one of the study focused “on the ideal Preakness venue,” said Stadium 
Authority Sr. Vice President Gary McGuigan, in the second phase, “The biggest thing 
is non-racing development issues.” 

Both phases, McGuigan said, took as a given-for the sake of the study-that the 
Preakness would remain at a revitalized Pimlico. Whether that is actually the case, he 
allowed, remains “highly political.” 

“Any study should be to ensure that the Preakness remains here in Baltimore, at 
Pimlico,” opined Donald Fry, president and CEO of the Greater Baltimore Committee, 
which calls itself “the region’s most prominent organization of business and civic leaders.” 

Another speaker, sporting an Orioles’ jacket and saying that, as a boy, he had ridden 
the streetcar to Pimlico, offered the largely stone-faced panel some advice: “Leave the 
Preakness alone,” he told them. 

Virtually aU of the players seem to agree that the facility needs to have a year-round 
economic footprint and, thus, needs to do more than host racing on a handful of days 
each year. 

“The under-utilization of the property is its biggest negative,” said Martha Nathan- 
son, a vice-president at LifeBridge Health, which runs the adjacent Sinai Hospital and 
four other facilities. But what would better utilization entail? 

The larger point is clear: the days of Pimlico-as a racetrack and nothing more-are 
numbered. What may replace it is Pimlico as a year-round destination. Or perhaps 
something else altogether. 

The Stronach Group, which owns Pimlico, has actively engaged with the study pro¬ 
cess, including supporting it financially. At the same, though, they have made clear that 
they are skeptical of PimKco’s future—and disinclined to invest in it. 

Most in attendance observed that the 120 largely fallow acres of the facility make it 
potentially the anchor to the rebirth of that part of northwest Baltimore. 

“You can’t reinvent history,” April Smith said. “You can’t put the tradition some¬ 
where else. In this day and age, a little bit of real is worth a ton of fake.”

Azulyekit 



T he barter system. Most horsemen, at 
some point, have put it to use. And 
it came into play 15 years ago when 
transplanted Irishmen Robbie and Joe 
Walsh-no relation-shook hands over 
a foal who ran until age 11 and earned 
nearly a quarter-million dollars. 

Jump jockeys by profession, Robbie 
was riding out and helping Joe, who 
was by then working for Annie Jones in 
UnionviUe, Pa. Joe had some stalls and 
paddocks at Jones’ farm and owned a few 
mares. In 2002, Joe sent Alejandra’s Love 
(by Lord Carlos) to the Foligno stallion 
Fleg, standing nearby at his friend Charlie 


Lyman Jr.’s Maui Meadow Farm in West 
Chester, Pa. 

An earner of $156,892, Fleg’s lone 
stakes win came in the race named for 
Lyman’s father, the General Charles B. 
Lyman Handicap at Philadelphia Park 
in 1995. Alejandra’s Love ran just twice, 
breaking her maiden in her first start and 
banking $6,780. On May 24, 2003, she 
foaled a gray colt Joe Walsh christened 
Azulyekit (As-you-like-it). 

“I was there when he was foaled,” 
Robbie Walsh said. “Basically, Joe owned 
him and I was helping Joe out at the time. 
He said he couldn’t afford to pay me 


and I said, 'Don’t worry about it.’ So he 
said, 'I’U give you a share of this guy’ The 
mare had had a few foals who won races. 
Even though she wasn’t expensive, she 
produced a couple of runners.” 

They collaborated on the development 
of the youngster, who took to his early 
lessons without turning a hair. 

“He was almost voice-controlled,” 
Robbie said. “You’d say 'Whoa’ and he’d 
stop; tell him 'Go’ and he’d go.” 

As a 2-year-old Azulyekit, called 
“Buddy” at home, was set to move to a 
stall at Fair HiU Training Center to work 
on his gate card. But before team Walsh 
could get the horse there he managed 
to get his foot stuck under his stall door, 
severely injuring a pastern. 

Veterinarians came to treat the 
horse—more than one opinion was 
sought—and no one liked the way the 
foot looked. Surgery at New Bolton was 
strongly urged, at an estimated cost of 
$15,000. Dr. Bill Riddle’s Cecil Veterinary 
Clinic came in with a no-guarantee price 
tag of $7,500. 

“We didn’t have anywhere near that 
kind of money to begin with,” Robbie 
said. “This was a horse by a $500 stallion 
out of a $1,000 mare. We didn’t even 
know what we had at that point; didn’t 
know if he could gallop much less be any 
good as a racehorse.” 

The one general medical consensus 
was that, without the surgery, laminitis 
would most likely develop in the next 
few days. When they asked about other 
options, Robbie and Joe were told they 
^ could always try for a “miracle cure.” 
j “We’re two Irishmen, so straight away 
I we said 'What’s that?’” Robbie laughed, 
i “We were told we could treat him 

aggressively with antibiotics and penicillin 
and work on keeping the swelling down 
and the circulation going and aU that. 

So we decided to give it a shot. He was 
getting penicillin twice a day, just rotating 
all over his body where we gave the 
shots. We worked on it with hosing, just 
horsemen stuff . . what we’d learned 
over the years in Ireland and over here. 
Three days turned into three weeks, three 
weeks turned into two months. The vets 
couldn’t believe it.” 

Buddy made it to the races the 
following year, debuting as a 3-year-old 
at Philadelphia Park in a maiden special 
weight July 17, 2006. With the late Paul 
Rowland as trainer, the gray gelding made 
six starts that year, finishing third twice 
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before Walsh and Walsh gave him the 
winter off. 

He came back in 2007 with Sheilagh 
BarndoUar as the trainer and Joe Walsh 
and Carmel McCullagh (now Mrs. Robbie 
Walsh) the owners of record. 

“I was working for Sheilagh at the time 
and she helped me out with Buddy. She 
had six stalls at Fair Hill. Fd get on horses 
for her to pay for keeping him there, and 
at the end of the month either I’d owe 
her or she’d owe me. It worked out well.” 

Ultimately, BarndoUar suggested they 
try the turf In 2007, Azulyekit won a 
$25,000 maiden claimer and finished 
second five times. 

At the beginning of 2008, the partners 
were approached about seUing the horse 
as a steeplechase prospect. It was a decent 
offer—$45,000—which Joe considered but 
Robbie dismissed, beUeving they could 
earn more in the Pennsylvania-bred races 
on the flat. He turned out to be right; 
Buddy’s record for that season alone was 
7-2-2-1 and $90,283 earned. 

“The real funny thing is, as a 3-year- 
old I had popped him over some logs,” 
Robbie said. “And it was a DISASTER. 

He was terrible; he kicked them out of 
the way, feU out over them. And I was Uke 
Wou won’t be jumping fences.’ So then as 
a 5-year-old we were thinking of maybe 
turning him into a hurdle horse ourselves. 
So I took him out back and started 
jumping him over some logs, and he was 
every bit as bad as he had been the first 
time I tried it.” 

Buddy and his connections kept rolling 
for the next six years. His final start was at 
Penn National June 28, 2014 at age 11 for 
breeder/owner/trainer Joe Walsh. When 
the ink dried. Jockey Club records for 
Azulyekit read 45-5-11-7 and $228,829 to 
his credit. 

By then, Robbie Walsh had long been 
one of the leading steeplechase riders in 


the country. He’d been aboard for five flat 
races — four in point-to-points (including 
a win at Middleburg in 2012) and once at 
the Iroquois meet in Tennessee in 2014. 

“He was funny. He had kind of gotten 
a bit sore as a 3-year-old early on at the 
farm, and he started lugging. And he 
never got out of the habit, even when 
he got back right again. And he was not 
easy to be on—to gallop, to breeze, to ride 
in a race—he was difficult. He wouldn’t 
steer. I still think it was because when I 
broke him I didn’t spend enough time 
long-reining him. He was so easy, so I 
figured I could just start on galloping him. 
I suffered the consequences of that later 
in Hfe.” 

Thanks to his connections’ patience 
and careful handling, the gelding’s 
soundness was never again an issue. He 
was honest, consistent and hard-knocking 
throughout his nine-seas on career. 

After his retirement, BarndoUar placed 
him with young rider GabrieUe Lehman, 
who retrained him and rode him in smaU 
hunter shows. He returned to Robbie 
Walsh two years later. Robbie now boards 
15-year-old Buddy with Jen Knox at Top 
RaU Farm in CochranviUe, Pa. 

“Samantha Maroco [also 15] rides 
him now,” Knox said. “She just does 
the local hunter shows around here, Uke 
the Triangle Series, Chester County 
4-H. He can be a Uttle difficult, but she’s 
learning. This is the first horse that she’s 
had who’s been a bit green. He’s her first 
horse who’s not ‘made.’ So it’s a learning 
experience for her, but she’s a reaUy good 
kid.” 

Robbie Walsh smiled as Knox spoke. 

“It just makes me laugh aU these years 
later to see him jumping. It must have 
been me that was the problem. Or maybe 
me not wanting him to be a hurdle horse 
because he was doing weU enough on the 
flat.” ^

Save Pimlico, because of the 
neighborhood. 

Save Pimlico, because of the Preakness. 
Save Pimlico, because of the infield. 
Save Pimlico, because of Seabiscuit 
and War Admiral, Affirmed and Alydar, 
Sunday Silence and Easy Goer. 

Save Pimlico, because of Man o’ War, 
Secretariat, American Pharoah and Justify. 
Save Pimlico, because of Ben’s Cat. 
Save Pimlico, because Jim McKay 
would want us to. 

Save Pimlico, because Joe Kelly would 
want us to. 

Save Pimlico, because Alfred 
Vanderbilt would too. 

Save Pimlico, because so would Frank 
De Francis. 

Save Pimlico, for all those old-timers 
at the “Dinner Party” in Saratoga. Legend 
has it, an 1868 dinner party including 


Maryland Gov. Oden Bowie resulted in 
the building of Pimlico and the inaugural 
Dinner Party Stakes at the Baltimore 
track in 1870. A horse named Preakness 
won the first running. The Dinner Party 
became the Reunion and eventually the 
Dixie, which is stiU run at the track. 

Save Pimlico, because it’s the right 
thing to do. 

Save Pimlico, because it wiU be 
awesome. 

Save Pimlico, because of the hiU which 
is no longer there (flattened in 1938) but 
gave “Old HiUtop” its cool nickname. 
Maybe the new version can include a hill. 
Long story short, it would be a shame to 
lose the hiU and the track too. 

Save Pimlico, because. 

Nothing gets resolved in two words 
except a marriage vow, so I know it’s way 
more complicated than anything I can 
write here. A Pimlico revival will take 
money, leadership, creative thinking, open 
minds, support from every sector of the 
state and the Thoroughbred industry. 

The world has figured out more 
complicated things than how to revive 
an old racetrack and there are plenty of 
sports models to use-Fenway Park and 
Wrigley Field come to mind, so does 
ChurchiU Downs. 

To somebody somewhere, Pimlico 
is a developer’s dream. It’s a treasure, 
on practically hallowed ground and 
universally appreciated (if maligned). 

Pimlico is old, but special, and 
the status quo won’t work. The 2018 
Preakness was run in another rainstorm, 
it’s like the racing gods are sad or 
something, which brought a leaking roof, 
a saturated turf course, ruts in the dirt 
track from the all-day shifting of portable 
walkways. Just for a moment, imagine 
if Justify (see the cover) had jumped to 
the right or left, instead of straight ahead, 
when he saw those ruts. Mike Smith 
might have ended up in the mud, along 
with the Triple Crown and Maryland’s 
racing reputation. 


Find the money, make a plan, get 
help from every stakeholder—state, 
city, Maryland Jockey Club owner The 
Stronach Group, Thoroughbred owners, 
breeders, trainers, fans-and fire up the 
engineers and urban planners. 

Give the MJC some slack. Pimlico’s 
owner inherited this beast and can’t be 
expected to foot the full biU. Nobody 
with any sense thinks the company should 
pay for a new Pimlico. Publicly funded 
sporting venues aren’t aU that popular 
when they’re being discussed, but they 
work in the long run (see just about any 
NFL stadium for an example). 

Some say the place is too far gone, too 
dilapidated to fix, too old, in too shabby 
of a neighborhood, blah, blah, blah. I say. 
Pssshhh. More far-fetched ideas than a 
new Pimlico have been achieved and can 
be seen aU over the region and beyond. 

Maryland’s White Marsh Town Center 
shopping area used to be a gravel pit. 

Now people go there to skydive—indoors. 
The popular Riverfront (restaurants, 
stores, a minor-league ballpark, a movie 
theater, apartments and a convention 
center) in Wilmington, Del., used to be 
an industrial wasteland and has the old 
cranes to prove it. Back in 1990,1 stood 
among the twisted debris of a former 
raikoad yard or some such thing and 
watched Elrod Hendricks, Pete Harnisch 
and Randy Milligan stage the ceremonial 
“first” first pitch at what would become 
Oriole Park at Camden Yards-in uniform 
and complete with a home plate in 
the dust and gravel. Baltimore’s Under 
Armour headquarters used to be a Procter 
and Gamble soap factory. The company’s 
new, even bigger, base is being planned 
for a former railroad terminal at Port 
Covington. The National Harbor casino 
property on the Potomac River south of 
Washington, DC., used to be a plantation. 

Don’t think of Pimlico as a racetrack, 
think of it as a developmental project, 
with a racetrack at its center.

He did it 

Justify brings home Triple Crown with Belmont romp

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A half-hour after winning the Belmont Stakes-Gl with Justify, Elliott 
Walden walked up the horsepath toward the interview room and 
finally—maybe for 30 seconds—let it sink in, a little. 

''Just a lot of hard work and dedication and a lot of luck,” said the presi¬ 
dent and CEO of WinStar Farm, co-owner of racing’s 13th Triple Crown 
winner. "And horses, one special horse anyway. He’s amazing, he just gets 
in his rhythm and he’s just tough. It’s easy to him. He gallops along, does 
what he needs to do.” 


And lays waste to opponents. 

After winning the Kentucky Derby-Gl 
and Preakness Stakes-Gl in May, Justify 
stepped onto the Belmont track June 9 on 
the verge of history American Pharoah 
ended a 37-year Triple Crown drought 
when he won in 2015. Could it happen 
again after so little time? Without the 
angst? Trained by Bob Baffert, just like 
American Pharoah, Justify answered the 
question quickly. 

The chestnut colt blasted from the 
inside post in the TA-mile race and found 
a spot on the lead for jockey Mike Smith. 
If there were going to be other pace play¬ 
ers, they never materialized. The Baffert- 
trained Restoring Hope roUed up to his 
barnmate while wide into the first turn, 
then backed off after early splits of :23.37 
for the first quarter-mile and :48.11 for the 
half From there. Smith added speed when 
he needed it, found breathers when he 
could and let his horse run. 

“I went ahead and let him move a little 
just to open it up so that everyone would 
move, as well, and chase me,” Smith said. 
''Then by the time they get to me, Fd be 
able to give him a breather, then Fd move 
again and he’d move again. He’s such a 
good horse at that. He listens to you, so 


you can do things like that. Some horses 
just stay on or some just completely stay 
off But he just listens to everything I say.” 

Vino Rosso got within a half-length 
on the final turn, but fizzled. Gronkowski 
came from way back, but flattened out late 
to finish second. Hofburg rallied wide, 
but couldn’t close and wound up third. 
Justify surged at the top of the stretch, and 
responded again at the eighth pole-gallop¬ 
ing on to win by VA lengths. 

"I just wanted to wait as long as I could 
before I really put the pedal to the metal, 
and he dug back in,” said Smith, "and I felt 
at that point that he would hold anybody 
off that was coming.” 

Sent off at 4-5 in a field of 10, Justify 
stopped the clock in 2:28.18, not that 
many of the delirious — and loud—90,327 
on hand really checked the time. 

They were too busy celebrating his¬ 
tory. Bred in Kentucky by John Gunther, 
Justify makes fans gush with his gleaming 
chestnut coat, wide blaze and big frame. 
The son of Scat Daddy—who races for 
China Horse Club, Starlight Racing and 
Head of Plains Partners in addition to 
WinStar—makes horsemen marvel at his 
shoulders, hips, angles and proportions. 


Walden saw at least some of that in a 
yearling at Keeneland September, but still 
wondered about how it all came to be after 
the Belmont. 

"To have the opportunity to be here, 
to make history like this is an incredible 
feeling, and these horses just—you buy 
them or whatever, a horse like this just 
kind of happens,” he said. "Bob has done 
a marvelous job with him. Mike has done 
a marvelous job with him, but we have to 
have the horse . . . just real blessed because 
you can’t find these horses, they find you.” 

Proud of his horse, proud of a record 
15th classic win, proud of joining "Sunny 
Jim” Fitzsimmons as the only trainers to 
produce two Triple Crown winners, Baffert 
turned into a fan when asked to describe 
his latest star. 

"He is one of the most beautiful horses 
you’ll ever—he is a beautiful horse, big, 
chestnut,” said Baffert, who brought up 
another Triple Crown winner. "I mean, 
we’re all, every trainer, we’re trying to get 
Big Red, Secretariat. He set the bar and 
we’re trying to get there.” 

Nobody’s getting to Secretariat, who 
won the 1973 Belmont by 31 lengths in a 
record 2:24 while ending a 25-year Triple 
Crown drought, but of course racing fans 
of yore said similar things about Man o’ 
War and all the rest. 

Asked where Justify stands among the 
greats. Smith reacted as quickly as he did 
when the Belmont starting gate clanged 
open. 

"Are you asking me?” said the Hall of 
Fame jockey whose mounts have earned 
$313 million. "I think he’s the greatest of 
aU-time. I just won the Triple Crown, man. 
He’s my champion.”

Justify sets stage for Triple Crown bid as Baffert 
ties record with seventh Preakness victory

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L ong after training hours the day before the 143rd Preakness 
Stakes-Gl, Bob Baffert kicked around Pimlico Race Course. His 
horses ate hay or do^ed in the stakes barn, his staffers attended to 
their duties, he’d done his interviews and was —for a HaU of Fame trainer 
who has made the Triple Crown his personal playground for the better part 
of 20 years—briefly alone without much purpose. 


He chatted with feUow Hall of Famer 
D. Wayne Lukas for a while, stepped in and 
out of the stakes barn to avoid intermittent 
rain that settled into the Baltimore area for 


what seemed like weeks and chit-chatted 
with various members of the press corps 
lingering around, digging for details or 
making up for lost time. 


There was no entourage, not even his 
wife JiU and young son Bode, always by 
his side in the lead-up to racing’s biggest 
events. They were safe from the elements, 
tucked away at their hotel, while Baffert 
waited to film a segment for NBC’s broad¬ 
cast the following day. 

The wait for the interview didn’t really 
put Baffert on edge, at least on the outside. 
He was already there on the inside, knowing 
that just a few feet away was a colt destined 
to shine again on the big stage two weeks 
after winning the Kentucky Derby-Gl as 
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Justify (white siiks) dings to the iead near the finish line as (from left) Bravazo and Tenfold close in and Good Magic (right) settles for fourth. 


the favorite. Baffert just needed the time 
to pass, Justify to break well and negotiate 
a clear trip, simple as that. 

Days like this are when Baffert is less 
Baffert-esque. He’s still quick with a quip, 
sporting a sly grin and his trademark sun¬ 
glasses. Yes, the shades, even as rain satu¬ 
rated Old Hilltop from the omnipresent 
gray skies above. 

These are the moments that put Baffert 
on edge, or at least as on edge as the 
white-haired conditioner can be. He’s not 
an old-school worrier type, pacing the 


shedrow and constantly checking details 
ranging from the weather to how the track 
is playing. 

Horses like American Pharoah, Silver 
Charm, Point Given, Real Quiet and now 
Justify help eliminate some of the worry, 
racking up victories in America’s most 
important races. They’ve been either 
workmanlike or dominating, but winners 
nonetheless, and the central figure in the 
narrative that is the Triple Crown for two 
decades is Baffert. The first of those 14 
wins came in 1997, but stiU he worries. 


“I always have to have a reason to fret. 
I have to fret. Nothing’s easy,” Baffert said 
that Friday morning, a few hours before 
the Black-Eyed Susan Day card nearly 
washed away in the rain. “That’s why when 
[Justify] hit the wire in the Derby I was like, 
relieved, that he did it, that he showed his 
stuff Any other trainer would have been 
jumping up and down, I was like, ‘Whew, 
he’s a good horse, I didn’t mess it up and 
he got it done.’ ” 

Justify indeed got it done in the Derby 
May 5 and two weeks later got it done

in the Preakness, running his record to 
5-for-5, adding a second jewel of the 
Triple Crown, giving Baffert his seventh 
Preakness and 14th overall classic victory. 
The figure put Baffert in a tie with Lukas, 
the man he used to be compared with 
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and now is almost assuredly destined to 
overtake. 

Justify’s victory in the Preakness was 
unlike any of Baffert’s others, and in stark 
contrast to just about any of the other 
142. Officially, Baltimore received measur¬ 



able rain for eight consecutive days leading 
up to the Preakness with 5.5 inches fall¬ 
ing at Baltimore-Washington International 
Airport and local amounts of more than 
8 inches. By Saturday morning, some 80 
hours had passed since anyone in the area 
had seen the sun. 

Then came the Preakness, with its 6:48 
p.m. post time. 

The rain eventually subsided—enough 
at least so the patrons outside weren’t 
completely saturated like they were two 
weeks prior in Louisville—but a thick fog 
rolled in, just in time for the great race’s 
preliminaries.

The gray cloud created the feeling of a 
mid-winter afternoon at Aqueduct—when 
the mist occasionally obscures any and all 
sight lines — and not early spring at Pimlico. 
Many of the 134,487 fans who turned out, 
either in the ground-floor boxes, glass- 
enclosed grandstand or the second-floor 
horsemen’s box area had no chance to see 
the eighth pole, never mind the starting 
gate for the iyi6-mile Preakness. 

The view from the infield tent village, 
or upstairs in the announcer’s booth, stew¬ 
ards’ room and press box was no better. 

Preakness 2018 will be remembered as 
the one where the fog roUed in and Justify 
and jockey Mike Smith roUed out, to a 
determined victory that set up another run 
at the Triple Crown for his trainer who 
holds the series in the highest regard. 

‘4 knew we had the horse to do it,” 
Baffert said in the post-race press confer¬ 
ence, after Justify won by a half-length over 
late-running Bravazo with Tenfold a neck 
back in third and champion Good Magic 
another neck back in fourth. 

Racing for the partnership of WinStar 
Farm, China Horse Club, Starlight Racing 
and Head of Plains Partners, Justify defeat¬ 
ed seven rivals and the fog two weeks after 
defying the so-called Curse of Apollo to 
become the first Derby winner not to race 
at 2 since 1882. 

“I knew we had it,” Baffert said after 
the Preakness. “He’s a beautiful horse 
and I’m just so proud of my team . . . It’s 


a lot of stress. It’s a lot of pressure, and 
we might not show it because we’ve been 
through this, but we hide it pretty well. 
Believe me, we’re aU on pins and needles.” 

Raining in Baltimore, Louisviile 

Preakness-goers fretting about the 
weather obviously didn’t experience the 
2018 Derby as Churchill Downs got 
drenched, the race took place in a down¬ 


pour and the track was a sloppy mess. 
None of that mattered to Justify, who 
became the sixth consecutive favorite to 
win the race. 

Sent off at 5-2, the winner broke sharp¬ 
ly from post seven in the congested field 
of 20, found a cruising spot in second just 
off Promises Fulfilled early. The leader 
blazed the first quarter-mile in :22.24 and 
put up a half in :45.77. Never more than 
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still attracting attention after the race, Preakness winner Justify gets set for a final wipe down 
before heading to his stall late on Preakness Day Three weeks hence, the Triple Crown awaits.

a half-length off that quick pace, Justify 
galloped along like he was back home in 
California. 

Baffert and his wife watched it unfold, 
and worried. 

“Wow, man,” said Bob as the first frac¬ 
tion went up. 

Next to him, Jill put it more bluntly, 
“Oh, too fast. Oh.” 

Baffert found a little solace in the half- 
mile split. “Well, he slowed it down. It’s :46 
and change. I think they slowed it down.” 

Again, Jill found the truth. “No, that’s 
:45 and change.” 

Baffert had one thought, “That’s not 
good,” and watched the pace develop. 

“Wow, man, this poor little horse, he’s 
going to lay down,” Baffert told himself 
“There’s no way. He’s going to lay down.” 

Actually, the little horse everybody 
thought was the big horse - and isn’t little at 
aU—kept answering the challenge. After 6 
furlongs in 1:11.01, Justify took over from 
Promises Fulfilled and faced the Churchill 
Downs stretch after a mile in 1:37.35. 
Good Magic made a run, but couldn’t go 
with the winner who scored by 214 lengths 
in 2:04.20. Good Magic settled for second, 
a head in front of Audible, also racing 


for WinStar, China Horse Club, Head of 
Plains and Starlight, who rallied for third. 

Afterward, Baffert —whose previ¬ 
ous Derby wins came with Silver Charm, 
Real Quiet, War Emblem and American 
Pharoah—sounded like a fan. 

“I was just in awe of the performance,” 
he said. “That’s the best Kentucky Derby¬ 
winning performance that I’ve brought up 
here. He just did it, he just put himself up 
there with the greats . . . Hey, I didn’t want 
to jinx myself, but we knew, I knew I had 
something really special, but he had to 
prove it today.” 

And would have to do so again, in a dif¬ 
ferent way, in the Preakness. 

Starting Fast 

Before the Derby and the Preakness, 
Baffert talked about the importance of a 
clean start for Justify. The same could be 
said for every horse the man runs, espe¬ 
cially among big fields in high-pressure 
situations. 

The concerns definitely trace to 
Baffert’s roots in Quarter Horse racing and 
are a frequent go-to sound bite for him in 
the days leading up to a big race. 
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‘'We had a little game plan. Main thing, 
we got to get out of the gate. If not, we’re 
going to head out the gate—out the back 
gate,” Baffert joked about the Derby. 

On Preakness Day, the crowd —and 
Baffert—caught a glimpse of what might 
come when his trainee Ax Man roUed to 
victory in the Sir Barton Stakes. Ax Man 
and Smith went to the front at the start, 
stayed a couple paths off the rail through¬ 
out and drew off to a 6y4-length victory 
going lVi6 miles. 

Baffert watched the race on a televi¬ 
sion monitor from his customary spot in 
the paddock, liked what he saw from Patti 
and Hal Earnhardt Ill’s homebred colt 
and wore an expression that was as much 
relief as satisfaction walking to the win¬ 
ner’s circle. 

“That’s exacdy the trip I want,” Baffert 
said while thinking of Justify and the 
Preakness some 70 minutes later. 

The break in the Preakness isn’t quite 
as crucial as in the Derby, with a cast of 20 
charging for the first turn, but nobody told 
Justify. He and Smith came away cleanly 
from post seven in a field of eight, but 
were quickly engaged from the inside by 
Good Magic and Jose Ortiz. 

The runner-up in the Kentucky Derby 
after a failed attempt to pass Justify from 
the outside. Good Magic tested Justify 
early out of the fog and through the stretch 
the first time as Justify twice leaped some 
ruts in the track left by a wheeled pedes¬ 
trian walkway to the infield. 

Justify and Good Magic hooked up and 
were side-by-side through a quarter-mile 
in :23.11. Around the clubhouse turn and 
into the backstretch, they passed a half- 
mile in :47.19. Good Magic poked a head 
in front after 6 furlongs in 1:11.42 and he 
and Justify were well clear of the chase 
pack led by Bravazo, Diamond King and 
Quip. 

Like Baffert, Smith hoped for a bit 
more comfort on the lead and would have 
gladly set the pace himself or taken back 
and drafted off of Good Magic. Jose Ortiz 
wouldn’t let either happen. 

“You guys couldn’t see it, but man he 
went,” Smith said of Good Magic’s jockey. 
“From the backside he went with his horse 
and was pushing me hard.” 

In the moment. Smith talked himself 
through it. “Dude, are you serious?” he 
said in his mind. “All right, let’s go.” 

Justify took the punch, and countered. 

The match race continued around the 
far turn with Good Magic inside and 
working hard. Justify keeping the pressure 
on to the outside. The winner reclaimed 
the lead while several paths off the inside 


rail near the top of the stretch. Bravazo 
and Tenfold started to inch closer into 
the stretch and as Justify put away Good 
Magic, the new challengers surged inside 
the eighth pole. 

Justify cleared inside the final sixteenth 
as Smith cracked him twice left-handed 
before gathering up his mount in the final 
strides to hold off Bravazo and Tenfold. 
Smith, who won his first Preakness in 1993 
aboard Prairie Bayou, said later he gathered 
up Justify in preparation for another leap 
at the tracks just before the finish line. The 
HaU of Fame jockey wasn’t about to take 
any chances with the $1.5 million purse of 
the Preakness in the balance. 

“Those tracks were coming up again 
where he jumped the first time, and I didn’t 
want him to stick his feet in the ground 
and think about jumping again so I just sat 
back on him, held him together and yelled 
at him to get across the wire,” Smith said. 
“I knew someone was going to come flying 
late, which they did. At the sixteenth pole 
I kind of took a peek back and saw where 
they were and thought we were OK, just 
wanted to hold him together.” 

Justify did not hurdle anything in the 
final yards, and won in 1:55.93 over a 
track officially labeled sloppy and sealed, a 
clocking that compares favorably to recent 
editions and topped only by California 
Chrome’s 1:54.84 since 2010. 

Chad Brown, who trains Good Magic 
for e Five Racing Thoroughbreds and 
Stonestreet Stables, eschewed his usual cus¬ 
tom of several weeks rest between starts 
and ran Good Magic back in two weeks 
while looking to repeat Cloud Computing’s 
win in the 2017 Preakness. 

Brown didn’t like what he saw almost 
from the outset for Good Magic, who won 
last year’s Breeders’ Cup Juvenile-Gl and 
this spring’s Blue Grass Stakes-G2 after 
stalking the pace. 

“I didn’t want the horse on the lead. 
I’m disappointed in the trip,” Brown said 
after walking through the paddock and 
talking with Ortiz. “The post didn’t help, 
we were inside the other horse the whole 
way, unfortunately our horse took the 
worst of it being on the fence and get¬ 
ting pressed the whole way. He’s just not a 
horse that runs on the lead and I’m pretty 
disappointed. 

“I know this horse very well and he’s 
not a horse to be on the lead, no way. You 
guys asked me all week what I want to 
do, it’s sit off the pace, follow the horse 
around the track. Now he’s following us 
around. The post really hurt. When the 
horse broke as well as he did and you’re 


inside the other horse, it doesn’t leave the 
rider with many choices unfortunately.” 

Bravazo’s runner-up finish was a return 
to form that landed the son of Awesome 
Again in the winner’s circle for the Risen 
Star-G2 this winter at Fair Grounds. He 
finished off the board in his two races 
prior to the Preakness, including a sixth 
in the Kentucky Derby after a somewhat 
troubled trip that did not deter Lukas from 
taking a swing in Baltimore. 

Lukas, a six-time Preakness winner, was 
full of praise for the winner. 

“A very good horse won the race, a very 
good horse,” Lukas said. “We kept him 
honest like we said we would. Bob’s tough 
in these and if he gets the right horse, he’s 
really tough.” 

The Right Horse 

Bred in Kentucky, Justify represents 
breeders John Gunther and his daughter 
Tanya Gunther who spent $425,000 to buy 
4-year-old broodmare prospect Magical 
Illusion at Keeneland January in 2005. 
Three times a winner for Bill Clifton and 
trainer Jim Bond, the daughter of Pulpit 
and the Baldski mare Voodoo Lily (a 
Grade 3 winner and producer of 11 win¬ 
ners) had placed in the Coaching Club 
American Oaks-Gl. 

Magical Illusion’s first foal. When I 
Dream, never raced. The second. Stage 
Magic, won three times, placed in four 
stakes for the Gunthers and trainer Helen 
Pitts —and in 2015 gave the world Justify 
after being bred to Scat Daddy. Sold by the 
Gunthers’ Glennwood Farm at Keeneland 
September, Justify brought $500,000 on 
a bid by China Horse Club and Maverick 
Racing. His ownership roster has branched 
in numerous directions since then and 
includes China Horse Club, WinStar Farm 
and SF Bloodstock with Starlight Racing 
and Head of Plains partners buying into 
minority shares of the horse’s racing rights. 

Justify received his early training under 
Richard Budge at WinStar, then went to 
Rodolphe Brisset, who saddled Quip for 
WinStar in the Preakness, at Keeneland. 
From there, the future star went to Baffert 
in California, initially with the second 
string at Los Alamitos Race Course before 
moving to the main barn at Santa Anita 
Park in mid-January. 

Baffert said after he breezed Justify for 
the first time at Santa Anita—5 furlongs 
in 1:01.20 Jan. 29-that he knew he was 
“live” for the classics. He still needed to get 
there, and after an easy maiden win Feb. 18 
and an allowance score March 11, Baffert 
threw Justify into deeper water against Bolt 
d’Oro in the Santa Anita Derby-Gl April 
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7. He won that, too, earning the favorite’s 
role for the Kentucky Derby 

“He came late from Kentucky to us and 
you can only go as fast as the horse will 
allow you to go,” said Baffert’s longtime 
assistant Jimmy Barnes after the Preakness. 
“He’s a big horse. He just needed time to 
grow Five starts in and he’s won the Santa 
Anita Derby, Kentucky Derby and the 
Preakness. That’s amazing.” 


In Louisville, Baffert compared Justify 
to NBA star LeBron James and admit¬ 
ted, “You better win a championship with 
him.” 

Like his boss, Barnes paid credit to the 
athlete. 

“We get good horses, that’s the main 
thing,” he said. “We have a good staff and 
do a good job, but the horse is an awful 
lot of it. You’ve just got to manage them 


properly. He’s been good aU along. What a 
lovely horse.” 

A history-defying Kentucky Derby and 
a fog-fiUed Preakness in the books. Justify 
went to Belmont Park in search of one 
more step. Could he join the 12 others who 
became Triple Crown winners or would he 
become the 24th who missed a Belmont 
Stakes-Gl win while on the edge of true 
greatness? 


Guessing Game 

Rodman makes most of foggy Preakness call 


^ he fans at Pimlico for this year’s 
I Preakness Stakes barely saw the 
^^ce. No, not just those partying it 
up in the infield. Visibility for aU in atten¬ 
dance was limited. The reason was some 
of the heaviest fog a Triple Crown race 
has ever seen. That made Dave Rodman’s 
job of calling the race challenging, to say 
the least. His job is not only to be the 
the voice of the Preakness, but also the 
vision. 

“The only time I looked down at 
the track was as they passed us the first 
time through the first turn and the last 
sixteenth of a mile when they emerged 
again,” Rodman said. “That’s about the 
only point you could see them. 

“I had two monitors with the Pimlico 
feed and I also had a monitor on the

actual NBC TV feed. I was most con¬ 
cerned before the race because the gate 
at the iyi6-mile starting point was in the 
fog. I said, 'How am I going to teU if 
they’re off?’ ” 

Luckily for Rodman and viewers, a 
ground camera was used so the horses 
could be seen breaking from the gate. 
This was key as Good Magic took on 
Justify from the outset and that turned 
into the story of the race. 

Rodman’s wordsmanship was on dis¬ 
play early. As the horses went by the 
stands the first time Rodman uttered “as 
they race through the foggy first furlong 
here at Old Hilltop.” When the horses 
went out of sight, Rodman ditched the 
binoculars he usually relies on and instead 
was forced to use a backup plan. 


“Once the race started and they disap¬ 
peared into the fog, the next option was 
obviously television monitors and the 
great handiwork of the camera people 
and the switching and directing from our 
television truck and International Sound 
was a big help,” he said. “Without them, 
if they would’ve switched to the wrong 
camera or angle, I would’ve been lost 
in the fog. It played out as best it could 
under the circumstances.” 

Rodman honed in on those TV moni¬ 
tors in his announcer’s booth and did his 
best to pick up any bit of information he 
could pass along to the audience. 

“During the race, my eyes were mostly 
on our feed, but I remember glancing 
over to the NBC feed as well. Even if I 
picked up a snippet off the NBC feed, it 
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Baffert has endured both, losing the 
Triple Crown in the final jewel with Silver 
Charm, Real Quiet and War Emblem, 
before closing the deal with American 
Pharoah in 2015. 

All that remained in the three weeks 
between the Preakness and the Belmont 
for Justify was training at Churchill Downs, 
where Baffert keeps his classic colts on the 


Triple Crown trail and of course, the ever¬ 
present waiting game. 

“You’ve just got to wait it out man, it’s 
aU we do,” the trainer said. “That’s what 
we do in this business. It’s like with [New 
England Patriots coach] Bill Belichick, we 
met him last night and it was an honor. 
I’d met him before, a while ago, and I told 
him, d know what you go through, except 
you’re on the sideline, you don’t have any¬ 


body talking to you.’ With us we’re here in 
the middle of everybody, everything, trying 
to stay focused. 

“We have to worry about the horse 
showing up. I think he’U show up, he 
should show up. That’s the most important 
thing to worry about.” ^

may have actually been 10 to 13 seconds 
delayed. I could say, ‘They have three 
furlongs to go, and Good Magic is head 
and head stiU with Justify,’ and who would 
know?” Rodman said with a laugh. 

As the field left the backstretch and 
started the bend for home, Rodman 
vocalized, “Four furlongs left to go and 
it is Good Magic, Justify, they’ve matched 
strides virtually from the start!” 

Rodman, who called his first Preakness 
in 1991, said this year’s events were the 
most dramatic he could remember. 

“The next comparison as far as 
Preakness runs go would be the thun¬ 
derstorm prior to American Pharoah,” 
he said. “I was fuUy expecting a situation 
in 2015 similar to this year’s Preakness 
where I possibly couldn’t see anything 
because the rain had come down so 
heavily during the post parade. The rain 
subsided about three minutes prior to the 
race and you could see the horses and 
silks. The fog was certainly much more 
intense than the thunderstorm in 2015.” 

Intense is a good word to describe the 
scene during the early evening hours at 
Pimlico on Preakness Saturday. With vis¬ 
ibility basically non-existent in most parts 


of the track, Rodman had to change his 
normal routine. 

“The only thing missing was I didn’t 
warm up and memorize jockey silks as 
much in the post parade,” said the veteran 
race caller. “This year, because the fog 
was there and I knew it was going to stay 
there, the memorization process for the 
silks association was done as the jockeys 
were coming out from the jockey’s porch 
to across the track. I went over them 
multiple times in my head while the jock¬ 
eys were standing with the ownerships 
groups. 

“There were two whites with WinStar 
with Justify and Quip. But I wasn’t too 
worried about that because Justify is a 
much bigger horse, he’s got the white 
blaze, and he’s got the blue shadow roll. I 
was hoping if they came from the fog and 
I was unsure that I would just look for the 
blue shadow roU.” 

The big horse with the white blaze 
and blue shadow roU appeared from the 
fog and only a few seconds later Justify 
crossed the wire first. 

It was a strange Preakness weekend 
for Rodman, who said the few races 
run over the boggy turf course featured 


the slowest fractions he had ever caUed. 
The announcer could only remember one 
other occurrence of the substantial fog he 
dealt with during the Preakness. 

“The next heaviest would have been 
Xtra Heat winning the Barbara Fritchie 
[at Laurel Park in 2003],” he said. “The 
thing about this would be it was the 
Preakness, but also at Pimlico I’m a lot 
higher up than at Laurel. Because I’m a lot 
higher, it Umits the visibility down toward 
the sixteenth and eighth pole.” 

Although the fog was a completely dif¬ 
ferent experience, the longtime PimUco 
announcer is accustomed to having his 
sight Unes Umited due to the structures 
erected in the infield every year for 
Preakness day. 

“My initial concern for the PimUco 
meet and Preakness was maneuvering 
behind the tents and caUing the action 
from behind the tents as the horses disap¬ 
peared from the 4V2-furlong to the five- 
sixteenths pole there was no visibiUty” he 
said. “As it turns out, that was the least of 
the problems.” ^

Neither the rain or the thumping base 
from 21 Savage’s set during the Infield Fest 
bothered Ultra Brat, who reported home 
well clear in the boggy going decked out in 
a black hood and earmuffs. 

“That’s a David Donk thing, I learned it 
from him and my riders are crazy about it,” 
Motion said of the equipment idea bor¬ 
rowed from his friend and feUow trainer. 

“I don’t really get the concept of using 
them in the morning but it really seems to 
calm them down. She’s a very nervous fiUy, 
was very difficult early on, so it’s definitely 
made a difference. I don’t know if it was a 
game-changer but it was definitely a huge 
help to her.” 

With a hug and a smooch on the side 
of her nose, Alex Campbell Jr.’s son Zandy 
met the 5-year-old Uncle Mo mare when 
she returned to the winner’s circle after 
the Gallorette, her first victory since the 
Marshua’s River Stakes-G3 in January at 
Gulfstream Park and a rebound perfor¬ 
mance following a disappointing run in 
the Jenny Wiley Stakes-Gl April 14 at 
Keeneland. 

Ultra Brat overwhelmed the Gallorette 
^ field and won by 1014 lengths from Blessed 
I Silence (Fr) with favored Elysea’s World 
E (Ire) fourth in the field of six. Ultra Brat 


won in 1:53.72, more than 13 seconds off 
Inside Out’s course record 1:40.24 set in 
June 2016. 

“I hoped she would handle it and Jose 
did a great job,” Motion said of the soft 
turf “I have so much confidence in him 
on a horse. I’m thrilled to win this today. 
We won a race last year for Mr. Campbell 
with No Mo Dough, he’s not here today 
but he’s a super owner and I’m very excited 
for him.” 

Campbell, 90, has been a regular in 
racing for decades—with trainer John R.S. 
Fisher and his son Jack with flat horses 
and steeplechasers, the Kentucky-based 
Rusty Arnold among others and now with 
Motion. The Kentuckian watched from 
home, and was quickly on the phone with 
his son in the winner’s circle. 

“How about that? How about that?” 
Zandy Campbell told his father on the 
phone. “That is the greatest, greatest, the 
greatest. I’m so excited for you.” 

Alex Campbell keeps six mares at 
Gainesway Farm, and bred Ultra Brat from 
his Storm Cat mare Prof McGonagall (a 
three-time winner). Campbell raced her 
dam, Virginia-bred Rootentootenwooten 
(a Grade 1 winner) with John Fisher. Ultra 
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Ultra Brat comes through in Gallorette 
on soft turf for Campbell, Motion

familiar scene—aside from the dreary rainy conditions that parked 
over Baltimore all weekend—unfolded in the winner’s circle after 
, the $150,000 Gallorette Stakes-G3 at Pimlico Race Course May 19. 
A year removed from teaming up to win the Sir Barton Stakes with No 
Mo Dough, Graham Motion and Jose Ortiz combined with another Alex 
Campbell Jr. homebred. Ultra Brat, to take the iyi6-mile Gallorette. The 
race, one of seven stakes on the Preakness Day card, was the only one of 
six turf races to stay on the grass after near record rainfall saturated the 
area. 






Brat is a half-sister to Grade 3 stakes win¬ 
ner It’s Tea Time. 

“My father reaUy loves the animals so 
much, that’s why he does it, and he taught 
me,” said Zandy Campbell. “We’re both 
real animal lovers. We love animals more 
than people, just to be honest. I think a lot 
of people do really.” 

Based at Fair HiU with the rest of 
Motion’s stable that also includes Pimlico 
Special-G3 winner Irish War Cry, Ultra 
Brat breezed twice over the training cen¬ 
ter’s synthetic track between the Jenny 
Wiley and Gallorette. 

Ultra Brat finished 10th in the Jenny 
Wiley, a rare blemish on a consistent record 
since Motion moved her to the grass in 
September 2016. She’d won three of her 
six starts on the turf -all in stakes-with a 
close third in Gulfstream’s Suwannee River 
Stakes-G3 in early February. 

“I kind of threw her in the deep end 
in the Jenny Wiley, it was a Grade 1 and I 
don’t think she had the best of trips, very 
wide,” Motion said. “You can’t be wide 
when you’re already in a Grade 1 that 
might be beyond your grasp. I didn’t think 
it was a very fair test for her to be honest.” !

No Turf, No Problem 

Robbie Medina, longtime assistant to 
HaU of Fame trainer Shug McGaughey, 
stroked through the NBC television com¬ 
pound and into the back door of the grand¬ 
stand before stopping to chat with friends \ 

before the Preakness card started. Asked 
how he thought Phipps Stable homebred I 

Fire Away might handle the boggy turf I 

for the Grade 2 Dixie Stakes, Medina first I 

corrected the inquisitor and then offered ^ 

an assessment of the War Front horse’s 
chances under the circumstances. 

“It’s off the grass,” Medina said of 
the $240,000 stakes, automatically down¬ 
graded to Grade 3 because of the change 
in surface. “I’m going up there now to see 
the track. We left him in there. We think 
he’U Hke it. We’U see.” 

Fire Away, making his first start on 
the main track since his 2-year-old debut 
in August 2014 at Saratoga, handled it 
well and came up the inside under Manny 
Franco to win by three-quarters of a 
length from Unbridled Juan. A two-time 
winner in stakes going 1 mile, including his 
most recent start in the Danger’s Hour at 
Aqueduct, Fire Away improved to 7-for-22.

The Dixie drew a field of eight, includ¬ 
ing champion and Breeders’ Cup Mile-Gl 
winner World Approval, two-time Grade 
1 winner Divisidero, 2017 Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year Just Howard and mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner Frostmourne. 
Some of that group never even made the 
trip to Baltimore, while another member 
of the field, O Dionysus, was probably 
only going to run if the race came off the 
grass. That played a role in the Dixie, the 
eighth oldest stakes in the country, coming 
off the turf unlike the Gallorette. 

Medina and McGaughey, who also 
didn’t make the trip to Baltimore, chatted 
the morning of the race and decided to 
give Fire Away a shot on the main track. 

“We wanted to run on the grass, but 
he has Danzig on one side and Fappiano 
on the other, and the track is reaUy tight,” 
Medina said. “Shug and I talked this morn¬ 
ing and I said, Wou know, he’ll probably 
like that track.’ In the morning, when the 
track is sealed, he likes it. He’s a different 
horse now that he’s 6. He’s a lot stronger. 
So, we took a shot and it worked out.” 


Speed in Chick Lang 

Steve Asmussen made what was 
a very familiar walk during the course 
of Preakness Weekend, down the steps 
from the owners and trainers box seats 
and toward the winner’s circle after the 
$200,000 Chick Lang Stakes. Halfway 
down the white metal staircase, Asmussen 
uttered four words no doubt in the minds 
of many who watched the Chick Lang 
with interest. 

“How good is he?” Asmussen asked. 
The answer was pretty simple. 

Mitole showed how good he is over the 
6 furlongs and needed only 1:09.29 to do 
so, the fastest clocking at the distance for 
Preakness Week. 

A few minutes later Asmussen summed 
up the performance again, after meeting 
winning owners Bill and Corinne Heilig- 
brodt and the colt in the winner’s circle. 

“He’s fast, wow. He’s a special horse, he 
really is,” Asmussen said. “His confidence 
level has gotten better, just the way he 
comes into a race, and acts during it, has 


been spectacular the past two or three 
races.” 

The Chick Lang, officially a 6!4-length 
win over Maryland-bred and -based StiU 
Having Fun, ran Mitole’s record to 4-for-7 
and was his third straight victory follow¬ 
ing an allowance and the Bachelor Stakes 
at Oaklawn Park. Asmussen collected his 
third Chick Lang victory, to go with Lan- 
tana Mob in 2008 and Holy Boss in 2015. 

The victory also marked the first stakes 
win at Pimlico for the Heiligbrodts, who 
raced many years in the name Heiligbrodt 
Racing Stable. 

“He’s fast, let’s put it that way,” Bill 
Heiligbrodt said when asked to sum up 
the ability of the 3-year-old Eskendereya 
colt who cost $140,000 at last year’s OBS 
April sale. 

Second Sprint 

Asmussen added a second 6-furlong 
stakes victory on the day two races later 
when Switzerland ran nearly as fast and 
overwhelmed a field of older horses to win 
the $150,000 Maryland Sprint Stakes-G3. 
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Transferred into Asmussen’s barn at 
Oaklawn this winter by Woodford Racing, 
Switzerland ran his record to 3-for-3 for 
his new conditioner with a 3 y 2 -length score 
over 8-5 favorite Long Haul Bay in 1:09.43. 
Ricardo Santana Jr., also aboard Mitole, 
rode Switzerland to the near front-running 
score. 

‘‘He came into the barn a fast horse 
and weVe been able to maintain that,” 
Asmussen said of the 4-year-old son of 
Speightstown who didn’t break his maiden 
until Feb. 16 at Aqueduct for former train¬ 
er Chad Brown. “He did have conditions, 
but Fm a numbers guy, a sheets guy, and 
we are just trying to maintain the ability he 
came to us with.” 

Switzerland tracked Red Dragon 
Tattoo’s early lead past the quarter in :22.94 
before taking over midway around the far 
turn. He led the eventual runner-up by a 
length past the half in :45.69 and steadily 
drew off under Santana’s hand ride in deep 
stretch. 


“The key to his race today was being 
able to get away with going :22 and 4 the 
first quarter,” Asmussen said. 

NOTES: Five scratches reduced the field 
for the $100,000 Sir Barton Stakes to six 
and Ax Man, using a similar trip that 
yielded a victory by his stablemate Justify 
in the Preakness, roUed to a 6 k 4 -length 
win under Mike Smith. A half-brother to 
champion Indian Blessing owned and bred 
by Patti and Hal Earnhardt III, Ax Man 
improved to 3-for-4 in his second start 
around two turns for trainer Bob Baffert. 
“There’s a lot of raw talent there,” Baffert 
said. “I was going to run him in the Peter 
Pan but I didn’t want to run him one turn. 
I want him to go two turns, they don’t go 
as fast, and he can relax a little. He did 
in here and I was really happy with that.” 
. . . Girls Know Best continued to show 
she was a smart claim last October by 
Eddie KenneaUy with EA-length victory 
in the $100,000 The Very One Stakes, 


another grass race moved to the main 
track. Claimed for $40,000 out of the last 
race Oct. 15 at Keeneland, Girls Know 
Best won for the fourth time in six starts 
for her new connections in the 5-furlong 
stakes. The 4-year-old Caleb’s Posse filly 
did most of her work on the grass since 
the claim by KenneaUy and Brian Chenvert, 
including a 6 -length aUowance win on a 
yielding course at Keeneland April 26 . . . 
Tap Daddy, one of four stakes winners 
on the weekend for Asmussen, started 
the big day for his HaU of Fame trainer 
with a victory in the off-the-turf $ 100,000 
James W Murphy. Back on the main 
track—where he nearly won last year’s 
Bourbon Stakes-G3 at Keeneland—after 
back-to-back off-the-board efforts in turf 
stakes, the 3-year-old son of Scat Daddy 
went to the front early under Santana and 
drew off to a 6 y 2 -length victory. Bred 
and owned by Ron WincheU’s WincheU 
Thoroughbreds, Tap Daddy improved to 
3-for-8 in the Murphy. ^

New Jersey-bred Irish War Cry 
rebounds to win historic Pimlico Special

O nly horse racing could turn something as ominous-sounding 
as synchronous diaphragmatic flutter into the cartoonish ''the 
thumps.” The condition has been compared to hiccups in 
humans, but is far more complex and most often related to fluid loss, dehy¬ 
dration and an electrolyte imbalance when it comes to horses. 

The thumps cannot be scared away but—if Irish War Cry’s domination 
of the Pimlico Special-G3 May 18 is any indication—they can be managed. 
The New Jersey-bred halted a six-race losing streak dating back more than 
a year by breaking on top from the inside post for jockey Jose Ortk and 
never looking back. The 4-year-old won by 4y2 lengths over One Liner 
and Untrapped, who were in a dead heat for second. Favorite Something 
Awesome was last of eight while seeking his fourth consecutive stakes win. 


“The key was the distance,” said Ortiz. 
“With the 1^16 miles, he broke well, I let 



him run to the first turn, took a hold of 
him and he got under his feet beautifully 
When I asked him by the three-eighths 
pole, he kept going and gave me everything 
he had. I am glad he showed up today 
because he has been working really nice 
in the morning. I worked him all winter. 
He wasn’t performing at Gulfstream in the 
winter. Today he finally ran well.” 

Ortiz and Motion didn’t plan on put¬ 
ting their horse on the lead, but he took 
what came easily and made it work. The 
others narrowed the gap a little bit on the 
turn, but Irish War Cry kicked away after 6 
furlongs in 1:11.58 and finished in 1:55.51 
on a sloppy track. 

“We talked about that there was quite a 
lot of speed,” Motion said. “It really wasn’t 
the game plan, but when I saw him do that 
I wasn’t concerned at all because that’s 
what he can do. When he’s good, he can 
handle that. He came away from there so 
nicely that I felt very comfortable with him 
doing that. Now Jose knows the horse too, 
so why not? That’s the true horse. That’s 
him. He’s very capable. 


Motion has always felt that way, based 
on the son of Curlin’s training and his best 
races—back-to-back wins to start his career 
as a 2-year-old in 2016, and Grade 2 wins 
in the Holy BuU and Wood Memorial last 
year. In and around those, however, Irish 
War Cry finished seventh in the Fountain 
of Youth-G2, 10th in the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl, eighth in the Pennsylvania 
Derby-Gl, fourth in the Haskell-Gl and 
second in the Belmont Stakes-Gl. 

Owned by IsabeUe de Tomaso, Irish 
War Cry opened 2018 with a second 
to Economic Model in the Hal’s Hope 
Stakes-G3 at Gulfstream Park in February. 
Off a five-month layoff, the decent effort 
was supposed to leave him primed for 
the Hardacre Mile-G2 at Gulfstream 
March 31, but Irish War Cry finished last 
of six—beaten 30 lengths —as the favor¬ 
ite. Trainer Graham Motion blamed the 
thumps, a condition first discovered in 
1831 (in a horse that had run 13 miles) 
and named for the noise coming from 
the horse’s abdomen. It’s triggered by the 
electrolyte imbalance and is sometimes 
attributed at least in part to the administra¬ 
tion of Lasix. 

“I think the thumps is a legitimate 
issue,” Motion said. “I’m a believer in it. 
I never was. When my assistants said to 
me, ‘Oh the horse got the thumps’ I used 
to be ‘OK, weU whatever.’ It’s just another 
excuse. I spoke to a lot of vets about it 
after he ran the last time and I learned a lot. 
I shouldn’t have pooh-poohed it. I think it 
can be extremely frightening to the horse. 
If the horse has that happen, it’s got to be 
so disturbing. They can’t breathe, they can’t 
catch their breath.” 

Motion moved the horse back to Fair 
HiU Training Center, ordered up a reduced 
dose of Lasix on raceday and hoped for 
cooler weather. At Pimlico, where the high 
reached 68, he watched his horse return 
to form—and restore some faith. While 
not as pronounced as they were after 
the Hardacre Mile, the thumps may have 
bothered Irish War Cry in some of those 
lackluster efforts last year. 

“Look, next to Animal Kingdom he’s 
one of the best work horses I’ve ever 
had,” said Motion, comparing Irish War

Cry to the 2011 Kentucky Derby and 2013 Dubai World Cup 
winner. “Without exaggeration. The way he worked this winter 
in Florida and since he’s come up here has been nothing short of 
spectacular.” 

Irish War Cry was bred by de Tomaso, from the Polish 
Numbers mare Irish Sovereign, New Jersey’s Broodmare of the 
Year for the second consecutive year in 2017. She has produced six 
winners from six foals to race including Irish War Cry (the Jersey- 
bred Horse of the Year for 2017) and Irish Strait (a stakes winner 
who was the state’s 2017 turf champion). 

Before the Derby last year, Kentucky’s Hill Y’ Dale Farm led a 
group of investors who purchased Irish War Cry’s stallion rights 
only to see him lose his next six races. Motion was quick to say 
there has never been any pressure applied from the group, but stiU 
called the $300,000 Pimlico Special a relief 

“It’s rewarding for me because people don’t believe in the horse 
and I hate that because I know how good the horse is,” Motion 
said. “Without a doubt, he’s been an incredibly frustrating horse. 
The people invested in him, you feel a certain amount of respon¬ 
sibility to show what a good horse you think he is.” 

Irish War Cry won for the fifth time and pushed his career 
bankroll to $1,252,060, but was pulled up due to heat issues in his 
next start, the Stephen Foster-Gl at Churchill Downs June 16.

Red Ruby puts it all together 
for Gorder In Grade 2 Black-Eyed Susan

R ed Ruby can be a handful in the barn, to and from the racetrack, 
during her training and really just about anywhere. 

Kellyn Gorder knows that about the gray 3-year-old daugh¬ 
ter of Tiznow, he saw it play a role in costing the filly a chance to run in 
one of her division’s most prestigious races and he sensed it in the days 
leading up to the $250,000 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes-G2 May 18 at Pimlico 
Race Course. 


Not wanting a repeat performance of 
Red Ruby’s antics as the odds-on favorite 
before the March 10 Honeybee Stakes-G3 
at Oaklawn Park, Gorder tacked up the 
filly the morning of the Black-Eyed Susan 
and took her out for a spin over the sloppy 
Pimlico main track. Gorder, who trains 
at Keeneland most of the year and rides 
many of his horses, hoped he did enough 
to take off some of the edge. 

‘'She’s tough in the post parade, that’s 
what happened in the Honeybee, she got 
so wound up in the post parade that she 
ran her race in the post parade,” Gorder 
said. “The only thing I did differently today 
was I galloped her this morning. 

“I jogged her off the right way to the 
far turn, galloped nice and easy down the 
backside, went through the gears down the 
lane and let her walk home. You always run 
the risk when you do that, but I thought it 
might help her in the post parade. I think 
it helped.” 

Red Ruby, stiU tough in the post parade 
as she and the field’s other nine start¬ 
ers warmed up, showed no signs that it 
cost her any energy and she roUed to a 
4y4-length victory over Coach Rocks and a 
strung out field of 3-year-old fillies. Paco 
Lopez rode Red Ruby for Gorder and 
owners Sandra Sexton, Brandi Nicholson 
and Steven Nicholson. She won in 1:50.17 


over the sloppy and sealed surface satu¬ 
rated by steady rains that parked over 
Baltimore over the course of Preakness 
Weekend. 

Gorder watched the race from a spot 
near the winner’s circle. He kept his eyes 
on Red Ruby as she and Lopez tracked the 
early pace of Coach Rocks, winner of the 
Gulfstream Park Oaks-G2 and running 
back on two weeks’ rest after a seventh in 
the Kentucky Oaks-Gl. 

Red Ruby came a bit wide around the 
far turn, took over in the upper stretch and 
drew off under a hand ride. Coach Rocks 
was 5 lengths clear of third-place finisher 
Indy Union, with 5-2 favorite Sarah Street 
4y4 lengths back in fourth. 

Gorder, who trained Bourbon Courage 
to victory in the 2012 Super Derby-G2 and 
a second in the 2013 Donn Handicap-Gl, 
said Red Ruby’s victory ranked at or near 
the top of his biggest victories. 

“Where do I go? I’ve never been to the 
infield,” Gorder said before heading across 
the wet track with the fiUy’s connections 
for the winner’s celebration. 

The victory was worth $150,000 and 
provided a definite highlight to Red Ruby’s 
up-and-down winter and spring. 

She broke her maiden in her second 
start in late November at ChurchiU Downs 
before joining Gorder’s string in Hot 
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Springs, Ark., for the Oaklawn meeting. 
She won her first start at Oaklawn in the 
Feb. 10 Martha Washington Stakes, defeat¬ 
ing a small but solid field that included 
Sassy Sienna, Cosmic Burst and Tyfosha. 
Gorder targeted the Honeybee, hoping the 
filly would perform well enough to earn 
points toward a spot in the Kentucky Oaks. 

The poor performance-fourth, beaten 
5 lengths by Cosmic Burst-set her back 
a bit but Gorder still felt the filly could 
return in the Fantasy Stakes-G2 late in 
the meet to earn a trip to Churchill. Then 
things went wrong again. 

“She was cooling out in the shedrow 
. . . [and] the racetrack was almost ready 
to close,” Gorder said. “I had two more 
to gallop, I got on one horse, left the barn 
and her rider was having trouble finding 
a leg up. We borrowed a groom from the 
other side, I don’t know exactly what hap¬ 
pened, probably he was lifting here, pulling 
there, that horse ran backward and started 
coming at her, she wheeled, drug the hot- 
walker to the middle of the barn where the 
ladders are that go up to the hay loft, she 
got hung up.”

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Red Ruby wound up with cuts to her 
right front leg, one down to her heel, which 
required 13 stitches. Gorder counted the 
fiUy fortunate she didn’t puncture her ten¬ 
don sheath and said even though the dam¬ 
age was mosdy superficial. Red Ruby still 
needed to rest and heal in her stall for 16 
days. 

The Fantasy out of the picture, Gorder 
stiU held out hope for the Kentucky Oaks. 
Red Ruby was first on the bubble, ranked 
15th with 15 points, the day before entries 
were taken. She would have secured a 
spot in the field of 14 when Blamed 
was injured, but Gorder, Sexton and the 
Nicholsons decided to skip the race. 

“I didn’t take her out of the Oaks 
until late because I stiU thought there was 
a chance,” Gorder said. “Then as it got 
closer I just didn’t think it was the right 
thing to do.” 

The Black-Eyed Susan became the first 
target of what Gorder hopes wiU eventu¬ 
ally take Red Ruby to Saratoga Race Course 
for this summer’s Alabama Stakes-Gl. Red 
Ruby breezed twice at Keeneland prior to 
the 9-furlong Black-Eyed Susan, an “easy 
half” May 5 and a more serious drill May 
12. The work officially was 6 furlongs in a 
bullet 1:12, but Gorder called it a 5-furlong 
breeze in :59 with a gallop out in 1:12. 

“It was a serious work,” he said. “After 
that I was like, ‘She’s ready.’” 

Red Ruby, co-bred in Kentucky by 
Sexton and her late husband Hargus and 
the Nicholson’s Silver Fern Farm, proved 



more than ready. Out of the New York- 
bred Rubiano mare Caroni, Red Ruby 
improved to 3-for-5 with the victory and 
put her name back in the mix among the 
country’s top 3-year-old fillies. 

“Is it bittersweet? Yeah, a little bit, but 
it’s a long year and there’s a lot of races 
down the road,” Gorder said. “She handled 
aU of this really well today. I guarantee this, 
she’s got more weight and condition on her 
than she would have if I’d worked her one 
more time and ran her in the Fantasy. She’s 
a big, taU, rangy fiUy; she could get light 
pretty easy.” 

Sign of ‘Spring’ 

Neil Howard wasn’t about to concede 
to the suggestion that he’s about as cer¬ 
tain to land in the winner’s circle come 
Preakness Weekend as tourists gobbling 
down crab cakes or out-of-town media 
penning columns about the dilapidation 
of Pimlico. 

“It’s not bad; and I’ve struck out a few 
times, too,” Howard said after celebrating 
Song of Spring’s victory in the $150,000 
Allaire duPont Distaff Stakes-G3. 

Song of Spring, a half-length winner 
over 6-5 favorite and fellow Kentucky ship¬ 
per Blue Prize (Arg) in the 1 Vs-mile duPont, 
improved Howard’s record at Pimlico over 
Preakness Weekend to 5-for-17 and is his 
third stakes winner since 2014. The high¬ 
light of the five wins is of course Summer 
Squall’s victory in the 1990 Preakness, a 
win Howard says he’ll “never forget.” 


“These are nice, too,” he said. “Races 
like this, a mile-and-an-eighth, they’re great 
for guys like me and for horses like this. 
She is a nice fiUy She’s a lighter type fiUy; 
you’ve got to be careful not to over-train 
her. Like a lot of fillies, you try to take 
your time.” 

A 4-year-old by Spring At Last raced 
by Stoneway Farm, Song of Spring won 
her first graded stakes in just her sec¬ 
ond appearance at that level. She came 
into the duPont off a third behind Vala- 
dorna and Apologynotaccepted in the 
Doubledogdare-G3 April 20 at Keeneland. 
Howard used the same path in 2016 with 
Ahh Chocolate, third in the Doubledogdare 
and winner four weeks later in the duPont. 

“I’m happy for the owners, they’re 
good people,” Howard said of Stoneway’s 
Jim Stone and Terri Burch of LaGrange, 
Ky. “They understand about the time that 
some horses need, that they’re aU differ¬ 
ent. That part is getting hard; you have to 
have the clients. There’s a lot of good guys 
doing this that aren’t getting the opportu¬ 
nity. 

“I feel the effects of it a little bit, the 
big outfits, but I’m lucky. I stiU have good 
people, I can’t complain about nothing.” 

Boggy Hilltop 

Mike Trombetta didn’t have a clue what 
to expect from Souper Striking in the 46th 
edition of the $100,000 HiUtop Stakes, 
which stayed on the turf despite a mas¬ 
sive saturation of the grass for the better 
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Co-owned by Marylander Charlie Noell, Happy Like a Fool splashes home In the Miss Preakness. 


part of 24 hours. Fortunately he wasn’t 
alone, as none of the other conditioners in 
the 1 -mile stakes could predict how their 
3-year-old fillies might handle the boggy 
going. 

The bettors settled on Souper Striking, 
deferring to the Fair HiU-based daugh¬ 
ter of Brilliant Speed’s back-to-back wins 
on the grass at Gulfstream Park this 
winter and not her ninth in the Florida 
Oaks-G3 at Tampa Bay Downs. They 
were right-Souper Striking ran off to a 
6!4-length win—and Trombetta got his 
answer. 

“You don’t know how the horses are 
going to handle this kind of going, there’s 
no way to practice for it,” Trombetta 
said before accepting the Hilltop trophy 
on behalf of owner/breeder Charlotte 
Weber’s Live Oak Plantation. “You just 
hope good things happen and for her it 
did. She did well.” 

Souper Striking won in 1:51.72—more 
than 18 seconds off the course mark 
of 1:33.42—with second choice Secret 
Message second and third choice Peach of 
a Gal third. Julian Pimentel, aboard Souper 


Striking for the first time since a second 
in a muddy maiden race in November at 
Laurel, rode the winner. 

“He’s worked her the last few weeks and 
she’s been working real weU on the syn¬ 
thetic, but neither of us knew how she’d do 
on this,” Trombetta said. “Obviously she 
handled it real nicely.” 

Unbeaten Run 

Mike HaU and Joe Orseno were sit¬ 
ting around outside the Hartley/de Renzo 
consignment before the OBS March sale 
of 2 -year-olds contemplating potential 
purchases when they got word about a 
prospect. 

The horse wasn’t in the catalog, or even 
a 2-year-old, rather a lightly raced 4-year- 
old gelding by Broken Vow named 
Imprimis. Bred and raced by Craig Wheeler, 
longtime manager for the late Jack Dreyfus’ 
Hobeau Farm in Ocala, Imprimis was 
2-for-2 at the time and appealing to Orseno. 

“Mike found out about the horse, asked 
me if I knew him, I said I did, that Le’s 
got it aU over Florida-breds, he’s pretty nice 
horse,’” Orseno said. “When we bought 


him that was the plan, to beat up on 
Florida-breds aU summer.” 

The plan changed quickly, after HaU 
negotiated a private sale with his long¬ 
time friend Wheeler and when Imprimis 
romped to a third turf sprint victory in late 
March at Gulfstream. 

“After the first time we ran him I said, 
‘He’s probably a Uttle better than that guys, 
we need to travel a Uttle bit,’” Orseno said. 
“HopefuUy we’U have a lot of fun with 
him.” 

The fun started in the $100,000 Jim 
McKay Turf Sprint, which also stayed on 
the grass and became the fourth win for 
Imprimis in as many starts. 

HaU, Wheeler, Orseno and a group of 
friends watched the race under the over¬ 
hang behind the owners’ box seat area. 
Patiently waiting for the horses to go onto 
the turf course, HaU flagged down a ven¬ 
dor selling the weekend’s signature Black- 
Eyed Susan cocktaU. 

“I don’t even reaUy Uke them, but FU 
take two, for luck,” HaU said. 

HaU—or more importantly Imprimis — 
didn’t need much luck once the gate 
opened for the 5-furlong turf sprint as 
he and Irad Ortiz Jr. rated just off the 
pace of Rocket Heat through an opening 
quarter-mile in :23.56. They took over in 
the stretch, ran past a half in :50.02 and 
drew off to a 5!4-length win in 1:03.81. 
The time was more than eight seconds off 
the course mark, but of no great concern 
to the winning connections. 

“I bred him, raced him and sold him to 
my best friend after he won his first two 
and now he’s won two for him,” Wheeler 
said. 

“We’re having a good time,” HaU said. 
“He bred the horse, sold the horse to me 
and we were friends before, and this makes 
it so much better.” 

NOTES: Happy Like a Fool, a 3-year- 
old fiUy by Distorted Humor with ties to 
the Mid-Atlantic, kicked off the graded 
stakes action of the weekend with a vic¬ 
tory in the $150,000 Adena Springs Miss 
Preakness-G3. Co-owned by John Moores’ 
and Marylander CharUe NoeU’s MerriebeUe 
Stable, Happy Like a Fool won the Miss 
Preakness by 6/2 lengths under Tyler 
GaffaUone. A member of trainer Wesley 
Ward’s contingent that competed at last 
year’s Royal Ascot and York’s Ebor Festival 
meetings. Happy Like a Fool won the 2017 
Matron Stakes-G3 at Belmont Park and 
was coming off a fourth in Keeneland’s 
Beaumont Stakes-G3 in early April. Bred 
by Ward, Happy Like a Fool is also owned 
by the Coolmore team of Michael Tabor, 
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Derrick Smith and Susan Magnier . . . Kirk 
and Judy Robison’s Vertical Oak, win¬ 
ner of last year’s Miss Preakness, kicked 
off Steve Asmussen’s big weekend with 
a victory in the $100,000 Skipat Stakes. 


The 4-year-old Giant Oak filly won by IV 2 
lengths over Startwithsilver under Ricardo 
Santana Jr. for her fourth stakes victory. . . 
Asmussen won four stakes May 18-19 and 
accumulated 82 points to earn a $50,000

Accomplished 

Veteran New Jersey horseman Thompson 
becomes published author at 83

B etter late than never. Five decades 
after starting to write a book about 
a man who wants more excitement 
and a stash of cash in his life and is will¬ 
ing to take mighty big risks to get them, 
renowned New Jersey horseman J. Willard 
Thompson is a published author. 

Set in Garden City, N.Y., in the 1960s, 
The Mission is an 82-page novella penned by 
the 83-year-old owner and trainer, who still 
breeds horses at his Quiet Winter Farm in 
Colt’s Neck and still ranks at or near the 
top of the Monmouth Park standings on 
almost a yearly basis. 

“Mayor Koch was the Mayor of New 
York when I started writing this thing,” 
said Thompson, who won four training 
titles at Monmouth (1975-77 and 2001) 
and two more at The Meadowlands (1980- 
81) and was Monmouth’s leading owner in 
2016. “This is a nice thing that’s happened 
to me at 83.” 

The book almost didn’t come to frui¬ 
tion. Thompson began the process 50 
years ago but before he could complete the 
story the handwritten manuscript of The 
Mission went missing. 

“It was always Pop’s dream to write 
a book, and I remember as a kid he 
was always talking about it,” said Stewart 
Thompson, who followed his father to 
the track and retired after saddling his last 
starter as a trainer at Laurel Park in 2012. 
“He started, then he and my mom split 
up and he was busy training horses so the 
book got lost. After my mom and dad 
divorced my mom wouldn’t give it back 
to him. Then she finally did give in and I 
gave it to Dad quite a few years ago, but he 
misplaced it.” 

Between the many moves Thompson 
made between New Jersey, New York, 
South Carolina and Florida over the 


decades the manuscript never turned up. 
Then one day last year he was foraging 
through a drawer for something else and 
there it was. 

He had found it. And he finished it. 

“I enjoyed completing it,” Thompson 
said. “It was fun. But it wouldn’t have hap¬ 
pened if it hadn’t been for Stewart. He was 
very insistent upon it, and I said OK. He’s 
a very insistent son. But I didn’t want to be 
responsible for how bad it would be.” 

The book is good enough that Dog 
Ear Publishing Company bit on it and 
agreed to expedite publishing, quite an 
accomplishment for an unknown writer. 
StiU, it took a team effort and another year, 
with proofreading and editing help from 
close family and friends, to get the work 
into print. 

“The whole thing was a surprise,” said 
Thompson’s son Glenn, also a Monmouth- 
based trainer. “He dug it out of a drawer 
and my brother, Stewart, got very moti¬ 
vated. He really got to work on it and he 
fired up Pop to go ahead and finish it. My 
dad is kind of excited about it.” 

The story is timeless. It’s about man’s 
yearning to be successful without know¬ 
ing what that means, and Thompson tells 
it in a way that’s been termed a rollicking 
good read. 

“I’ve had a blessed life and I think it 
was good to finish it. I wanted to do it aU 
those years ago and I still had a little itch 
for it,” Thompson said. “It was something 
I’d wanted to do when I was 30, but I just 
didn’t get to it.” 

Thompson, who said he didn’t carry the 
book’s characters in his head for 50 years 
before bringing them back to life on the 
pages, had plenty of other things on his 
mind and stiU does. 


“He leaves the house around 4:30 every 
morning and swings by Dunkin’ Donuts 
and the people there have this routine 
down,” said Glenn Thompson, who added 
that his dad won four of his first 13 starts 
at the 2018 Monmouth meet. “They bring 
him out a box of Joe and a dozen donuts 
for his crew. He brings breakfast to them 
every morning and then he drives up to 
the frontside and watches the horses train. 
He’s got about 25 horses on the backside. 
He’s got a group of 2-year-olds now and 
we’ve got some yearlings and some babies 
out at the farm. He’s still breeding horses.” 

As it turns out, writing talent is in the 
Thompson bloodline. 

“His dad was a writer for The New 
York Times, but he got laid off during 
the Depression,” said Stewart Thompson. 
“This book was really important to him 
and it’s wonderful he finally got it done. 
Pop has some talent as a writer. He uses 
imagery well. He’s really excited and we’re 
all really proud of him.” 

The pride goes both ways. 

“I’m proud of them, too, and of my 
daughter,” said Thompson, who in 1996 
was the first recipient of Monmouth’s 
Virgil W Raines Distinguished Achieve¬ 
ment Award. “I never thought I’d live this 
long, but here I am. But I don’t have 
another book in me.” 

No matter. His day job is going great 
guns. 

“Right now I’ve got the best help in the 
barn I’ve ever had,” said the trainer, who 
saddled his first runner in 1963 and was 
up to 2,133 career victories. “They give me 
nothing to worry about. I can sit and read 
the paper while my horses are training. I’ve 
been blessed by good help. That’s the only 
thing that keeps me going.” ^

O'Neill lands sales-topping 
Medaglla d’Oro colt for $1.2 million

B ack in April, Randy Hartley told Dennis O’Neill about a Medaglia 
d’Oro colt headed to Timonium, Md., for the Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic 2-year-old sale the next month. At the moment, it seemed 
like normal seller/buyer chatter. 

Then O’Neill went to Timonium, and watched the colt—part of the 
11-horse Hartley/de Renzo Thoroughbreds consignment in Barn A just 
beyond the back ring. 


‘Holy cow,” O’Neill said when he first 
saw the bay colt—officially Hip 565 of 600 
cataloged at the sale May 21-22. Holy horse 
was more like it as O’Neill outbid feUow 
agent Donato Lanni to get the sales-topper 
for $1.2 million on behalf of Phoenix 
Thoroughbreds. The Kentucky-bred went 
to the barn of O’Neill’s brother Doug in 
California, and was quickly turning heads 
and winning friends. 

“The goal is the first Saturday in May 
next year,” Dennis O’Neill deadpanned 
a week after the sale. “He’s been jogging 
and galloping a little bit. He’s just a really, 
really classy horse. We’U take our time and 
see where we are. Hopefully we’ll unveil 
him sometime at Del Mar [this summer]. 
It’s exciting.” 

Whether Hip 565 makes it to the 
Kentucky Derby remains to be seen, but 
the target is there and so are the models. 
Dennis O’Neill purchased 2012 Derby 
winner I’ll Have Another for $35,000 as a 
2-year-old and landed 2016 winner Nyquist 
for $400,000. 

Phoenix, founded by Dubai-based busi¬ 
nessman Amer Abdulaziz in 2017, has pur¬ 
chased more than $25 million in horses and 
is represented by-among others-major 
runners Dream Tree, Gronkowski and 
Take Me With You. The Medaglia d’Oro 
colt fits the profile as the first foal of 
Grade 3 winner Tapicat, a daughter of 
super sire Tapit, whose pedigree includes 
Grade 1 winners Track Robbery, Pohave, 
Cat Thief and others. 

O’Neill recognized the sire power of 
Medaglia d’Oro on the page, considered 
aU that family, saw the horse on a short 
list created for him, but also made sure he 
considered other factors. 

■ Workout. The colt breezed a furlong 
in :10.1 at Timonium, handling the 5-fur¬ 
long track’s tight turn while looking like 
he’d appreciate much more distance (and a 
more gradual bend) someday. “His breeze 
was sick. We do the stride length and he 
was really good on that and just looked like 
he could repeat that stride over and over

again. No wasted action.” O’Neill called 
his brother and told him to watch the 
breeze online—immediately. 

■ Demeanor. Like everyone, O’Neill 
watches the breeze show, gets a veterinary 


opinion and looks at horses from all angles 
at the barns. Then he takes it a step further. 
“I do stall checks,” he said. “I check their 
stalls five or six times a day and just walk 
up and see how they are. All day, his head 
was sticking right out over the webbing 
staring at the sale. There’s a lot of stuff 
going on, a lot of noise and activity. He 
was in the first stall kind of just taking it 
aU in. He was so classy, so calm about it.” 

Bred by Three Chimneys Farm and 
Besilu Stables, Hip 565 sold for $475,000 
at Keeneland September and immediately 
became a high-level pinhooking venture 
for his consignor along with a $500,000 
Keeneland September purchase (a More 
Than Ready colt) who topped the sale’s 
first session at $750,000 as Hip 204. 

Early talk had Hip 565 approaching $2 
million, but a Union Rags colt consigned 
as Hip 561 by Bobby Dodd attracted atten¬ 
tion too and ultimately went to Lanni and 
client Michael Lund Petersen for $925,000. 
That figure topped the sale, for about 10 
minutes. 

“The closer we got, people were land¬ 
ing on Bobby Dodd’s horse and when 
he brought $925,000 I thought the price 
might go down since Bobby’s sold so 
well,” said O’Neill. “It ended up Donato 
bought Bobby Dodd’s and then came on 
pretty strong on this horse too. You usu¬ 
ally don’t land horses like that. Phoenix, 
thank God they were there for us. He was 
pretty expensive, but we’re still very happy 
to have him and we think he’s a nice horse. 
He’ll get every chance to be.” 

For Randy Hartley and Dean de 
Renzo, the sale rewarded bold steps taken 
in September as yearlings acquired for 
$475,000 and $500,000 each turned sub¬ 
stantial profits. The stress was there as 
Hartley stood just inside the ring to watch 
Hip 204 top the first session and was part 
of a crowd from the team watching Hip 
565 grab the top spot in the whole sale the 
next day. 

“We buy them to sell, and we’ve got 
to buy more in July so here we are,” said 
Hartley after Hip 204 sold. “There’s not 
so much pressure today, there’s pressure 
on breeze day. Once it’s over, it is what it 
is. If they do their job on the track, that’s 
aU we can do. I’m more like the trainer and 
Dean’s more like the salesman so I’m like 
‘OK it’s up to you’ after the breeze day.” 

The big numbers late on the second day 
fueled a two-day gross of $24,868,500 for 
the sale as 333 horses changed hands for an 
average of $74,680 and a median of 
$38,000. Gross and average were down 
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slightly, but the median increased and 
nobody was complaining on the Fasig- 
Tipton side. The sale lost a chance at top¬ 
ping last year’s gross of $25.2 million when 
Hip 538, a Tapit colt who worked in : 10.1, 
was withdrawn by breeder WincheU Thor¬ 
oughbreds and consignor Randy Miles. 

“WeVe seen a similar marketplace 
throughout the 2-year-old sales this year,” 
said Fasig-Tipton’s Boyd Browning Jr. after 
the first session. “There’s sttk some polar¬ 
ization in the market, but there’s cer¬ 
tainly more diversity and depth here as you 
would expect with a larger catalog and a 
wide variety of horses.” 

The first session gained momentum 
late, and the second session outpaced the 
first by gross, average and median. 

“Every single sale is different,” 
Browning said. “They have their own ebb 
and flow. I think it takes a little while for 
buyers and sellers to find their happy 
medium, to match up. I think at the end of 
the day, more often than not, it depends on 
the quality of horses than anything else.” 


Marylander Petersen aims high 

The day after Justify won the Preak- 
ness-Gl at nearby Pimlico, his trainer Bob 
Baffert walked the sales barns with owner 
Michael Lund Petersen. They looked at 
horses, talked about what they were look¬ 
ing for, made preliminary decisions and 
crafted a plan for the sale over the next 
two days. 

Petersen mainly listened, and tried to 
learn, but was there Monday evening when 
Lanni went to $625,000 to land Hip 278 
from the Kirkwood Stables consignment. 
The next day, Petersen bought Hip 561—a 
Union Rags colt— for $925,000 to finish as 
the sale’s leading buyer. The Baltimore-area 
resident added a pair of colts to his racing 
stable for $1.55 million, to finish just ahead 
of Pennsylvanian Chuck Zacney (eight 
horses, $1,475 million) and O’NeiU (four, 
$1,445 million). 

Petersen, co-founder of Pandora 
Jewelry, grew up going to the racetrack 
in his native Denmark and now owns a 


farm in Butler, Md. In addition to a small 
group of quality horses he’s campaigned 
with Baffert—including Grade 1-winning 
Pennsylvania-bred Mor Spirit—Petersen 
has started a handful of horses on the 
National Steeplechase Association cir¬ 
cuit with farm manager and trainer Mary 
McGlothlin. 

At Timonium, it was about restocking 
Baffert’s shedrow-and soaking up the 
experience. 

“We live close,” Petersen said. “It’s fun 
being part of it. It’s a treat for us to walk 
around with Bob Baffert for two hours 
looking at horses. He doesn’t have a lot 
of owners. He invites you and if you are a 
nice guy there’s a chance you are going to 
stay there for a while. All the knowledge he 
has and you are there and he starts sharing 
it. It’s just like when you went to school 
and the teacher reads your story out of 
the book.” 

Once the sale began, Petersen and his 
wife Charlene watched as Lanni zeroed 
in on Hip 278. The Mucho Macho Man

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colt from the family of Forever Together, 
Broken Vow, Peaks and Valleys, Alternation 
and others attracted attention from Zacney 
and other big names in the arena but 
wound up with Petersen on Lanni’s final 
bid from the back walking ring. 

“We stood with Donato and he stands 
where nobody can see him,” said Petersen 
of a corner spot in the back ring near the 
exit. “The adrenaline when you’re buying a 
horse like that is flying. Charlene asked if 
I had butterflies and I said no, then we got 
right up to it and I said, ‘OK now I have 
them.’ If you aren’t trying you are not in 
the game.” 

Petersen knows the gamble of rac¬ 
ing, however. Holiday Camp, a $700,000 
purchase in 2014, won his first start for 
Baffert that year but lost his next eight and 
is now on the farm in Maryland looking for 
a second career. 

“He’s a sweetheart and we love him 
though,” Petersen said with a laugh. 

The Mucho Macho Man colt will get 
every chance to top Holiday Camp, and 
wiU have company from the $925,000 
Union Rags colt purchased from consignor 
Bobby Dodd. 

“You can’t get ahead of yourself,” said 
Petersen, “but obviously when you buy 
something for 600 thousand bucks you 
better be excited.” 

Steve Schwartz spent $95,000 to buy 
Hip 278 at Keeneland September and sent 
him to Kip Elser at Kirkwood in Camden, 
S.C. The colt failed to meet his reserve 
at the Ocala Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
March sale, but zoomed weU past the 
mark in Maryland after working a quarter 
in:21.1. 

“I’m happy and surprised,” said 
Schwartz. “It’s a very good feeling. The 
horse has, from day one, always showed 
ability and the quality of people at 
Kirkwood make the whole deal.” 

Zacney adds to team 

Sporting his son’s St. Joe’s Prep baseball 
jacket, buyer Chuck Zacney nearly took 
home a fuU batting order from Timonium. 
The Pennsylvanian bought eight horses, 
each for $100,000 or more, and was the 
underbidder on a few others while looking 
to reload the barns of his Cash is King 
stable and some other partnerships. 

Zacney’s eight will stay in the region to 
race, with trainers Butch Reid and John 
Servis, and reflect some area buying power 
along with Petersen, Augustin Stable and 
the usual assortment of trainers from the 
Mid-Atlantic. 

“Everybody’s based out of Philly and 
it’s close and convenient,” Zacney said of

his group. “This sale’s got decent horses, 
and obviously I’ve had some success here 
going back to 2004.” 

He took no credit for that 2004 pur¬ 
chase, of future champion Afieet Alex by 
trainer Tim Ritchey, but has gradually got¬ 
ten more hands-on while buying the likes 
of Grade 1 winner Cathryn Sophia, 2018 
Preakness starter Diamond King and oth¬ 
ers in Timonium. 


The 2018 squad included the sale’s top 
fiUy (by Bernardini) purchased from Paul 
Sharp for $325,000, an Into Mischief colt 
from Cary Frommer for $340,000 and a 
Flat Out colt Zacney called “ripped” from 
Q Bar J Thoroughbreds for $125,000. 

“The horses we got outbid on were just 
out of our price range so anything we got 
I thought we did well and were what we 
wanted to spend,” said Zacney. “I came 
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here to spend a little bit of money and 
weVe done well ” 

Popular spot, weather or not 

At Pimlico, rain turned the Preakness 
infield into a cross between a Tough 
Mudder competition and the world’s dirti¬ 
est fashion show Timonium didn’t quite 
follow suit, but rain did make an impact. 
Some horses breezed on a sloppy race¬ 
track, the third under-tack session was 
moved from Thursday to Sunday and the 
actual sale sessions began at 2 p.m. instead 
of 11 a.m. 

And everything got wet. 

“The track crew here has always held 
their ground if you wiU,” said buyer Steve 
Young. “They try very hard. The track 
was pretty muddy that one day, but it had 
a bottom on it and it was the same for 
everybody.” 

Young, who bought Grade 2 winner 
Trappe Shot among others at Timonium 
and signed for $805,000 of horses this 
year, remains a fan. 

“I think it’s one of the best 2-year-old 
sales in America if not farther than that,” 
he said. “If you look back at this 18 to 24 
months from now there are a lot of nice 
horses here. It’s on dirt. It’s like being in the 
middle of a boxing ring here. If you’re not 
good, they’re going to find out. There are 
good horses here.” 

Consignor J.J. Crupi hit six figures with 
four horses, a Distorted Humor colt at 
$215,000, a Cairo Prince colt at $140,000, a 
Big Brown fiUy at $125,000 and a Flashback 
colt at $110,000. Timonium never disap¬ 
points the Florida horseman. 

“We did aU right, we’ll take it,” he said. 
“This is a good sale, it works. The horses 
are closer to the races when they’re here so 
people like to shop here.” 

Agent Gary Young went to $210,000 
to land a Friesan Fire colt for New York- 
based owner Michael Dubb. The colt 
checked several regional-program boxes as 
a Maryland Million-eligible Pennsylvania- 
bred with Delaware-certified status. Young 
just liked what he saw from the bay colt.

who was bred by Beezie Patterson and 
Vicki Schowe. 

“He just looked like a buU, I loved his 
breeze,” said Young, who bought graded 
stakes winner Foustar Crook at Timonium 
for Dubb in 2014. “Michael Dubb asked 
me to find him a nice horse and I hope we 
did. I like the horse a lot. He’s a beautiful 
horse. If they walked 50 of them past you 
you’d pick him out.” 

Consigned by Grassroots Training and 
Sales, which spent $20,000 to buy the colt 
at Timonium as a yearling. Hip 92 wiU be 
trained by Jason Servis. 

Like pretty much every buyer in atten¬ 
dance, Gary Young likes the timing at 
Timonium. 

“The horses have a little bit more time 
to develop,” he said. “I never liked it when 
March was considered a late sale. I like the 
horses to have more time to develop.” 

Near the conclusion of the sale, con¬ 
signor Dave Scanlon stood among his 
consignment in the portable stalls at the far 
border of the stable area and smiled. His 
horses, led by a $300,000 Maclean’s Music 
colt, outlasted the weather, sold weU and 
were diving into their feed tubs. 


“This is one of my favorite sales,” he 
said. “I buy a lot of these horses with 
my own money and when it’s hard to buy 
babies like it was last year, you’ve got to 
give something up to be able to afford 
them. So I end up buying late foals and 
May gives me the time to let them mature 
and grow and come to the sale the way 
they should. They work well here.” 

Agent Jacob West signed for two horses 
under his West Bloodstock name, one a 
$350,000 Cairo Prince colt from Dodd’s 
consignment. A Kentucky-bred from the 
family of Grade 3 winner Perfect Officer 
and Group 1 winner Full of Hope (GB), 
Hip 418 lured plenty of bidders, and West 
won out—getting a colt who worked a fur¬ 
long in :10.2. 

“Physically, he looked like a big, two- 
turn horse that you hope to see showing 
up on the Saturday races,” said West. “He’s 
a forward looking horse. The consignor 
didn’t push him into an earlier sale and he 
came here and performed.” 

West works with Eclipse Thoroughbred 
Partners among others, and also signed 
a ticket for Augustin Stable on behalf of 
trainer Jonathan Thomas (on a $300,000 
Uncle Mo fiUy). As West put it, 2-year-old 
sales offer a chance to buy “ready-made 
racehorses” and Timonium is a source of 
quality. 

“It’s not a thousand-horse sale, but it’s 
gotten a lot of results,” West said. “It’s 
a dirt track and I think at the end of the 
day people have more confidence buying 
a horse off a surface like that. You’re not 
throwing shade on any of the other horses 
but the fact of the matter is American 
racing is based on dirt and you’re getting 
a truer sense of how they’re getting over it 
before you buy them.” 

Hartley/de Renzo led all consignors by 
gross for the second consecutive year and 
average for the third, finishing with seven 
sold for $2.62 million. 

“This sale is getting better and better 
quality,” said Hartley. “It used to be the last 
sale where everybody came just to end the 
year. Now people buy horses to come here.” 

Then he got a little sappy. While feeding 
horse cookies to his two stars, and call-

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ing them “Good Sugar,” Hartley thought 
about watching them move on to some¬ 
thing different. 

“It’s sad,” he said. “You do get attached 
to them, but the places they go are prob¬ 
ably nicer than our farm. When they give 
that kind of money for horses, they take 
care of them. I’ll miss them, but I am very 
proud of them.” 

NOTES: California trainer Simon 
Callaghan signed two tickets, buying a 
Hartley/de Renzo’s More Than Ready colt 
for $750,000 on the first day and land¬ 
ing a Flashback colt from SBM Training 
and Sales for $275,000. . .

Around the Ovals Presc^jue Isle Downs 

Fast Starter 

Connelly wins a quick four to grab 
spot near top of trainers’ standings

W hen the gates opened for the 2018 
Presque Isle Downs season May 
14, Teresa ConneUy was ready to 

roU. 

The Florida-based trainer and former 
jockey, who rode under the name Teresa 
Canary, saddled four winners and finished 
in the money six times from her first 22 
starts, propelling her into another scrap 
with veteran Gerald Brooks, as well as Kim¬ 
berly DePasquale, for Erie bragging rights. 

Last year, ConneUy had a slow start 
but finished fast, coming to within seven 


wins of Brooks by the conclusion of the 
meet. She taUied 43 wins and earnings of 
$814,155, winning at 21 percent. This year 
might be different. 

“I put a lot of work into my win¬ 
ter prep,” said ConneUy, “and I came to 
Presque Isle with horses ready to run.” 

ConneUy, who owns Endeavor Blood¬ 
stock in Morriston, Fla., a fuU-service train¬ 
ing faciUty, brought 30 horses to Presque 
Isle to start the season, with 20 more in 
Florida ready to fiU any staUs that may 
become available. 


WhUe ConneUy spends the season in 
Erie with her two children-Ron Jr., 13, 
and EUzabeth, 11 - her husband Ron keeps 
things humming at Endeavor, which fea¬ 
tures a 5-furlong track and starting gate for 
breaking 2-year-olds and racing prepara¬ 
tion. 

“It takes a lot to run the operation at 
Presque Isle as weU as the farm, but I have 
phenomenal help,” said ConneUy. 

She visited the winner’s circle twice on 
the new meet’s second night, capturing an 
aUowance for Pennsylvania-bred fiUies and 
mares with her homebred Yes It’s Erie, as 
weU as the night’s finale with Francisco 
Alanis’s Seventyseven Stone. The next day, 
she sent out old class horse Uncle Dave, 
winner of the Alphabet Soup Handicap 
at Parx Racing in 2015, as weU as the Luke 
Kruytbosch Stakes at Turf Paradise in 
2013, to a popular victory. 

Yes It’s Erie, a 4-year-old daughter of 
Yes It’s True, hadn’t raced since October 
2017 at Presque Isle, but returned with a 
vengeance. Coupled with P. Sue, a 3-year- 
old facing elders for the first time, the 
pair ran one-two nearly aU the way in the 
6-furlong event, with the chart footnote 
commenting that “Yes It’s Erie dueled her 
entrymate, P. Sue, into submission in the 
middle of the stretch.” Nearing the eighth 
pole. Yes It’s Erie began to kick clear whUe 
P. Sue was tiring, and then the Jonathan 
Sheppard-trained Penitence tried to sUp 
between P. Sue and the raU, but lacked 
room and then made contact with P. Sue, 
but was able to finish second. 

Penitence’s jockey Scott Spieth claimed 
foul against the entrymates, but no action 
was taken. 

Yes It’s Erie was timed in a peppy 
1:10.64 for her third Ufetime victory. She’s 
made aU but one of her 16 career starts at 
Presque Isle-she is named after the track’s 
location after all-earning $93,815. 

“She’s the sweetest, nicest fiUy, with big 
doe eyes and ears,” said ConneUy. “And 
she’s amazing, she has such a great mind. 
She stiU has room to improve and she reaUy 
loves her job.” 

Connelly raced Yes It’s Erie’s dam. 
Seven Two Offsuit, a two-time winner pur¬ 
chased for $3,000 at the 2006 OBS August 
yearUng sale. 

“I was looking for a Robyn Dancer fiUy 
and paid peanuts for her,” said ConneUy. 
“She was conformationaUy chaUenged, to 
boot, but she was a runner. And she 
throws sound babies.” 

ConneUy said Seven Two Offsuit has 
a 3-year-old fiUy by Kantharos named 
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Amazon Lizzie; a 2-year-old colt by Jump Start named Baby 
Brez; a yearling filly by Talent Search, and had a Jump Start 
filly this spring. Connelly foals the mare at Glenn and Becky 
Brok’s Diamond B Farm in Mohrsville, Pa. 

Connelly was born in Annapolis, Md., and didn’t come 
from a racing family, but she was horse crazy as a young girl. 
She became interested in Thoroughbreds after visiting Bowie 
Racetrack, and as soon as she set foot there, she knew what 
she wanted to do the rest of her life. 

As a jockey, she recorded more than 500 wins in a 
10-year career, primarily riding at Penn National, where she 
met her husband, an equine dentist. Ron Connelly’s father 
is A.B. “Brice” Connelly, who trained at the now-defunct 
Commodore Downs, also located in Erie, about 10 miles from 
Presque Isle’s location. 

These days, ConneUy stiU rides occasionally, but most fre¬ 
quently can be found on her pony every morning, watching 
her 30-horse string train. 

“I StiU play a little polo in the faU with the Sarasota Polo 
Club,” she said. “It’s a very physical game that I enjoy.” 

Although Presque Isle Downs is more than 1,000 mUes 
from ConneUy’s winter home in Florida, she looks forward to 
the long journey each year, and with good reason. 

“This is the most phenomenal surface to race on,” she said, 
in reference to Presque Isle’s synthetic Tapeta track. “It’s the 
best you could ever compete on. I’m reaUy excited about this 
year’s meet.” 

NOTES: The first stakes race of the season, the $100,000 
Tom Ridge Stakes for 3-year-olds May 21, was captured in 
dramatic style by Brinley Enterprises’ Trigger Warning, who 
prevailed by a neck over Justaholic, with Shangroyal third. A 
son of Candy Ride (Arg), Trigger Warning was ridden by Irwin 
Rosendo for trainer Mike Rone; he had last raced at Sunland 
Park. . . New to Presque Isle this year is Allan Plever, who 
took the reins as the racing secretary. The Pittsburgh-area 
native formerly served as racing secretary at nearly a dozen 
tracks, beginning his 42-year career at Finger Lakes in New 
York, where he spent eight seasons. He was also in that role 
at Penn National, Hawthorne, Keystone Racetrack (now 
Parx Racing), Sportsman’s Park and Great Lakes Downs. In 
recent years, fans have complained about short fields, and 
Plever has extended the traditional 11:30 a.m. deadline for 
trainers to enter races in order to attract more horses. . . Fan 
favorite Mario Pino did not return for the 2018 season, decid¬ 
ing to ride instead at Delaware Park fuU-time. In addition, 
longtime track announcer Ron MuUis departed, replaced by 
Robin Burns, who had a brief stint as the Presque Isle track 
announcer nearly a decade ago. Previously, Burns caUed races 
at Pimlico, HoUywood Park and the Meadowlands, among 
others. . . A new 48-stall barn, approximately 300 feet long 
and 40 feet wide, opened for the meet, bringing the number 
of staUs on the grounds to 851. . . Presque Isle opened with a 
five-week period of live racing four nights per week, Monday- 
Thursday. The track traditionaUy offered five nights of racing 
a week and returned to that Sunday-Thursday schedule June 
17. . . Matthew Ennis, Presque Isle Downs and Casino’s 
director of finance and director of racing, said the track hopes 
to improve upon its numbers from 2017 when handle aver¬ 
aged $714,632 per night. ^

still going strong 

Double by Tiza Weigelia helps extend 
racing success of the Albright family

A lbright family members have been 
plying their trade at Penn National 
Race Course for decades - earning 
their livings as trainers, owners and jock¬ 
eys and becoming an integral part of the 
Thoroughbred community. 

One of the more senior members of 
the clan, George “Rusty” Albright, has 
enjoyed a successful year with a filly he’s 
owned since she was a yearhng, and who 
recently stepped up to capture two races in 
a row, including an allowance the evening 
of May 24. 

Tiza Weigeha, a 4-year-old daughter of 
Weigeha out of the Tiznow mare Tiz the 
Moon, led from start to finish in the 6-fur¬ 
long test for Pennsylvania-breds, defeating 
favored Cat Giumarello by just over a 
length. A month earlier, Tiza Weigeha had 
blown away rivals in a claiming race, and 
successfuUy transferred that sharp form to 
the aUowance ranks. 


The fiUy has helped propel Albright to 
one of his best starts in many years, as he’s 
saddled the winners of 13 races from 66 
starts through May. 

Albright actuahy connected with Tiza 
Weigeha before she was born as he trained 
Tiz the Moon for Ken Groff She “wasn’t 
the prettiest mare,” according to her train¬ 
er, but shined when it came to conforma¬ 
tion and won twice in 20 starts, the last 
dozen at Penn National. Groff turned her 
into a broodmare, and Albright bought 
Tiza Weigeha as a yearhng. 

She finished in the money in several 
maiden special weight events at Penn 
National, but then was shelved for 10 
months, from March 2017 through January 
2018. 

“She had a chip in her knee and had 
surgery, but she’s come back to run weh,” 
said Albright. 


In her first start back Jan. 31, Tiza Wei¬ 
geha broke her maiden in a special weight 
for state-breds. A month later, she didn’t 
fire against ahowance company, but hit the 
board in two consecutive claiming races 
before winning her second race April 20. 
Albright boosted her to ahowance com¬ 
pany, and the result was another victory. 

“She’s temperamental—everything has 
to go her way,” said Albright. “She’s my 
daughter Amber’s favorite horse, although 
she can be a httle mean. Tiza Weigeha 
looks a httle hke her dam, as she has a bit 
of a parrot mouth hke Tiz the Moon did, 
but she has more of a Quarter Horse look, 
whereas Tiz the Moon was a mile long.” 

Lifetime, Tiza Weigeha is approaching 
$100,000 in earnings, with $85,443 through 
May. 

Albright said that Tiz the Moon died 
after foahng a Jump Start colt in April 
2017, named Foies after the Philadelphia 
Eagles quarterback. She also has a 2-year- 
old gelding by Weigeha named North Starr 
Road. 

Albright’s mother and father, George 
and Dona Albright, were longtime fixtures 
at Penn National, both training and racing 
homebreds. Dona led the trainers’ stand¬ 
ings at the Grantvihe oval several times; 
George passed away in 2008, while Dona 
passed away in 2015. Rusty is their old¬ 
est child, while sister Amy Albright was a 
jockey and the mother of Kayha Albright, 
also a jockey.

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred Championships 
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■ Uptowncharlybrown Stud’s Wait for It 
kicked off his 3-year-old season in high 
style, capturing a Pennsylvania-bred allow¬ 
ance May 3. It was the colt’s first start since 
breaking his maiden Sept. 3 at Parx Racing. 

Johan Rosado did the riding for trainer 
Ed Coletti Jr., keeping Wait for It off the 
early pace set by longshot Double Sky. 
Rosado cut the colt loose at the top of the 
stretch, and he closed ground while wide to 
run past that rival and win by a length in a 
brisk 1:10.59 for 6 furlongs. 

‘'To be perfectly honest, we thought 
he would come up short, but he still man¬ 
aged to win the race on sheer talent alone,” 
said Bob Hutt, president of Uptown¬ 
charlybrown Stud, which owns and bred 
the colt. 

Wait for It made his debut July 17, 
2017, in an open maiden special weight at 
Parx, but had a troubled trip, coming out 
and bumping a rival at the break and then 
was unable to make up any ground on the 
eventual winner, American Talent, in the 
5-furlong dash. 

The son of Uptowncharlybrown 
returned in September at Parx, but this 
time met feUow Pennsylvania-breds at 5V2 


furlongs and won by 4 lengths before 
going to the sidelines. 

“He bucked shins, so we gave him the 
winter off in Ocala to grow into his body, 
with high hopes for him as a 3-year-old,” 
said Hutt. 

Uptowncharlybrown Stud, formerly 
named Fantasy Lane Stable, purchased 
Wait for It’s dam, Kimberley Diamond, for 
$82,000 at the OBS March sale. But it was 
discovered that she had two holes in each 
of her sesamoid ligaments in her front 
legs, said Hutt, and his veterinarian recom¬ 
mended that she be retired immediately, 
which he did. 

“We then sent her to Kentucky to 
become a broodmare, and she got in foal 
but absorbed it midway through her preg¬ 
nancy,” said Hutt. “The vet in Kentucky 
said the holes mysteriously had healed and 
that she could return to racing. Trainer 
Steve Cooper nursed her back to good 
health, and with a second chance she went 
onto earn nearly $100,000 before we finally 
retired her for good.” 

Kimberley Diamond has been bred to 
Hutt’s stallion Uptowncharlybrown ever 
since. Wait for It, her second foal, is her 


first runner. The Posse mare has a 2-year- 
old colt named Loan Me Your Ear, as well 
as a yearling filly, and a colt born this spring 
at Diamond B Farm in Mohrsville, where 
Uptowncharlybrown stands. 

■ Koko Swag made his first five starts in 
Florida, where he’d broken his maiden 
at Tampa Bay Downs in December, and 
scored in a claiming race in early January 
while with trainer Kathleen O’Connell. 

But by April, the 5-year-old son of 
Awesome of Course found himself in the 
Penn National barn of trainer Flint Stites 
and new owner Tom CanneU, and after two 
starts landed in the winner’s circle after a 
conditional allowance race May 10. 

The chestnut gelding was sent up after 
the lead by Angel Rodriguez and ding- 
donged with Ice Kaufy to the head of the 
stretch before shaking free and winning by 
2 lengths. 

Stites is on track for another solid year, 
having saddled the winners of 24 races 
and the earners of more than $500,000 
through May. ^

He’s The Man 

Servis continues productive start 
to 2018 with third of season in books

W hen the starting gate opens, The Man 
only has one thing on his mind—run¬ 
ning hard and running fast. 

That’s exactly what he did May 27 as he 
skimmed over a sloppy surface and cruised 
to a 6 -length victory over Someday Jones 
in an open allowance at Parx, stopping the 
teletimer in a swift 1:15.68 for 672 furlongs. 

It was the first win of the year for the 
6 -year-old son of Ecclesiastic, who won aU 
six of his 2017 starts at the Bensalem, Pa., 
track to earn Horse of the Year and top 
older male honors from the Pennsylvania 
Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association. 

Jorge Vargas Jr. sent The Man after early 
pacesetter Saratoga Jack and took com¬ 
mand approaching the half-mile pole, and 
then drew away from six rivals. The gelding 
clicked off 6 furlongs in 1:09.11 before fin¬ 
ishing with a flourish, improving his record 
to eight wins from 12 starts, and $337,910. 

Off since September, The Man made 
his 2018 debut in the Lyman Stakes at Parx 
April 28 but tired and finished fifth behind 
Grasshoppin—The Man’s only loss in the 
Keystone State. 

Hall of Fame trainer Bob Baffert bought 
The Man for $115,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic 2-year-old sale in 2014 and the dark 
bay colt joined the elite stable in California. 
Bred by Glenn Brok, The Man needed four 
starts to break his maiden as a 3-year-old in 
March 2015. He was injured while training, 
and emerged almost two years later at Penn 
National with trainer John Servis. 

“Baffert called me about taking him,” 
said Servis. “He said he’d breezed him [at 
Santa Anita] and he chipped a knee. Being 
a Pennsylvania-bred, Baffert said he wanted 
the horse to make some money.” 

That plan has paid off handsomly as The 
Man, owned by the partnership of Baffert’s 
wife JiU (whose given name is Natalie, the 
name you see in the program) and Bernie 
Schiappa through 2017, earned $241,980 last 
year while adding $34,800 in owner bonuses. 
He earned $96,792 in breeder awards for 


Brok. JiU is the horse’s sole owner now, and 
The Man earned $41,160 with his win in 
May. 

I BeUa Rouge was a tough competitor, rac¬ 
ing her entire 33-race career on the New 
York circuit and winning or placing 19 
times. Her 6 -year-old son This Might Be, a 
Pennsylvania-bred son of Talent Search, is 
foUowing in her hoofprints, having regis¬ 
tered his 33rd start May 26 and winning or 
placing 18 times. 

Scott Lake trained BeUa Rouge, a New 
York-bred daughter of A. P Jet, for the 
last three starts of her career, and he’s 
the breeder of This Might Be, conditioned 
by Juan Carlos Guerrero for owner Dana 
Grimaldi. As a broodmare, BeUa Rouge pro¬ 
duced horses that have shown durability on 
the racetrack, including Fivefourthreetwone, 
who made 53 starts, won seven and earned 
$234,845. 

“I claimed BeUa Rouge for $35,000 at 
Aqueduct [in 2004],” said Lake. “She made 
three starts for me, finishing second each 
time, but she got hurt in her last race. She 
wasn’t cheap, so I decided to breed her.” 

This Might Be made 16 starts for Lake, 
winning twice, before he lost him to a claim 
in September 2016. The chestnut gelding 
has bounced through a couple of barns since 
then, winning three more times. He coUected 
his fifth victory May 5 over American Talent, 
another son of Talent Search, in a state-bred 
aUowance at 572 furlongs. 

I Edgar Prado achieved a rare mUestone 
May 15 when he rode his 7,000th winner, 
pUoting Anthony MerUno’s Thefundsarelow 
to victory in the sixth race. Prado, a member 
of racing’s HaU of Fame, stands eighth on 
the aU-time jockey winning Ust and is the 
winningest active rider in the country. 

Prado buUt much of that success whUe 
riding on the Maryland circuit, and earned 
national prominence in 1997, when he won 
an unprecedented 535 races for the year, 
an accompUshment that made him only 


the fourth rider to win over 500 races in a 
calendar year. 

The Peruvian’s three classic victories were 
aU memorable: In 2002, he rode the 70-1 
shot Sarava to win the Belmont Stakes 
over MedagUa d’Oro; in 2004, he stormed 
down the stretch aboard Birdstone to spoU 
Smarty Jones’ Triple Crown coronation; and 
in 2006, he was aboard Barbaro when that 
colt remained undefeated to win Kentucky 
Derby by 672 lengths, the largest victory 
margin since Assault’s 8 -length win in 1946. 

I Freedom Racing’s Yeah Rocky lived up 
to his namesake, the fictional boxer Rocky 
Balboa, by fighting down the Parx home¬ 
stretch May 26 and edging clear to win a 
Pennsylvania-bred aUowance by a length. 

The half-brother to multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Disco Chick raced between horses 
through the early stages of the 572-furlong 
dash, and muscled clear near the eighth 
pole whUe pushing his career earnings to 
$237,715. It was the 5-year-old SUver Train 
gelding’s first victory since May 2017, and 
his first for trainer Dee Curry, who took over 
from Miguel Penaloza last August. 

Freedom Racing is the namesake of Dr. 
Yaroslaw “Jerry” Kolybabiuk, a retired gen¬ 
eral surgeon who owns Freedom Acres Farm 
in Moorestown, N.J. He previously produced 
Jersey-breds on his 21-acre farm, but began 
patronizing the Pennsylvania program after 
slot machine revenues made it a more lucra¬ 
tive venture. He’s also on the board of direc¬ 
tors of the Pennsylvania Horse Breeders 
Association. 

Disco Chick earned $735,250 and won or 
placed in 18 stakes, including a third in the 
Honorable Miss-G2 at Saratoga. Kolybabiuk 
sold the daughter of Jump Start—Disco 
FUrt, by Disco Rico, in this year’s Keeneland 
January sale for $180,000 as a broodmare 
prospect. 

■ Chuck Zacney, who races under Cash 
is King, has been known to dip into his 
waUet for some high-priced horseflesh 
over the years, and it’s often paid off The 
PhUadelphian saw his $650,000 investment 
in a yearUng son of Tapit at the Fasig-Tipton 
Saratoga sale make a nice partial return May 
26, when he broke his maiden by a widening 
3 lengths for trainer John Servis. 

Christened It’s Good to Be Us, the 
3-year-old raced greenly down the stretch 
under Frankie Pennington, but drew away 
from his seven rivals in the mile test in his 
second start. 

The dark bay colt is the first foal out of 
Great Hot (Brz), a multiple Grade 2-winning 
daughter of Orientate. ^

Zanjabeel captures Grade 1 Iroquois 
to seize control of 2018 stakes division

R OSS Gemghty had never heard of 
Zanjabeel (GB). The former cham¬ 
pion steeplechase jockey met the 
4-year-old Irish raider last fall at Ricky 
Hendriks’ farm in Pennsylvania where 
Zanjabeel was staying before taking a shot 
in the Foxbrook Champion Hurdle at Far 
Hills for Irish trainer Gordon Elliott. In 
the small world of steeplechasing, often¬ 
times a competitor will prep a competitor. 
Geraghty schooled Zanjabeel twice on the 
farm and again the day before the Far Hills 
races Oct. 21. 


Geraghty knew he had problems. 

“I knew what he was,” Geraghty said. “It 
was, how am I going to beat him at 

Far HiUs?’ ” 

Geraghty—who rode Surprising Soul 
in the race for Hendriks and finished last— 
didn’t beat Zanjabeel at Far Hills, nobody 
did, as the son of Aussie Rules and Irish 
jockey Jack Kennedy dominated the 
$125,000 stakes. After the race, Elliott put 
the bay gelding on the market—actually 
announcing he was for sale in the after- 
race interview. George Mahoney Jr. and 


Ben Griswold IV acted fast, buying the 
three-time hurdle winner and sending him 
back to Hendriks-this time for good. 

Geraghty didn’t have to try to beat him 
any more. 

They won a novice stakes at Callaway 
Gardens two weeks later, graduating from 
that division and aiming at open stakes this 
season. 

That’s when the fun started. 

Zanjabeel opened with a non-threat¬ 
ening second behind runaway winner 
Balance the Budget in the Colonial Cup, 
finished second behind LyoneU (Ger) in 
the Temple Gwathmey, losing momentum 
after a mistake at the fourth-last hurdle but 
handling proven Grade 1 winners All the 
Way Jose and Mr. Hot Stuff 

“After the Colonial Cup, I said to 
George, Ben and Ricky that I didn’t think 
he was a summer horse,” Geraghty said. 
“That was the plan from the get go, so we 
changed the plan and went to the Temple 
Gwathmey on a fact-finding mission, to 
see how he would fare running against 
some of the big guns like Jose and Hot

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Stuff, we finished in front of those big 
guns, that’s what we wanted to find out.” 

Established, Zanjabeel went for the big 
one, the Grade 1 Iroquois at Percy Warner 
Park in Nashville, Tenn. May 12. Taking 
on Grade 1 winners AU the Way Jose, Mr. 
Hot Stuff and four-time Grade 1-placed 
Modem (GB), Zanjabeel faced his sternest 
test in the 3-mile stakes. Not that Geraghty 
was concerned. 

“We thought he’d win,” said the always- 
confident Geraghty. “We weren’t worried 
about the trip, we had no concerns, it was 
just let him go out and find his feet and see 
what happens.” 

What happened was Zanjabeel’s arrival. 

Geraghty found a relaxed spot near the 
back of the seven-horse field as longshot 
Kremlin set the pace. All the Way Jose set 
up in second, Mr. Hot Stuff and Modem 
loped along in mid-pack with Zanjabeel on 
their heels and Irv Naylor’s pair Sempre 
Medici (Fr) and Jamarjo (Ire) in the back. 
Nothing changed for a circuit and a quar¬ 
ter, then it all changed. All the Way Jose 
slipped past Kremlin on the inside as the 
field turned down the long backstretch, and 
began to crank up the pressure. That move 
didn’t last long as the veteran misjudged 
the next hurdle and feU, forcing Modem to 
jink left and take over the pace chores, long 
before jockey Jack Doyle wanted. Mr. Hot 
Stuff missed the melee, stalking Modem 
to the outside and Zanjabeel deftly skirted 
through on the inside. Kremlin plummet¬ 
ed, Sempre Medici began to lose touch as 
the diminished field began the long climb 
up Heartbreak Hill. Modem led Mr. Hot 
Stuff and Zanjabeel with Jamarjo trying to 
keep a grip on the big three. Geraghty was 
the first to act, rattling Zanjabeel with two 
left-handed smacks. 

“He’s a quirky little ride, he’s not one 
that just jumps out and travels, he drops 
the bit at certain times in races, it could be 
any time, he dropped it going up the hill 
the first time, then he traveled through the 
stretch and down the hiU, he dropped it a 
little bit down the bottom but when Jose 
feU and we had to sort of scramble inside 
him, he came alive, I was quite happy 
where I was, when we landed over the 
fourth to last, I gave him two smacks to 
make sure he went up the hiU the second 
time, that’s aU I wanted him to do, I knew 
he would come alive then. That’s the way it 
was. Simple as.” 

Indeed, simple as.

Zanjabeel stayed inside Mr. Hot Stuff 
while drafting behind Modem around the 
final turn, switched out, popped the sec¬ 
ond-last and rolled past Modem, making 
his first start of the year, to win easily by 
5 lengths. Modem held second, where he’s 
finished in all five American starts, with 
Jamarjo third. 

It was the first Iroquois triumph for 
Geraghty, who won the 2012 jockey cham¬ 
pionship. 

“I’ve won the Colonial Cup a couple of 
times. Far Hills three times, but it was one 
that had eluded me that I really wanted to 
win,” he said. “I want to win them aU, but 
it’s one I always wanted to win. It means a 
lot. It means a lot.” 

MORE FROM

■ Wes Carter is not in the business of 
producing steeplechase horses, though 
if Iranistan is any example the South 
Carolina-based horseman may want to 
think about opening a second division. 

“I always thought he could go a route of 
ground,” Carter said in May, during a break 
in the action at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
2-year-old sale. “I didn’t think it would be 2 
miles. Hey, whatever it takes, right?” 

Right. 


Bred in Kentucky by MoUy Vogel’s 
Crossed Sabres Farm, Iranistan went 
through his early paces with Carter-like 
all the Crossed Sabres horses-then went 
to the racetrack. The son of Einstein (Brz) 
and the Stephen Got Even mare Miss 
Vindictive didn’t run as a 2-year-old and 
started just twice at 3 for trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard at Laurel Park. 

After losing twice in maiden claimers 
on the turf at Gulfstream Park this winter, 
Vogel gave up on her homebred. Sheppard, 
however did not. The HaU of Fame trainer 
sold Iranistan to owner Hudson River 
Farms and went jumping. The dark bay 
hasn’t lost yet with 4-year-old allowance 
wins at the Carolina Cup in late March and 
Middleburg in mid-April, and then a break¬ 
through score in the $100,000 Marceiius 
Frost novice hurdle stakes at the Iroquois. 
He’s earned $96,000 in three starts after 
collecting just $4,460 on the flat. 

Carter is impressed. 

“He might be a great horse, he’s young, 
he’s agile, he was always like that, like a 
cat,” he said. “If he’s enjoying doing it. Pm 
happy to see him doing well. Horses that 
are bred to go long, with athletic ability 
and a little bit between the ears, why not try 
them over fences if it’s not working out for 
them doing other things?” 

Iranistan dominated the Frost, taking 
over from Lachares (Ire) early and never 
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a good 5-7 lengths off the lead for the 
first half of the race. On the final run 
up the backstretch, she advanced to third 
when Rare Mix pulled up and then ranged 
alongside Pram after Wigwam Baby fell. 
By the next fence, Sarah Joyce was in front 
but looked like nothing more than a target 
with three fences to go. Inverness loomed, 
and brought For Goodness Sake (Ire) 
along coming to the third-last. Sarah Joyce 
landed first, cut the corner and set sail for 
the stretch. To the inside. For Goodness 
Sake struck. To the outside came Inverness. 
For Goodness Sake got in front after the 
last, but Sarah Joyce responded to Doyle 
and answered the caU to win by a half- 
length over Inverness with For Goodness 
Sake settling for third. 

“Oh my God, I didn’t think I had a 
chance,” said Doyle of the race’s final 
stages. “There were two or three times I 
thought I was beaten.” 

Owned by The Fields Stable, the 6-year- 
old mare didn’t get that message and col¬ 
lected her third American win since com¬ 
ing over from Ireland in 2016. She won the 
Henley in 2017 and picked up a handicap 
win before that at the Queen’s Cup. In aU 
three, and pretty much every race she runs, 
Sarah Joyce is aU about determination. 

“Just pure toughness,” said Doyle, a 
6-footer who looks even taller on the mare. 
“She wouldn’t work with any horse at home. 
She’s that slow. She gets out here and she 
gets bigger and tougher though. She tries 
so hard.” 

Like Doyle, trainer Elizabeth Voss cred¬ 
ited Sarah Joyce’s effort. 

“She just doesn’t give up,” Voss said. 
“She loves this track, obviously but she just 
needs a big, galloping track like this. She 
always looks like she’s going flat out, like 
she’s giving it aU but she just digs in and 
keeps digging in when it gets close. That’s 
just her.” 

H “That’s the good news and the bad news. 
I’m so proud but I get so nervous.” 

That’s how Emily Day summarized 
watching Plated in the Mason Houghland 
Memorial timber stakes. Day, wife of train¬ 
er Jimmy, had schooled and fox hunted 
Plated all winter long. 

In his NS A debut over timber. Plated 
provided only good news for Day, domi¬ 
nating the $50,000 timber stakes by 5 1/4 
lengths over Shinobi (Ger) and Two’s 
Company (Ire). Doyle, aboard for the first 
time, guided the son of Tiznow to the

looking back while winning by 6 lengths 
over Gibralfaro (Ire) with Barnacle Bill 
(Ire) third. The race’s only 4-year-old, the 
winner carried just 144 pounds including 
jockey Darren Nagle. 

The win was impressive, yet unpolished. 

“He’s an absolute freak and he’s only 
going to get better, I’d say he’s only 50 
percent into his potential, he doesn’t even 
know what a race is,” Nagle said. “It’s crazy. 
I’ve never sat on a young horse like him. 
For a 4-year-old to come here after run¬ 


ning just against 4-year-olds, it’s ridiculous. 
I’ve never seen anything like it.” 

Iranistan will take his game on the road 
to Saratoga where he looks like a standout 
in the novice division. 

■ Over and over again in the $50,000 
Margaret Currey Henley fiUy and mare 
stakes at the Iroquois, Sarah Joyce (Ire) 
looked like she was going to lose. 

She was fourth of eight early behind 
Pram, Rare Mix and Wigwam Baby but

front-running score for owner Maggie 
Bryant. 

Bred by Overbrook Farm and cam¬ 
paigned on the flat by Lael Stable and train¬ 
er Barclay Tagg, Plated made his debut for 
the Days in 2013. Since then, he’s won on 
the flat (at Belmont Park), over hurdles 
(including Saratoga) and now over timber. 

“Plated has just been a class act since 
we got him, he’s one of those horses who 
comes pre-programmed to do a lot of 
stuff, I just love him. I’ve always loved 
him,” Emily said. “Jimmy thought in the 
back of his mind that he’s a stayer, he 
doesn’t have a turn of foot, he just gal¬ 
lops. He’ll keep going, he’s just easy. It was 
pretty natural. He’s a good careful jumper. 
I just love him.’ 

■ Three Kingdoms (Ire) made his Ameri¬ 
can debut at Saratoga last summer and 
leapt over the first fence like he was doing 
a circus trick, from there, he got higher 
at his fences and farther behind the field. 
It was so adventurous, the crowd roared 
every time he leapt over a hurdle and the 
chart caller used the word, “vaulted” to 
describe the performance. In his next 
start. Three Kingdoms lost his jockey at 
Montpelier. 

WeU, that was then and the Iroquois 
was in May and Three Kingdoms has 
learned to get lower and quicker at his 
hurdles, capturing the 3-mile Bright Hour 
handicap. Owned by Gregg Ryan, trained 
by Julie Gomena and ridden by Kieran 
Norris, the son of Street Cry (Ire) honed 
his technique to oust favorite Schoodic by 
a neck. 

Norris slid the chestnut gelding from 
the outside post to a comfortable spot 
near the back of the fuU field. Along the 
backside the final time. Three Kingdoms 
moved into contention, bridging the gap 
between the frontrunners and highweight 
Schoodic. Norris swung Three Kingdoms 
past Orchestra Leader and Able Archer 
on the turn, opened up in the stretch and 
held off Schoodic by a diminishing neck. 
Orchestra Leader hung tough to be third. 

“The horse has put me through hell, 
abscess last week, colic the day Kieran was 
going to come school him, it’s been a long 
road,” said Gomena. “But he’s a lovely ani¬ 
mal, so straightforward. I gallop him every 
day, he’s a lovely horse. I was nervous, for 
a 3-mile race you need a lot of horse there 
and I had to skip around to get here.” 


■ Gill Johnston’s Cite established himself 
as the best-looking maiden hurdle win¬ 
ner of the spring when he easily took the 
$40,000 maiden at the Iroquois. Trained by 
Jack Fisher and ridden by Willie McCarthy, 
the 5-year-old rated well back in the field 
of 10 before rolling past and winning by 
a neck over Belisarius (Ire) with Jump to 
Juneau third. 

Bred by Claiborne Farm and Adele 
Dilschneider, the son of Blame won three 


times on the flat with trainer Bill Mott 
before making the conversion. 

■ Lord Justice (Ire) swept to an easy score 
in the opener, a $50,000 allowance hurdle, 
for Fisher, Bruton Street-US and jockey 
Sean McDermott. The 5-year-old ended a 
three-race runner-up streak since leaving 
Joseph O’Brien last summer. ■

K iemn Norris melted Zanclus away 
from the start of the Virginia Gold 
Cup timber stakes, bracing against his 
headstrong enthusiasm and seeing what his 
five rivals were going to do in the 4-mile 
classic at Great Meadow Race Course in 
The Plains May 5. 

Norris’ hands raised and lowered like 
bobbers over rough seas as Hill Tie loped 
to the lead. Zanclus, a tried and true front¬ 
runner attempting 4 miles for the first 
time, popped the first fence in second

place, Norris releasing at take off before 
reinstating the same grip on landing With 
ears pricked, Zanclus raised and flung his 
head two strides after landing over the first, 
Norris knew there was only one choice 
from there and allowed Zanclus to stride 
to the lead. 

And from there... 

‘After that it was just a jumping exhibi¬ 
tion,” Norris said. 

Owned and bred in Virginia by Sara 
CoUete and trained by Neil Morris, the 
8-year-old son of hurdle winner Xenodon 
cantered on the lead, opening up at times 
and drifting back to the field at other 
times. His jumping, like Norris said, was 
always an exhibition, despite moments 
of head-shaking and high-stepping lunges 
throughout the $100,000 stakes. Norris’ 
hands went up and down, especially when 
Super Saturday ran up on Zanclus’ heels 
about halfway through the 23-fence affair, 
but his hold never changed. 

“He’s just trying to get you to give him 
some rein,” Norris said. “Just trying to 
bluff you into giving him an inch, if you 
give him an inch, he’ll take a mile.” 

Norris never gave an inch and Zanclus 
took 4 miles. 

“That’s his style of running. I was 
able to drop him into the bottom of [the 
fences] and let him jump them in stride, 
it was pretty plain sailing, every now and 
again someone would come to me or the 
crowd would animate him a little bit, but 


it was all going according to plan,” Norris 
said. “After going through the middle the 
last time I was going to start stretching the 
boys because that’s what he does, he can 
just jump and gallop, once I got through 
the water jump and winged those two fenc¬ 
es down the back, I knew it was going to 
take a pretty good exhibition to get to me.” 

There was only one exhibition on this 
day. 

Ebanour (Ire) moved into second after 
the water jump and Le Chevalier rallied late 
but Zanclus had them measured, opening 
up in the stretch and drawing off despite 
taking out the top rail at the last fence. 
Zanclus cruised under the wire, 3% lengths 
ahead of Le Chevalier with Super Saturday 
third. Ebanour wound up fourth after 4 
miles in 8:43.80. 

Sent off favorite, Zanclus earned his 
fourth victory over timber. The chestnut 
gelding never ran on the flat, made two 
attempts over hurdles (losing by a com¬ 
bined 102% lengths) in 2014 before miss¬ 
ing 2015. Switched to timber, he posted 
two wins and three seconds in 2016 before 
missing 2017. This spring, he dominated 
the My Lady’s Manor over 3 miles, pour¬ 
ing on the pressure over a speed-favoring 
course with Darren Nagle aboard for the 
first time. For the Virginia Gold Cup, 
Nagle wound up on Ebanour and Norris 
climbed back aboard Zanclus. They had 
teamed up for aU five starts in 2016. Going 
into the Gold Cup, Zanclus had won three 


times and finished second three times in 
six timber starts, but none beyond 3% 
miles. 

“I had never ridden him over 4 miles, 
Darren had put the gun to his head a little 
bit at My Lady’s Manor, that was his choice 
to ride him and it did destroy the field, but 
it’s not what I could do going 4 miles,” 
Norris said. “I needed him to go a little 
slower at the start and then let it unfold 
as I got through the race. He didn’t want 
to rate, he wasn’t too happy about it. He’s 
matured a lot since I rode him the first few 
times.” 

Being a Virginia-bred, Zanclus picked 
up a $10,000 bonus for Collette and her 
husband, Bruce, rewarding their patience 
and commitment to steeplechase breeding. 
They bred and raced his sire, Xenodon, 
and his dam, Jordani. Xenodon is out of 
Kalankoe (Fr), who competed in hurdle 
stakes for HaU of Famer Burley Cocks and 
Tom Pratt. CoUette purchased Kalankoe 
for $9,500 at the Equivest Steeplechase 
Sale at Fair HiU after she retired in 1988. 
Jordani is out of Yadkin, who also raced 
for the CoUettes. 

From Casanova, Va., the Collettes 
deserved a big one, which wasn’t lost on 
Norris. 

“They have been one of my biggest 
supporters. I went to Oadands Point-to- 
Point and the first thing they said to me in 
the paddock was that they wanted me to 
ride him in the Gold Cup. A lot of people 
wouldn’t have given me the ride back on 
him,” Norris said. “I was like, T’U repay 
them as much as I can.’ They’re great peo¬ 
ple. I was pretty emotional after winning it, 
but to see how emotional they were, that’s 
what it’s all about, it’s great to see people 
get excited about winning a race like this.” 

DAWN WALL 
ALL IN THE FAMILY 

If you say nobody tries to breed 
American steeplechase horses. Dawn Wall 
would like a word. The Maryland-bred 
mare represents the third generation of 
her family to race over hurdles and became 
a stakes winner at Fair Hill May 26-fol¬ 
lowing her dam and granddam to the win¬ 
ner’s circle after a jump race. 

The 5-year-old, bred by Mimi Voss and 
campaigned by The Fields Stable, owes her 
career to another relative however.

Back in 1995, trainer Tom Voss bought 
Brigade of Guards out of a horses-of- 
racing-age sale at Belmont Park. Bred in 
Virginia by Paul MeUon, the bay 3-year- 
old cost $19,000 and was the first race¬ 
horse owned by The Fields Stable (of 
Betty Merck and her son Laddie). The son 
of Eastern Echo and Alydar mare Battle 
Drum won his first two over jumps in 
1996, finished second twice at Saratoga 
and made Voss look for relatives. FuU- 
sister Distant Drumroll had lost eight in a 
row on the flat for Audley Farm and trainer 
BiUy Turner, but looked like she might 
work and joined the team that summer. 
She broke her maiden on the flat at Pimlico 
in June 1997 and added a maiden hurdle 
win that September. Added to the brood¬ 
mare band, she was sent to Sky Classic in 
2000 and produced Guelph. She won eight 
times over hurdles, and became a divisional 
champion, before also retiring to life as a 
broodmare. 

Her 2013 foal by Not For Love, Dawn 
Wall, did everyone proud at Fair Hill. 
Coming in with three losses over jumps. 


and another on the flat, she was dispatched 
at 18-1 in a field of 11 in the $50,000 
Iris Coggins Memorial Stakes. Jockey Jack 
Doyle let her settle toward the back and 
they were seventh on the final run up the 
backside. BuUet Star turned for home with 
command and spurted away coming to the 
second-last. Behind her. Dawn WaU and 
Willow U came to life. They swarmed past 
the leader at the last, puUing For Goodness 
Sake (Ire) along too, as Dawn WaU found 
a bit more in the final stages to win by a 
half-length. WiUow U held second, three- 
quarters of a length ahead of last year’s 
winner For Goodness Sake. 

Named for a 3,000-foot rock face in 
Yosemite National Park, the winner proved 
plenty tough in the final stages while 
returning $37.60 to her backers. 

The winner goes way back in the region, 
to the rich depths of MeUon’s Rokeby 
Stable, and beyond. Virginia-bred Battle 
Drum was a daughter of Drumtop, who 
won 17 races and earned $493,738 for 
owner/breeder Patricia Moseley. That 
daughter of Round Table produced 
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future sires Topsider and Brogan among 
others. Drumtop’s daughter Aliata pro¬ 
duced future stallion Storm Boot and the 
stakes-placed mare Archstone, the dam 
of Moseley’s current turf star Proctor’s 
Ledge. 

Dawn Wall’s win part of a nine-race card 
at Fair Hill, which also hosted Maryland 
Gov. Larry Hogan and several officials 
from the state’s Department of Natural 
Resources. The DNR owns the property, 
which is in the planning stages of a poten¬ 
tial redevelopment effort with the goal of 
expanded racing days and new facilities. 

On the race course, which hosted its 
first running in 1934, full fields were the 
order of the day. In addition to Dawn WaU, 
Mutasaawy starred in a $40,000 handicap 
hurdle for owner GiU Johnston and trainer 
Neil Morris. Twice a winner last year, the 
8-year-old came to Fair Hill off five con¬ 
secutive losses including a faU at Nashville 
May 12. Morris added blinkers and gave 
Mikey MitcheU a leg up for the first time 
and Mutasaawy came from weU back early 
to win by a half-length at nearly 11-1. No 
Wunder (GB) also rallied from the back to 
take the lead after the last, but could not 
withstand the winner’s late surge. Officer 
Sydney (Ire) finished third. 

OTHER SPRING NEWS 

■ Last year’s timber champion Doc Cebu 
righted his ship with a triumph in the 
$35,000 WiUowdale Steeplechase timber 
stakes May 13. The 8-year-old, third at 
Middleburg to start his season in April, 
took over on the final run down the hill 
to the stretch and held Pured It safe by 214 
lengths with Monstaleur third. The winner, 
trained by Jack Fisher for the partnership 
of Charlie Fenwick, Mike Hankin and 
Charlie NoeU, collected his fifth timber win 
in seven tries. Hadden Frost was over from 
England to handle the riding. 

■ Andi’amu (Fr) continued his mastery 
of the cross-country division, winning 
the $40,000 Steeplethon on the Virginia 
Gold Cup undercard for BaUybristol Farm 
and trainer Leslie Young. The 8-year-old 
scorched five others in the 3-mile race 
over the course’s varied obstacles, win¬ 
ning by 5 lengths for jockey Jack Doyle. 
Good enough to finish second in the 2016 
New York Turf Writers Cup over hurdles, 
Andi’amu won a similar race at Middleburg 
in April in his only other start this year. 


■ Celebrating its 40th anniversary, the 
Winterthur Races carded a $40,000 timber 
stakes this year and got rewarded with 
a strong lineup including division stal¬ 
warts Cornhusker (GB) and Mystic Strike. 
Second-year timber runner Kings ApoUo 
(GB) got the better of the big names, 
however, taking over for jockey Gerard 
GaUigan with four fences to go and win¬ 
ning the Winterthur Bowl by 5y4 lengths 
over Mystic Strike with Witor (Ger) third. 

Purchased at Goffs in 2016, the winner 
won a maiden timber over the course last 
year for owner Stewart Strawbridge and 
trainer Sanna Neils on but fell in his next 
start at Radnor. This year, the son of Kings 
Theatre (Ire) finished third to Maryland 
Hunt Cup winner Senior Senator at the 
Cheshire Point-to-Point, then won at the 
Fair Hill Point-to-Point before heading to 
Winterthur. 

“We brought him along slowly this year 
and just took the path of least resistance 
this spring,” said Neils on. “We were not 
looking at Maryland. We were not looking 
at anything too tough. I wanted to rebuild 
the horse, get a little confidence in every¬ 
body. He ran fine at Cheshire, jumped 
really well, but flattened out. He ran back 
at Fair Hill and he ran nicely but it wasn’t a 
terrific race. He won and I was happy with 
him, but I wasn’t sure.” 

■ Zanclus wasn’t the only homebred 
to win at the Virginia Gold Cup meet 
as owner/breeder Maggie Bryant was 
rewarded by Personal Start, who took the 


$75,000 David Semmes Memorial hurdle 
stakes for trainer Richard Valentine and 
jockey Barry Foley. Bred in Kentucky, 
the son of Pennsylvania stallion Jump 
Start and the Personal Flag mare Personal 
Doreen stalked Balance the Budget early 
and took over late—winning by 8 lengths 
over Hardrock Eleven with Balance the 
Budget third. 

The winner improved to 2-for-2 this 
year as he opened the season by win¬ 
ning the Carolina Cup novice stakes in 
late March. Making his first start in open 
company. Personal Start made it stand up 
and actually won for the third consecutive 
time after closing 2017 with an allowance 
score over the Great Meadow course. The 
success came after nine straight defeats in 
2016 and 2017. 

I Jockey Ross Geraghty and trainer Ricky 
Hendriks teamed up to take the National 
Hunt Cup at Radnor with Surprising 
Soul a week after the Iroquois. Owned 
by Hendriks’ mother, Wendy, the son of 
Perfect Soul dominated the three rivals 
in the $50,000 stakes, winning by 10% 
lengths over Bobabout (Ire) and Mercoeur 
(Fr) over soft going. 

“We got a good pace in front of us, 
I was outside a bit, I had a bit of fresh 
ground, before we crested the hiU and 
turned the bend, it was race over. I was 
grinding them out,” Geraghty said. “When 
I first won a maiden on him at Aiken, I 
told Ricky he was a stakes horse, he tailed

The 9-year-old, a master of soft 
turf, took over from Grand Manan before 
the last fence and drew off to score by 4 
lengths over 2017 winner Mystic Strike. 

■ Maryland Hunt Cup winner Senior 
Senator was presented the George Brown 
Bowl for his performances during the 
spring timber season in Maryland. The 
8-year-old won the Grand National and 
Maryland Hunt Cup timber stakes in 
2018 for owner Skip Crawford, trainer Joe 
Davies and jockey Eric Poretz. The bowl 
is given periodically to the horse judged 
to have had the best performances over 
the eight NS A timber races at My Lady’s 
Manor, the Grand National and Maryland 
Hunt Cup. Brown was a Maryland sports¬ 
man in the late 1800s and early 1900s, rid¬ 
ing in the Hunt Cup 14 times and winning 
in 1900 and 1916. He was a master of the 
Green Spring Valley Hounds and a steward 
in Maryland, Delaware and Florida. 

■ The Radnor stakes win was part of 
a strong spring start for Hendriks, who 
ended May with 10 wins over jumps —one 
fewer than Jonathan Sheppard on the 
leaderboard. Powered by Zanjabeel (GB), 
Hendriks led aU trainers in earnings with 
$346,600. After a slow start, defending 
champion trainer Jack Fisher finished the 
spring with a rush and was just off the pace 
with seven wins. 

Among the jockeys. Jack Doyle showed 
the way with 13 wins and a commanding 
$434,150 in purse earnings. Darren Nagle 
(nine wins) was second with Geraghty 
(eight) third. Amateur, and mainly timber, 
jockey Eric Poretz won with six of his 17 
rides in the spring. 

■ The summer NS A schedule was limited 

to four stops. Suffolk Downs scheduled a 
fiat race for hurdle horses July 8. Saratoga 
planned six races-the Jonathan Kiser 
novice stakes July 25, the Grade 1 A.P 
Smithwick July 26, an allowance hurdle 
Aug. 1, the M.G Walsh novice stakes Aug. 
22, the Grade 1 New York Turf Writers 
Cup Aug. 23 and an allowance hurdle Aug. 
29. New Jersey’s Monmouth Park planned 
for two races Aug. 9, a maiden hurdle and 
a handicap hurdle. Belmont Park’s two 
hurdle races, the William Entenmann nov¬ 
ice and the Grade 1 Lonesome Glory, were 
set for Sept. 20. ■ 
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Owner/trainer/breeder Weymouth dies at 85 


R etired trainer Eugene Eleuthere 
duPont Weymouth, 85, of Kennett 
Square, Pa. passed away June 11 sur¬ 
rounded by family and caregivers who 
loved him very much. 

He was born on Jan. 27, 1933 in 
Wilmington, Del., to George and Deo 
duPont Weymouth. He attended A.I. 
duPont School and Westtown School. 
After graduating from the McDonogh 
Military Academy in 1951 he attended the 
University of Wisconsin. 

Born into a family that had a love of 
horses, Weymouth’s talent as an equestrian 
was evident at a young age. As a child he 
competed at the Devon Horse Show, but 
then set his sights on steeplechase racing, 
later becoming one of the top amateur 
steeplechase jockeys of his time. 

At 16 he won the Deep Run Hunt Cup in 
Richmond, Va., riding Cormac. That same 
year he won the Western Pennsylvania Hunt 
Cup riding Done Sleeping. Additionally, 
some of his career riding highlights include 
winning the Monmouth Hunt Cup, New 
Jersey Hunt Cup, Iroquois Steeplechase 
and the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Weymouth won the Maryland Hunt 
Cup as a jockey aboard Ned’s Flying 
in 1957 and two weeks later added the 
Iroquois Steeplechase aboard Another 
Hyacinth. As a trainer, Weymouth won the 
1974 Maryland Hunt Cup with Burnmac. 

In 1952, Weymouth rode in the English 
Grand National at Aintree, England on a 
horse named Possible. They did not cross 
the finish line together, but Weymouth 
always counted that as one of his most 
memorable experiences. He also won the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup and years later 
graciously allowed the race to be run on his 
farm in Kennett Square. 

At 24, Weymouth took a string of hors¬ 
es to race at the flat at the New England 
tracks. At the encouragement of his father 
he went off to work as a stockbroker for 
a brief period, but returned to training. 
From 1984 until his retirement in 2010, 
he trained horses at the Fair Hill Training 
Center in Maryland, where he was one of 
the original investors, working side by side 
with his employees from early mornings 
until late evenings. 

His Maryland-bred Lots of Talk won 
the National Steeplechase Association tim-

ber championship in 1992. More recently, 
Weymouth campaigned some steeplechas¬ 
ers with trainer Janet EUiot—winning with 
Wild for Gold 

From the base at Fair Hill, Weymouth’s 
stable developed into a force in the Mid- 
Atlantic with dozens of wins —often by 
homebreds — through the 1990s. He won 
78 races in 1995 and topped $1.2 million 
mark in purse earnings in 1996, when he 
won 70 races. 


His leading horses included stakes win¬ 
ner After the Glitter, a homebred daughter 
of Screen King and Weymouth’s mare 
Jane G. who earned $456,000 and won 17 
races. Bristling won 11 races and earned 
$386,000. At 35-1, the homebred finished 
second to future sire Elusive Quality in the 
Grade 3 Jaipur Handicap at Belmont Park 
in 1998. Canton River won 17 races, includ¬ 
ing four stakes. Weymouth ran Colonial 
Secretary in the 1995 Belmont Stakes for 
owner Buckland Farm, but would have 
preferred a race at Delaware Park most 
assuredly. The horse finished ninth at 52-1, 
but rebounded to win three times the next 
year and finish his career (with Weymouth 
and other trainers) with 22 wins. 

Equibase credits Weymouth with 967 
wins and more than $11.6 million in purse 
earnings from 1976-2010, but his career 
goes back to the 1950s. 

He retired from training in 2010, and 
spent several winters in Florida and North 
Carolina—watching sunsets and reading 
the newspaper. He looked forward to visits 
with his sons and was a proud grandfather. 
He enjoyed watching football and betting 
with friends, and traveling with his wife, 
Cindy. 

Weymouth was a member of the 
National Steeplechase Association, 
National Museum of Racing, Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association and Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. 

Weymouth was preceded in death by 
his son, George Tyler Weymouth, his 
brother, George A. “Frolic” Weymouth, 
and Trinda Hope Weymouth. Survivors 
include Cynthia Irwin Weymouth, his wife 
of 19 years. He is also survived by his sons, 
Eugene Eleuthere du Pont Weymouth Jr. 
and Knox Shaw Weymouth, his wife Dori 
Ann Weymouth, and their three children, 
Knox Ryder Weymouth, Dewitt Hobbs 
Weymouth, and Tyler Scout Weymouth. 
He is also survived by his sister, Patricia 
Bradford Hobbs, six nieces and neph¬ 
ews, and his former wife, Betty Shaw 
Weymouth. 

Services and interment were private. In 
lieu of flowers, donations can be sent to 
The Steeplechase Fund, c/o the National 
Steeplechase Association, 400 Fair Hill 
Drive, Elkton, MD 21921.

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TCA honors its founders 
at Timonium event

In her quiet, yet powerful, 
style, Allaire duPont sent 521 
words to the Maryland Horse 
magazine in the form of a let¬ 
ter about Thoroughbred retire¬ 
ment-in 1989. But it was far 
more than a letter. 

DuPont, the owner of 
Woodstock Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City and a driving force 
behind many of the state's 
Thoroughbred developments 
(Windfields Farm, Northview 
Stallion Station, Fair Hill, the 
very idea of farmland preser¬ 
vation and so on) started a 
lasting force in Thoroughbred 
charity with those words. 
Herb and Ellen Moelis read 
the letter, in the October 1989 
edition, talked to duPont and 
ran with the idea-hosting a 
small dinner/auction of art 
and racing memorabilia at the 
Moelises' CandyLand Farm in

Personal Perspective 


By Allaire duPont 


What happens every year to the hundreds of 
aging race horses who are no longer able to earn their 
keep? It's almost too sad to think about. You and I 
would worry ourselves to death if we knew. 

Picture a broken-down old gelding, limping his way 
onto a horse ambulance. He is one of the lucky ones, in 
a way, because his end will probably come quickly and 
without added suffering. 

Far away from the view of racing fans, many proud 
old runners are slowly succumbing to neglect and 
abuse—or being herded onto crowded trucks for ship¬ 
ment to meat packing plants. 

We owe these animals a decent retirement. All of us 
here in Maryland who love horses need to work on 
starting a home for old horses. It has been done in New 
York, with heartwarming results. And there is no rea¬ 
son something like that can't happen here. 

We need someone to come forward and volunteer to 
head up the project. I would be very glad to help, 
although it would be impossible for me to commit my¬ 
self to the time required in getting it started. 

There are resources available. One of my friends has 
talked about offering part of his farm, and the services 
of a few employees, to the cause. That kind of contribu¬ 
tion would be enough to get the whole thing off the 
ground—if we had someone to act as a coordinator, 
and begin raising funds. 

Horse lovers should not be discouraged by the enor¬ 
mity of the problem. Every little bit helps. Every horse 
we save is worth some effort. 

The numbers are becoming worse, as breeders pro¬ 
duce more horses, and the tracks put on more races. It 
is so important to keep the horses' welfare in mind. A 
lot of race horses never get any love at all—and they 
need it. 

Racing in Maryland has gotten so wonderful. Now 
it's time to pay attention to the state's breeding indus¬ 
try. Broodmares, stallions, foals and old race horses are 
all part of the life cycle. We must work hard to breed 
horses who can compete in good company, and take 
care of them the best we can throughout their life¬ 
times. 


The program in New York, known as the Thorough¬ 
bred Retirement Foundation, has saved many horses 
since it opened its doors in 1985. Located in Wallkill, in 
upstate New York, it trains local penitentiary inmates 
to serve as grooms—thus serving two highly worth¬ 
while purposes at once. Labor costs are kept low, and 
inmates learn skills they can use after getting out of 
prison. 

Their horses come from many kinds of back¬ 
grounds. Some are stakes winners; others were 
bottom-level claimers. They are selected by a commit¬ 
tee, who try to ferret out the most deserving. 

Perhaps we could model our program on theirs. 

I've been in this business a long, long time. I bred 
my first horse in 1940, before the War. Over the years 
I've had a lot of ups and downs with my own horses. 
The "ups" have certainly made it worthwhile. But I do 
feel very concerned about some of the down sides of 
racing. □ 















Delaware the next year. It was 
nothing fancy-as Ellen Moelis 
put it she cooked "'what 
seemed like a thousand meat- 
balls"-but it worked. The 
meatballs and more that first 
year turned into a $15,000 do¬ 
nation to the Thoroughbred 
Retirement Foundation and 
the kernel of an idea. 

From there, the event 
bloomed into an auction of 
stallion seasons, in addition 
to the art and memorabilia 
(including the much-sought- 
after needlepoint craft of du- 
Pont), and raised substantial 
sums of money. More impor¬ 
tantly, the event spawned the 
creation of the Thoroughbred 
Charities of America, which 
takes a United Way approach 
to racing philanthropy. 

Now based in Kentucky, 
TCA raises money, accepts 
grant applications and sup¬ 
ports worthy causes. All these 
years later, more than 200 
industry-related non-profits 
have received contributions 


of some $22 million. TCA sup¬ 
ports Thoroughbred rehabili¬ 
tation, repurposing, rehoming 
and retirement; backstretch 
and farm employee programs; 
therapy programs that utilize 
Thoroughbreds; and equine 
research. The annual stallion- 
season auction continues to be 
a major source of funding. 

DuPont, who died in 2006, 
would be proud and she was 
on the minds of a group of 
people who gathered for a 
reception billed as the first 
Founders Day at Timonium in 
May. The group included TCA 
board members, Fasig-Tip- 
ton sales staffers (who have 
helped run the auction for 
years), 2-year-old consignors, 
owners, trainers and others 
who remembered duPont and 
recognized the efforts of the 
Moelises. 

"How many ideas in the 
horse business don't work 
out?" asked Mike McMahon, 
TCA president who toasted 
the Moelises and presented 


them with a framed copy of 
that Maryland Horse page with 
duPont's letter. "It's really 
cool that this one continues 
to work well and it's such a 
testament to their idea. Strong 
stewardship is the key." 

TCA moved its auction 
to Kentucky in 2007 and for¬ 
mally affiliated with the Ken¬ 
tucky-based Thoroughbred 
Owners and Breeders Associ¬ 
ation the next year. While the 
move took something away 
from the Mid-Atlantic, racing 
benefitted as TCA was able to 
take a broader approach. 

The relocation idea came 
from Herb Moelis, who want¬ 
ed to make sure he secured the 
organization's future. 

"He's a smart guy," said 
McMahon. "He knew he had 
to find a way to keep it going. 
He did it a long enough time 
ago that he was in the prime 
of his leadership position and 
could set it up the right way." 

The Timonium event came 
about as a way to honor the 


Moelises, who now officially 
have emeritus status on the 
TCA board of directors, while 
also re-connecting with Mary¬ 
land and the Mid-Atlantic re¬ 
gion. The event was held 
during the Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic 2-year-old sale and 
drew support from a variety 
of areas. TCA wanted to honor 
its founders, while at the same 
time work to get in front of 
some potential new support¬ 
ers. 

"You want people to say, 
'Thanks for the opportunity,' 
not 'Oh, you again,' when 
you're trying to raise funds," 
said McMahon. "We didn't 
have an event in Maryland 
anymore and it's important 
that we do. I'm hopeful it can 
be an annual event and it can 
keep our profile high. It's all 
about a broader base of sup¬ 
port."

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Drazin vows that sports betting 
revenue will be used to 
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I n the aftermath of the Supreme Court strik¬ 
ing down the prohibition on sports betting in 
this country, when it comes bottom line items 
like purses, racing dates and what amount of 
money will be allocated for New Jersey-bred 
races, Dennis Drazin cant give you any firm 
answers. There are still too many moving parts. 
He doesn’t know what tax rate Monmouth will 
have to pay the state, how quickly the state will 
expect Monmouth to pay back the money it has 
borrowed over the last several years to pay for 
operational costs and no one really has any idea 
how much money will be bet at Monmouth’s 
sports book. 

But Drazin acknowledged that he 
understands the need to help revitalize the New 
Jersey breeding program and that it will benefit 
if there is a windfall of cash once sports betting 
begins. 

“We would like to grow the Jersey bred races 
and encourage people to come back to New 
Jersey to breed their horses,” said Drazin, the 
chairman and CEO of Darby Development, 
operator of Monmouth Park. “I think the 
breeding industry is a vital part of the whole 
picture for New Jersey racing and anything I 
can to do to help them, short of sacrificing the 
rest of the racing program, is something I am 
determined to do. 

“New Jersey breeding has always been a 
priority for me. Unfortunately, we haven’t had 
the money to put into the breeding industry 


and it’s a shame. We went from a foal crop of 
about 1,200 each year and now the breeders 
are telling me they’re down to about 80.” 
(According to The Jockey Club, only 20 mares 
were bred in New Jersey in 2017). 

Drazin believes that the sports betting 
throughout the state will handle $10 billion and 
Monmouth will handle $1 billion annually. The 
“win” on those wagers will be about 6 percent. 

If his numbers are right that would mean $60 
million in revenue. The state will get its share, 
which will likely be 8 percent. That would leave 
about $54.6 million left, and half of that will 
go to William Hill, which will be operating the 
Monmouth sportsbook. That leaves about $27.3 
million for Monmouth. Drazin explained that 
track has an obligation to repay the money it 
has borrowed from the state. 

“Once we pay our expenses, I would say 
the majority of the money we have will go to 
purses,” he said. 

Among the many things that remain to 
be determined is, once additional money is 
available for purses, will the emphasis be on 
adding racing dates or increasing purses? 
Drazin made it clear that he prefers quality 
over quantity, but also that he understands New 
Jersey needs a longer racing season. 

“You have to do it carefully,” he said. 
“Horsemen have different views. The New 
Jersey horsemen versus the horsemen that 
come here from out of state, they’re not always 
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on the same page. I see that some of the local guys have 
expressed they would rather have a lengthier season, even 
if the purse level was only $200,000 a day. I don’t think that 
approach makes sense. They have their reasons. They think 
that is an adequate amount and an amount where they don’t 
have to compete with out-of-town horses coming in to race 
at a higher level. They think they are better off that way. I 
think you have to have a good mix, a good blend. When I 
look at this, I try to look at a formula. How much do you need 
to be competitive in your region? You have to look at New 
York, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Delaware and you have to 
say what level do you want to compete at? The answer to me, 
and this may not be the same answer for everybody, is I want 
to compete at a world-class level. That’s the goal. If I could 
repeat the elite meet I would be more than happy to do that. 
What I’d like to do is carefully develop both, to try to have an 
elite meet at Monmouth and to try to increase racing days at 
the Meadowlands. Beginning in 2019 we intend to turn over 
the standardbred track at the Meadowlands so we can have 
dirt racing there again. We really want to add more dates up 
there and have an extended season up there where we capture 
revenue from the nighttime betting market.” 

For New Jersey bred owners and breeders both higher 
purses and a longer racing season would be most welcome. 


With just 58 days of racing between Monmouth and 
Meadowlands this year, a New Jersey-bred might get lucky to 
squeeze in three or four races in state bred company. Drazin 
said that extending the season is a virtual certainty, likely as 
early as 2019. 

“I envision over the next several years letting the horsemen 
come in April and then starting our meet sometime in May,” 
he said. “Between Monmouth and the Meadowlands, I would 
like to race into December every year. That would give the 
horsemen a real opportunity, it would revive the racing and 
breeding businesses. We want to have a length of season 
and not have the horsemen have to be gypsies, dragging 
themselves all over the country.” 

Sports betting is tentatively scheduled to begin at 
Monmouth the second week in June. Right now, there are 
more questions than answers. For instance, what will be the 
on-line sports wagering structure in New Jersey and will 
racing benefit from that? No one seems to know. 

But this much is certain: New Jersey racing and breeding 
needed a shot in the arm and it was delivered, courtesy of the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 


NJTHA’s Musto recognized for 
service to the racing industry

M ike Musto, the longtime Executive Director of the New 
Jersey Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association, was rec¬ 
ognized May 8 with the Buddy Raines Award, which honors 
those who have a made a difference in the New Jersey racing 
industry. 

Musto received the award at Monmouth Park as part of a 
luncheon for media and horsemen. He was born and raised 
in West Long Branch, which borders Oceanport, the home of 
Monmouth. 

Monmouth is operated by Darby Development on behalf 
of the NJTHA, which leases the track and related facilities 
from the New Jersey Sports and Exposition Authority. Thus, 
Musto has played a major role in many aspects of the racing 
operation during some very challenging times. 

“I asked for permission to make the presentation because 
he’s someone I’ve known for a long time,” said Dennis 
Drazin, Chief Executive Officer of Darby Development. 


“Mike is someone I believe is the backbone of a horsemen’s 
organization. He’s out there fighting for you, and he’s talking to 
you. He has fought vigorously for what you need.” 

NJTHA President John Eorbes, himself a Buddy Raines 
Award recipient, has worked with Musto for decades and 
said his contributions to horsemen and New Jersey racing in 
general are many. “He has held it all together,” Eorbes said. 

Musto helped his father operate tack shops at New 
Jersey’s Thoroughbred tracks and then became a horsemen’s 
bookkeeper. In 1987 he was hired as an assistant to Sam 
Eieramosca of the New Jersey Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, which eventually became the NJTHA. 
Musto assumed his current position in 1999. 

He has been recognized for his contributions in developing 
a comprehensive workers’ compensation program that covers 
all backstretch stable employees as well as jockeys. 
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With mystery solved, Irish War Cry 
romps in Pimlico Special

T he pattern kept repeating itself, good 
race, bad race, good race, bad race. 

Trainer Graham Motion knew that his New 
Jersey-bred star Irish War Cry had plenty of 
talent but he didn’t know why that talent often 
didn’t show up. 

But when the field lined up on a wet, 
miserable day at Pimlico for the May 18 
Pimlico Special Motion was more confident 
than he had been in some time. It wasn’t just 
that Irish War Cry had been training well 
and was, on his good days, the best horse in 
the field. It was that Motion believed he had 
finally figured out why his 4-year-old was 
so erratic. Irish War Cry is a horse who has 
suffered from “thumps,” which is irregular 
spasming of the diaphragm and is caused 
by dehydration and the resulting loss of 
electrolyte levels. On a hot day, it can be a 
serious problem. 

It was 65 degrees at the start of the Pimlico 
Special, not nearly hot enough for the 
thumps issue to seriously hinder Irish War 
Cry’s performance. Motion believed the real 
Irish War Cry would show up under those 
conditions. 

He was right. 

The chestnut owned by Isabelle de Tomaso has never 
looked better than he did in the Pimlico Special. Ridden by 
Jose Ortiz, he led every step of the way and won the $300,000 
Grade 3 race by 4^2 lengths. 

“It was a huge relief,” Motion said. “I was confident because 
of what I was seeing in the morning, but I certainly wasn’t 
exuding confidence because I have been let down with him 
before. I’m so relieved that everyone else got to see the real 
horse and what he’s capable of doing. I realize he has to put 
two good races together to overcome the doubters, but I feel 
like we are one step closer to doing that.” 

Irish War Cry was coming off the worst race of his career. 
As the 9-5 favorite in the Gulfstream Park Mile on March 31 
he finished last of six and was beaten 29^2 lengths. But this 
time Motion didn’t have to scratch his head in an attempt 
come up with answer for what had gone wrong. 


“After he ran so poorly in that race at Gulfstream, we 
figured out that he had a condition called the thumps,” Motion 
said. “It is an electrolyte imbalance. It’s really brought on by 
running in hot weather and the Lasix accentuates it. We were 
fortunate that we got a cool day for the Pimlico Special and we 
reduced his Lasix dosage significantly. I think this had been 
a problem before. It probably explains his poor performance 
in the (2017) Fountain of Youth (where Irish War Cry was 
seventh, beaten 213/4 lengths). I think it’s more than the horse 
doesn’t want to do it. On this day we got to see the real Irish 
War Cry.” 

Motion said he had an inkling before that hot weather was 
a problem for his horse, but said it became obvious after the 
latest Gulfstream race. 

“Physically, it was so noticeable that day,” he said. “Literally, 
their side heaves. My vet picked up on it right away when we 
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got him back to the barn. We had picked up on it to a degree 
before but it was never as exaggerated as it was that time. 

“I really felt bad for the horse. It has to be an extremely 
disturbing thing to be running when you cant catch your 
breath. I was hoping it hadn’t put him off. A horse could 
really be put off from something like and just not want to run 
anymore.” 

Though Irish War Cry has won for the first time in 2018 
and Motion now has his explanation for the clunkers, the 
thumps condition is still a problem. Summer is almost here 
and Motion knows he’ll be better off if he can avoid running 
the colt in hot weather. For that reason, he was pointing Irish 
War Cry toward the June 16 Stephen Foster-Gl at Churchill 
Downs. The key is that the race is run at night. 

“The race is in June and it could be a really hot day, but I 
think with the race being at night that gives us our best shot to 
find cooler conditions for him through the summer,” Motion 
explained. 

The plan after the Foster would be to skip the remainder 
of the summer and then point for the Breeders’ Cup, with 


one prep beforehand, perhaps in the Jockey Club Gold Cup. 

By racing in the fall in New York and then in November in 
Kentucky at Churchill Downs, Irish War Cry will likely wind 
up racing on two temperate afternoons. 

Motion’s schedule will give Irish War Cry three more 
chances to win a Grade 1 race, something that has eluded him. 
The trainer would, for obvious reasons, like to see his horse 
win at the sport’s highest level. And he believes that he has the 
talent to do so. 

“It’s a shame that he won the Wood Memorial the first 
year after they downgraded it from a Grade 1,” Motion said. 
“In that respect, I feel he’s been a little unlucky to have not 
won a Grade 1. But if he can duplicate his race from the 
Pimlico Special, he’s more than capable of winning a grade I. 
I’ve always said he’s as good a horse in the mornings as any 
horse I’ve ever had, barring, perhaps. Animal Kingdom. He’s 
super impressive in the mornings. I’ve always had that much 
confidence in him.” 


Brother Chub outfinishes his older brother 
to win the John J. Reilly Handicap 


T he full brothers Brother Chub and Chublicious finished 
first and second in the $60,000 John J. Reilly Handicap, a 
6-furlong sprint for New Jersey-breds. 

Both Brother Chub, 6, and Chublicious, 7, are sons of 
New Jersey stallion Hey Chub and out of the Arch mare Sassy 
Broad. Hey Chub was a multiple stakes-winning New Jersey- 
bred on the racetrack and won the 2007 edition of the Reilly 
Handicap. 

Chublicious had won the last two editions of the Reilly 
Handicap. 

Chublicious raced on the early pace inside Saucy Don 
through a quarter-mile in :22.32. They were joined from the 
outside by J R’s Rhythm on the far turn, and the trio covered a 
half-mile in :44.95. 

Brother Chub raced in fifth position early in the six- 
horse lineup and went outside horses for the stretch run. He 
overhauled Chublicious in midstretch under jockey Jose Ortiz 
and drew off to a 2 y 2 -length victory. 

Mello Groove, the outsider in the field, came from last to 
finish third, three-quarters of a length behind Chublicious. J 
R’s Rhythm was fourth. 


The Reilly was the first stakes win for Brother Chub, who is 
owned by Kasey K Racing and Michael Day. Michael Moore is 
the trainer. 

He is now ll-for-40.

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Profile: NCTA’s2017 
Owner of the Year Clint Lowry

Hello NCTA Member: 

I just returned home from Japan last 
night, and I am rushing to get our news 
submitted to this magazine after already 
missing the deadline. I must apologize 
for all the delayed entries and results no¬ 
tifications. I was without Wi-Fi for most 
of the journey but must admit to not 
missing it too much. Due to my pro¬ 
longed absence and the immediate need 
to get this in, I don’t have any NCTA rac¬ 
ing news. So, I will fill up some space 
with my Japanese racing experience. Sor¬ 
ry about that, too. 

I had one day in Osaka alone so I hired 
a personal tour guide and requested a 
customized horseracing experience. My 
guide, Kaori, took me to Sonodo Race¬ 
course located somewhere between Kobe 
and Osaka. The small, local government- 
operated track ran Thoroughbreds from 
the immediate area. What struck me 
most was how many people were in atten¬ 
dance on a Thursday afternoon at this 
small track. The stands were full, the pad- 
dock had a crowd and there were many 
people inside the betting area watching 
the simulcast monitors. I believe I was 
the only tourist there. There was not a lot 
of time between races, the saddlecloths 
were all the same color, no bugler, no 
starting gate bell, and no live betting tell¬ 
ers and the horses ran clockwise. With 
much help from Kaori, I placed some los¬ 
ing bets. She also translated the curious 
locals questions about what wagers I 
placed and their ribbing and laughter re¬ 
sulting from my response. It was my 
guide’s first visit to a track and making a 
bet but she had a win. She is now a fan. It 
was easy to tell the wining bettors from 
the losing ones. Their reactions are the 



E . Clinton Lowry DVM is the recipient 
of NCTA’s newest award. Owner of the 
Year. Most Thoroughbred owners are 
known for one aspect of racing: breeding, 
or training, or acquiring and owning suc¬ 
cessful runners. For 30 years, however, 
Clint has been doing it all: breeding, rais¬ 
ing and racing the horses he produces, 
usually three or four a year. 

Born in 1941, Clint grew up in Forest 
Hill, a small town in West Virginia. “I al¬ 
ways loved horses, but I didn’t get my 
first saddle horse until I was a teenager, 
so I started a little later than some kids.” 
He went to West Virginia University for 
undergraduate studies, and then to Ohio 
State for his veterinary degree. 

He always knew he wanted to be an 
animal doctor. He considered going into 
equine practice, but when he had the 


chance to do an internship at the non¬ 
profit Animal Medical Center in New 
York City, he took advantage of that, 
completing two years of surgical residen¬ 
cy as well as the internship. He then 
taught surgery for several years at the 
University of Georgia School of Veteri¬ 
nary Medicine. 

Next came small-animal private prac¬ 
tice in Gastonia, N.C., where he joined 
Hughey-Dickson Animal Clinic in 1973. 
Clint specialized in small-animal surgery 
until he retired from active veterinary 
practice in 2012. 

After owning a few riding horses in 
the 1970s and 1980s, the Lowrys visited 
the yearling sales in Keeneland and came 
home with an Alydar granddaughter, Aly 
Grandar, who became a successful race- 
mare and then their foundation brood¬ 
mare. 

“I’ve bought very few horses,” Clint 
explains. “Most of the horses I have now 
are descendants of that mare. Two of my 
current runners are fourth-generation 
home-breds, great-grandsons of Aly 
Grandar.” 

Allegheny Jack, a grandson of Aly 
Grandar, has been the Lowrys’ best horse 
to date. “Jack raced for eight years, 
earned $368,000 and retired sound,” 
Clint explains. “That horse was sort of 
slow getting going, when he was young. 
He didn’t light up the board on his first 
few trips. But then he grew into himself 
and found his stride. He was very sound 
and very durable.” 

The Lowrys currently have four 
horses in racing: two geldings, Dionysus’ 
Chalice (Fiber Sonde—Athena Grand)

and Our Biz (Nobiz Like Shobiz—Feather 
Flight); and two fillies, Allegheny Macgraw 
(General Quarters—^Allegheny Red) and 
Charitable Heart (Charitable Man—Gold 
Butter). Clint’s horses were very success¬ 
ful in 2017, with results of 8-12-8 in 50 
starts that earned more than $210,869 
and put results on the board 56 percent 
of the time. And this year is shaping up to 
be very successful also, with results of 4-3- 
2 in 16 starts (as of May 28). The Lowrys 


especially like to race at Charles Town in 
West Virginia, where Clint says the incen¬ 
tive and bonus programs are very encour¬ 
aging. 

Clint takes care of the retirees, also. Af¬ 
ter Allegheny Jack (Reparations—^Alleghe¬ 
ny Red) was claimed away from him in 
2017, Clint kept following the horse’s ca¬ 
reer. When he saw that Jack was ready to 
retire, Clint offered to take him back. Jack 
is now being transitioned into a new ca¬ 


reer through TRRAC, a racehorse after¬ 
care facility in Pennsylvania. 

Clint believes he now owns “about 30” 
horses-a mix of mares, foals, youngsters, 
horses in training, runners, and retirees. 
When people ask him what he’s doing in 
retirement, he says, “I’m living the dream 
of every young horse-crazy girl! I go out 
every day and give them carrots, watch 
them train and race, or just hang out with 
them. It’s the best life.”

T he 2017 Ohio Awards Banquet 
was held at the legendary Darby 
Dan Farm in Galloway, Ohio, 
May 25. By moving the event away from 
its former winter date, it allowed mem¬ 
bers of the Ohio Thoroughbred Breeders 
& Owners to mingle outside along the 
farm’s well-landscaped creek on a pleas¬ 
ant evening. After a welcome from 
O.T.B.O. President Tom McCann the 
membership enjoyed an outstanding din¬ 
ner and proceeded to watch the annual 
Here^s to the Winners film written and pro¬ 
duced by Bob “Railbird” Roberts and 
Mark Widowski. 

The film showed edited clips of all 41 
Ohio Stakes, with cheers popping up 
around the room when a homebred 
crossed the wire in front. Many divisions 
are predetermined by earnings, but sever¬ 
al are voted on by a panel of judges and 
the general members and the winners are 
unveiled at the films end. Drumroll 
please... 

Loooch Racing Stable’s Mo Dont No 
turned in another stellar season in Ohio, 
winning seven of his nine starts with two 
second place finishes as a 4-year-old to 
earn $294,400. The son of Uncle Mo out 
of Lilah, by Defrere, won stakes from 6 
furlongs to VA miles. Trained by Jeff Ra- 
dosevich, it was the second year the geld¬ 
ing bred by Beechwood Racing Stable 
received that honor. 

Mo Dont No has had a well-planned 
career on the Ohio stage and sports a re¬ 
cord of 21-15-4-0 for earnings of 
$696,255. He is a two-time winner of the 
state’s premier race for the older horses, 
the l]4-mile Best of Ohio Endurance. 
Ron Paolucci accepted several trophies 
for horses in his stable during the evening. 
Mo Dont No again garnered Champion 
Handicap Horse honors, his Nikki My 
Darling was crowned the Champion 


Rivers Run Deep became the first four-time 
winner as Champion Sprinter. 


3-Year-Old Filly and he was given the 
Owner of the Year Award. 

Rivers Run Deep set a precedent as 
being the only horse to win the Champi¬ 
on Sprinter Award four years in a row. 
Owned by Ywachetta and James Driver, 
the son of Ready’s Image was bred by 
Nancy Lavrich andWalmac Farm. Lavrich 
also accepted the trophy for her Music 
Miss, voted Broodmare of the Year, and 
received a Julep Cup from the Daily Rac¬ 
ing Form for Rivers Run Deep recording 
the highest Beyer Figure for all Ohio- 
breds in 2017. Rivers Run Deep, now 8, 
has returned to the races. He came into 
this season with a 39-19-9-5 record for 
earnings of $1,077,565 . 

Former O.T.B.O. President Tim 
Hamm continues to collect awards for his 
mantle as an owner, breeder and trainer. 
He took home the sole honor as Ohio

OHIO STAKES RESULTS MAY AND JUNE 


Altissimo wires the field 
in the $75,000 Gendelman 
Memerial Handicap 

T he connections of two repeating 
Ohio Champions were no sooner 
finished arranging the trophies on their 
mantle, when they found themselves fac¬ 
ing each other in the scheduled 1 M6-mile 
turf test titled the Sydney Gendelman 
Memorial at Belterra Park June 9. The 
race ended up with more twists and turns 
than the waterslide at the adjoining Co¬ 
ney Island Amusement Park. 

For starters, overnight rains forced the 
transfer of the race to the main track that 
was listed as fast for the stakes. Four-time 
Champion Sprinter, millionaire Rivers 
Run Deep, showed nothing longer than 6 
furlongs in his past performances (though 


he had won at the distance once in his 
career) and jockey Channing Hill would 
ride the 7-year-old for the first time. 
Two-time Ohio Horse of the Year Mo 
Dont No ran second in this race last year 
on the grass, and went on to win his next 
six races to cap his season. “I was actually 
hoping we’d be going on the turf today,” 


said trainer Jeff Radosevich of his 123 
pound high weight. “He had an excuse for 
that one-and it wasn’t the footing.” Be¬ 
cause there were 13 horses entered in the 
race, no odds were posted on the infield 
tote board. So, when the gates flew open 
the favorite took the lead-Altissimo! Yes, 
only a few hundred dollars separated him 
and the two state champions-all were at 
5-2 odds. 

Jockey Christian Pilares let him just 
lope along leisurely on the lead-how fast 
or slow, we’ll never know, because a fan 
had tripped the timing system just prior 
to the start. Cake Pop chased Altissimo for 
the first half-mile, but never seriously 
threatened the pace setter. Rivers Run 
Deep settled in the third spot and jockey 
Ricardo Feliciano kept Mo Dont No 
within a length of him for most of the

race. Into the lane, Pilares urged his mount 
on a bit and he responded with vigor to 
pull away by an impressive 8% lengths. 
Rivers Run Deep secured the second 
spot over Let’scalliteven while “Mo” set¬ 
tled for the fifth spot. 

The $75,000 Gendelman was the third 
consecutive front end victory for the 
Richard Zielinski trainee at three differ¬ 
ent distances.The first was an open allow¬ 
ance at Mahoning Valley at 1 mile 70 
yards, followed by a quick 6-fulong win 
over odds-on Rivers Run Deep in the 
Babst/Palacios Memorial at Belterra Park 
recording a 97 Beyer figure. His most re¬ 
cent win pushed his career earnings to 
$266,888 and he now sports a record of 
28-10-3-3. 


Like the Babst/Palacios, the Gendel¬ 
man was a breeding exacta of sorts for 
Nancy Lavrich. She co-bred Altissimo 
with Niknar Farm LLC and Rivers Run 
with Walmac Farm LLC. Altissimo is a 
5-year-old gelded son of Noble Cause¬ 
way out of Great Coin Rose, by Albert 
the Great. 

Accredited-bred True Cinder 
burns the fieid in the $75,000 
Mackey Memoriai/Angenora 

I n the June 2 Mike Mackey Memorial/ 
Angenora Stakes, entry mates Nikki 
My Darling and Mayas Queen Neetee 
looked like a dynamic duo and hard to 
beat. Between them, the Loooch Racing 


Stables trainees had 13 wins and six stakes 
tallies for $478,945 in earnings. The Jeff 
Radosevich trainees were sent away as the 
1-2 odds-on favorites in the 6-furlong 
sprint at JACK Thistledown and broke 
from the inside post positions. 









When the gates opened, True Cinder 
cleared the top two, All Blue sped to the 
early lead from the outside, but jockey 
Gerardo Cor rales aboard True Cinder 
didn’t hurry and was well-placed on the 
rail. At the 3-furlong marker they slipped 
through and pulled away steadily to in¬ 
crease their lead by 4 into the stretch and 
6% lengths at the finish. La Nina Bronca 
(at 15-1) rallied from next to last to out¬ 
last Mayas Queen Neetee by a head for 
the second spot. 

Mike Rone both owns and trains True 
Cinder, just one of a bevy of horses he 
purchased in a farm sale at the farm of 
owner/breeder Larry Beyer after his pass¬ 
ing. All of them were offspring of Alcin- 
dor, a son of Unbridled’s Song that Beyer 
introduced to the Ohio program at his 
farm in Lebanon. Sad to say, Alcindor was 
sold to foreign interests when the farm 
was dispersing their horses-he has had a 
solid impact on the Ohio program in a 
short amount of time. 

“All of the Alcindors are sound and 
easy to break and train,” said Rone. “I 
have two 2-year-olds in training includ¬ 
ing a full sister to True Cinder. This was 
the toughest spot True Cinder faced in 
her career and the best race she has ever 
run. I’ve got to give glory to the Lord 
above. You take care of these horses and 
they take care of you. Being an accredit- 
ed-bred this gives us a lot of options with 
her.” Rone feels blessed to have been in 
the right place at the right time when 
Beyer Farm was quickly dispersing their 
horses. “Oh, you’ll be hearing from this 
family for a long time. Obviously, Be True, 
by Shakespeare, has proven herself as a 
foundation mare in Ohio and I’ll be 
keeping her family in the state.” 


In a well charted career, the 4-year-old 
has now earned $349,300 with a record 
of 7-5-2 in 15 trips to post. 

Missaphasno problems with 
the boys in the erassy $75,000 
Green Carpet Stakes 

Missap proved to her connections that 
they have plenty of options in the future 
when she scored an off-the-pace victory 
over males in the Green Carpet Stakes at 
Belterra Park May 27. Two weeks earlier 
she showed her fondness for the turf in 
the Tomboy Stakes where she led every 
step but the last in the lM6-mile test. 
Trainer Kellyn Gorder, fresh off a win 
with Red Ruby in the Grade 2 Black- 
Eyed Susan Stakes at Pimlico, felt the 
Tomboy didn’t take too much out of her 
and wanted to get her back on the grass 
and use a new tactic. 

The 3-year-old filly had done most of 
her racing on or near the lead and went 
wire-to-wire as a juvenile to capture the 
$150,000 John Galbreath Memorial. All 
but one of the starters in the Green Car¬ 
pet was coming into the race off a sprint 
effort. “We decided we would do it differ¬ 
ent because it would be beneficial to see 
if she could come from off the pace, and a 
race with a lot of speed would be a good 
time to find out,” stated jockey Dean Sar- 
vis about his pre-race plan with Gorder.“I 
was really happy to get her back on the 
turf, take her back and teach her a lot. She 
gave me a lot of confidence when she set¬ 
tled in behind horses. She’s a smart filly 
and it is a good feeling to know that I can 
ride her any way depending on how a 
race shapes up-on turf or dirt.” 


Despite being the only filly in the 
field, Missap was sent away the even-mon¬ 
ey favorite. As planned, they let the speed 
go on in the early going and were con¬ 
tent to race in mid-pack until they round¬ 
ed the turn for home. “The horse on the 
inside never really let her in, so I had to 
use her to go around,” spoke Sarvis. “It 
gave us enough to get a strong lead in the 
stretch and she held on from there.” Miss¬ 
ap finished a half length in front of a fast 
closing Forewarned who was comfort¬ 
ably ahead of Deer Creek Road in third. 

Bred by Beckett Racing Team, headed 
by new O.T.B.O. board member Dr. Top 
Beckett, Missap is a daughter of A. P. War¬ 
rior out of Miss Carrera, by Memo (Chi). 
The multi-dimensional filly has now 
bankrolled $186,368 from nine starts 
with three wins and three second-place 
finishes. It will be interesting to see where 
Kellyn Gorder elects to place her in her 
next start.

Racing Across 
the Nation 

S outh Carolina farms and training 
centers had seven graduates capture 
stakes in Kentucky, Maryland, New 
Jersey, New York and Pennsylvania 
between April 21 and May 20- 

Eye Luv Lulu, a graduate of Donna 
Freyer’s Custom Care Equine, proved 
best in the Affirmed Success Stakes at 
Belmont Park April 27. He stalked the 
leader, put his head in front approaching 
the quarter pole and maintained his 
advantage in the stretch, winning by 
three-quarters of a length. 

The next day, April 28, Power of 
Snunner notched her fourth stakes 
victory and second time in the Foxy J. 

G. Stakes at Parx. She trailed the field 
before rallying from the outside and 
getting up to win by a neck. This 8-year- 
old mare learned her early lessons at 
Shuler Stables in Orangeburg, SC. 

Dr Blarney quickly moved to the 
lead in the Patriot Handicap at Finger 
Lakes April 30 and coasted home a 
6K-length winner, showing why he 
deserved to be the overwhelming 1-5 
favorite. Dr Blarney went through the 
breaking process under the direction of 
Travis Durr at the Webb Carroll Training 
Center. 

Backyard Heaven, also a graduate of 
Durr’s program, recorded his third win in 
a row capturing the Alysheba Stakes-G2 
at Churchill Downs May 4- He chased 
the leader into the second turn before 
taking command and proving best by 4H 
lengths. 

Bemed became a stakes winner for the 
second time as she came from next-to-last 
to finish first in the Serena’s Song Stakes 
at Monmouth Park May 12. Berned had 
to weave her way through traffic before 
gaining the lead in upper stretch and 
pulling clear to win by PA lengths over 
the sloppy track. This filly is a product of 
Kip Elser’s Kirkwood Stables in Camden. 


Cot Campbell named to 
“Pillars oftheTurr 


I t was announced on May 23 that Cot 
Campbell, founder and President of 
Dogwood Stable, has been named 
a member of the “Pillars of the Turf’ 
category in the Hall of Fame at the 
National Museum of Racing.

Colonial Downs llirf Course Goes Up In Flames

With the recent purchase of Colonial Downs by Revolutionary Racing, live racing is set to return to the New Kent track in 2019. 
In order to begin prepping the Secretariat turf course for action again, a controlled burn was conducted over the 1 l/8th miles 
oval on May 8th. Virginia Equine Alliance Track Superintendent J.D. Thomas directed festivities in conjunction with New Kent 
Fire Department and the Department of Forestry. 

The purpose of the burn was to rid the course of dead cover in a quick and efficient manner and in turn, to have a plush, green 
and safe racing surface blossom within weeks. The Colonial turf course is the widest in the country at 180 feet, and was last used 
on July 13, 2013 when War Dancer won the Virginia Derby. Based on these before and after (May 24th) pictures, the process 
appears to have been a success. 


VIrgInla-Bred Stakes Races Scheduled At Laurel This Summer 


The series of Virginia-bred races in Maryland that has been 
so popular the past several years will return again in 2018 and 
will feature a new format. Previously, the three separate Sat¬ 
urday programs shared a combination of thoroughbred stakes 
and maiden events. The new version will offer maiden races on 
Friday and stakes exclusively on Saturday. A total of 18 races 
will be carded — 13 stakes at $75,000 each and five maiden 
races at $40,000 each. They will all be contested on turf 

The Saturday stakes event days are June 23rd, August 4th and 
September 22nd. A four-pack including the Edward Evans, 
Nellie Mae Cox, White Oak Farm and Tyson Gilpin Stakes 
kicks off the series, coined “Commonwealth Day”. The first 
pair will be held at the one mile distance; the other pair at 
5 1/2 furlongs. The middle leg features the Hansel, William 
Backer, Meadow Stable and Camptown Stakes. The first two

will be at 1 1/16th miles and the last two at 5 1/2 furlongs. The 
series concludes with five more on September 22nd — the 
Bert Allen, Brookmeade, Punch Line, Oakley and Jamestown 
Stakes. The first pair are at the 11/8 miles distance and the 
final trio will go 5 1/2 furlongs. 

Two other aspects are new. A $40,000 Trainers and Owners 
bonus program will offer awards to the overall top five leading 
trainers and owners that participate in the series. Points over 
the 18 scheduled races will be totaled at the end. Trainers and 
owners will be awarded five points for a win, four points for 
second, three points for third, two points for fourth and one 
for every finisher after fourth place. $20,000 will be awarded 
to both the leading trainers and owners in the folloing manner 
— $10,000 for first place, $4,000 for second, $3,000 for third, 
$2,000 for fourth and $1,000 for fifth. 

Horses that entered the new Virginia certified residency 
program will be eligible to compete in one of the maiden 
races and could potentially enter a stakes race as well. A 5 1/2 


furlong maiden sprint for two-year-olds is slated for Friday 
August 3rd and is open to Virginia-bred, sired or certified 
horses. The Jamestown Stakes, slated for September 22nd, 
could include certified horses if there are less than six Virgin¬ 
ia-bred or Sired entered. Series details can be found at www 
vabred.org.

The Virginia Equine Alliances (VEA) fourth Off Track Betting 
(OTB) Center opened in early March so that site -— based in 
Collinsville at The Windmill Sports Grill --- along with ones 
in Henrico (Breakers Sports Grille), Richmond (Ponies & 
Pints) and Chesapeake (Buckets Bar & Grill), were able to take 
advantage of Justify s path to the Triple Crown Championship. 
The OTBs had large crowds for all three legs — - the Kentucky 
Derby, Preakness and Belmont. 

Thru May, 2018, $14 million was wagered at the four OTBs 
combined including over $500,000 on Kentucky Derby Day 
alone. On Belmont Day, when Bob Baffert s Justify secured 
the Triple Crown, fans at the four sites bet $400,000. When 
combined with the monies wagered via four on line betting 
partners, total Virginia handle for the first five months was 
over $51 million. 

The sites are all open seven days a week from 11 AM - 11:30 
PM. All four take the simulcast feeds from up to 20 track 
signals per day, have both manned and self bet stations, a com¬ 
plete dining menu, full bar, and access to past performance 
programs via a kiosk. A complete list of the four OTBs with 
addresses is at www.virginiahorseracing.com.

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Charles Town: 

Home to racing curiosities

S ince its inception the Charles 
Town Races has been home 
to a smorgasbord of unique 
happenings. Racing curios, both 
human and equine, have performed 
on its undersized racetrack to the 
delight of Jefferson County residents 
and true-blue followers of the sport. 

Names like Barbara Jo Rubin, 
Sylvia Bishop, Bill Hartack, J. Edgar 
Hoover, Sam Huff, Costy Caras, Onion 
Juice, Taylor Mountain, Cavada 
and a myriad of others worthy 
of acknowledgment grace the 
History Wall with their significant 
accomplishments. 

On the evening of Saturday, 

May 19, most fans in attendance 
gathered to pay homage to the 
2017 Hollywood Casino at Charles 
Town Races Horse of the Year 
Moonlit Song in the $50,000 Fancy 
Buckles Stakes. However, it was a 
rare three-horse entry for trainer 
Ollie Figgins III that sparked the most 
interest on social media airwaves. 


The distaff trio of Nellysford (sixth), 
Unaquoi (eighth) and Sassafras 
Springs (10th) may not have 
acquitted themselves commercially 
that evening, but their family line 
definitely provided another first for 
the local record books. What is so 
special about owner Ray Pennington 
Ill's starters is that all are daughters 
of his mare Jumelle Springs. 

By More Than Ready out of 
Windborne, by Forest Wildcat, 
Jumelle Springs sold for $70,000 at 
the 2005 Keeneland fall yearling sale, 
raced throughout the Mid-Atlantic 
region where she accounted for two 
wins from 26 starts, and was claimed 
by Mr. Pennington for $6,000 on Jan. 
14,2009, at Charles Town. While she 
didn't make back her purchase 
price while racing in Pennington's 
colors the rest of the year, she has 
acquitted herself quite fruitfully as a 
broodmare. 

Jumelle Springs has five foals of 
racing age, all are winners, and 


together her foals have earned in 
excess of $430,000. Two are stakes 
performers. 

It was a shame that we couldn't 
have had a three-horse dead- 
heat for Ray and Patricia but in the 
exceptionally balanced group of 10 
the honor of dethroning our current 
West Virginia queen went to the 
second choice, ship-in Noblame. 

A bay filly by Blame out of 
Stolen Heart (by Ecton Park), bred 
by James Miller Jr. and trained by 
Joe Sharp, Noblame spent the 
winter racing at the Fair Grounds 
in New Orleans, but is no neophyte 
to West Virginia, having won the 
Triple Crown Nutrition stakes on 
Breeders Classic night. Her victory 
in the Fancy Buckles may have 
been her crowning achievement 
to date as the hardy lass drew 
alongside champion Moonlit Song 
in midstretch to narrowly prevail 
in the 4y2-furlong contest. The final 
time of 52 seconds flat was colossal 
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considering the deteriorating 
track conditions, compiiments of a 
midday downpour. 

Mooniit Song, another ace in the 
loaded dock of Fiber Sonde runners, 
gamely chocked in second and 
may have found a worthy adversary 
for future big pay showdowns. 

Tim and Judy Grams' title-holder 
appears ready to return to middle 
distances whore she solidified her 
herculean reputation. 

♦ 

If Charles Town Races had a 
placemat similar to the one at 
my favorite Chinese food takeout, 
2018 would surely be the year of 
Hanagan. 

Lola Hanagan's early lessons with 
horses occurred on her parents' 
farm in nearby Dickerson, Md.There 
she fostered her love of the species 
with her primary involvement being 
equestrian in nature. Watching her 
on horseback now, it is easy to see 
that a good seat and excellent 
hands were gifts that equitation 
genuinely furnished. 

Prior to striking out on her 
own, Lola's galloping services 
were eagerly sought after by top 
conditioners Vernon Greaves, Jeff 
Runco, Crystal Pickett and her 
present part-time employer Tim 
Grams. You see, this young girl was 
raised on a working farm and her 
work ethic is second to none. 

A typical week day has Lola at 
Mr. Grams' barn bright and early 


to exercise four or five horses, 
where she then grabs a leg-up on 
two or three of her own charges, 
and completes her morning 
chores overseeing the care and 
maintenance of runners like her first 
stakes victor. Court Date. 

Hanagan's homebred is by Fiber 
Sonde out of Sensationalism (by 
Tiger Ridge) and is clearly the barn 
standout. His appearance on the 
track is unmistakable. The 4-year-old 
gray/roan gelding is always playful 
and approaches each task with 
praiseworthy gusto. 

Lola said, "He's my big boy, enjoys 
what he does and hopefully we'll 
have some fun with him this year." 

She then went on to qualify that 
statement with "As long as he's 
healthy and happy." 

Court Date's win in the $50,000 
It's Only Money Stakes at 472 
furlongs May 12 validated Lola's 
faith in her star, especially after he 
succumbed late in his previous effort, 
the 7-furlong Lucy's Bob Boy Stakes 
in April. It looked like a commercial 
for a teeth whitening product as a 
beaming Lola Hanagan astride her 
pony rode directly into the winner's 
circle ceremonies greeting jockey 
Gerald Almodovar and groom Cliff 
Tuomisto.

On April 6 at Charles Town there 
was a tale of one of the most 


unconventional breeding/racing 
features maginable... the debut of 
a set of twins. 

Considering that less than 1 
percent of twin pregnancies are 
successful, this is a tribute to their 
owner/breeder John P Casey, 
trainer Larry Curtis, and especially 
the crew at Avonwood Farm under 
the watchful eye of hippophile 
extraordinaire Amanda More. 

Mr. Ping (25 pounds at birth) 
and Mr. Pong (70 pounds at birth) 
are West Virginia-bred foals raised 
at Avonwood Farm, where the 
love and care they received 
transformed into a modern-day 
narrative of a genuine miracle. 
Cccasional Facebook footage of 
these youngsters frolicking in the 
paddocks, complete with a journal 
of their exploits, allowed equine 
enthusiasts to devotedly keep an 
eye on their progress. 

When word got out that the 
sons of Denis of Cork were in the 
entries, it created a frenzy of activity, 
spreading like wildfire to every 
conceivable medium. 

Without ever having run a race, 
the twins were as famous as Danny 
DeVito and Arnold Schwarzenegger. 
Unfortunately, all the hype was short¬ 
lived as the duo finished last (Mr. 
Ping, 7 lengths behind the winner) 
and next-to-last (Mr. Pong) in the 
field of six, but the national noise 
they gave rise to was inspirational.

Spring purses establish record 


The National Steeplechase Association 
concluded its 2018 spring season with record 
purses of $2,833,800, an increase of 7.2% and 
more than $140,000 over the prior record set 
in 2017. 

For the first time, the NS A season featured 
two Grade 1 races, the $150,000 Marion duPont 
Scott Colonial Cup at the Carolina Cup Races, 
and the $200,000 Calvin Houghland Iroquois 
at Nashville’s Iroquois Steeplechase. Also for 
the first time, the NS A spring season had two 
Grade 2 races, with Middleburg Spring’s Temple 
Gwathmey joining the David Semmes Memorial 
at the Virginia Gold Cup. 

Zanjabeel, owned by Rosbrian Farm and Ben 
and Wendy Griswold, participated in three of 
those races and ended the spring season as the 
leading earner at $160,500. 

After a second-place finish to Stonelea Stable’s 
Balance the Budget in the Colonial Cup and 
another second to Robert A. Kinsley’s Lyonell in 
the Temple Gwathmey, the British-bred five-year- 
old scored a five-length victory in the Iroquois for 
trainer Ricky Hendriks and jockey Ross Geraghty. 

Also collecting graded stakes victories in 
the spring were Magalen O. Bryant’s Personal 
Start, winner of the David Semmes, and Wendy 
Hendriks’ Surprising Soul, who won the National 
Hunt Cup (Gr. 3) at the Radnor Hunt Races. 

The record spring purses were achieved despite 
the High Hope Steeplechase in Lexington, 
Ky., moving to the fall schedule. While a cold 
late winter and early spring hampered training 
schedules, the race meets were well supported. 
Even with High Hope missing from the schedule, 
the spring meets recorded 670 starters, only 11 
fewer than the previous spring. 

The record purses contributed to another 
spring-season record, average purse per race. 
At $32,572, jump racing’s average purse is 
approximately $4,000 per race above the average 


for all North American Thoroughbred races. 

The season closed impressively with an 
unprecedented 94 starters at Fair Hill on May 26. 
A $30,000 Sport of Kings maiden hurdle division 
was added to the lineup to accommodate heavy 
entries, and both races had long also-eligible lists. 
In all, well more than 100 horses were entered for 


Fair Hill’s nine races. 

The Virginia Gold Cup, which offered a 
schedule of flat, hurdle, and timber races, had 
65 starters pursuing its $431,800 in purses, and 
the Iroquois Steeplechase offered a season-high 
$516,000 in purses to 56 starters. The Middleburg 
Spring Steeplechase had 58 starters.

Zanjabeel jumped the last fence on his way to a victory in the Calvin Houghland Iroquois 
(Gr 1) and the top spot on the spring leader board with $160,500 in purses. 
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When the National Steepleehase Assoeiation’s 
spring season eoneluded at the Fair Hill Raees on 
May 26, the leader boards diselosed tight eontests 
for top owner and trainer as the sport headed into 
its summer raees. 

With a win by Osmoz in the last raee of the 
spring stanza, Irvin S. Naylor assumed the top 
spot on the owner board with $248,200 in purse 
earnings for the spring. Naylor’s diverse stable 
had nine wins from 50 starts. 

Less than $2,000 behind him was George 
Mahoney Jr.’s Rosbrian Farm, whieh had 
$246,400 in purses from five wins in 19 starts. 
Rosbrian is a partner with Ben and Wendy 
Griswold in Zanjabeel, who was the spring’s 
leading earner with $160,500 after winning the 
$200,000 Calvin Houghland Iroquois (Gr. 1) at 
the Iroquois Steepleehase. 

Raeing Hall of Fame member Jonathan 
Sheppard made a fast start in Mareh, winning two 
raees eaeh at the Aiken Spring Steepleehase and 
the Carolina Cup Raees. He maintained that lead 
through Fair Hill with 11 vietories in the spring 
season. Among them was his Pram, winner of the 
Life’s Illusion Stakes at the Carolina Cup. 

Close behind Sheppard with 10 wins is Rieky 
Hendriks, Zanjabeel’s trainer. The Pennsylvania- 
based horseman also won the $50,000 National 
Hunt Cup (Gr. 3) with Wendy Hendriks’ 
Surprising Soul. Hendriks led the money-won 
eategory with $346,600 to $324,550 for reigning 
ehampion Jaek Fisher. 

Jaek Doyle opened a four-win bulge in the 
battle for the joekey ehampionship with 13 
vietories to nine for 2017 wins ehampion Darren 
Nagle. Doyle also held a big advantage in the 
earnings eategory with $434,150 to $317,700 for 
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Racing Hall oj Fame horseman Jonathan Sheppard swept the top two spots in the Lije s 
Illusion Stakes with Pram and Stalled, respectively, at the Carolina Cup. 
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earned $90,000, only $2,000 more than Sara E. 
Collette’s homebred Zanelus, the Virginia Gold 
Cup and My Lady’s Manor winner. 

Amateur joekey Erie Poretz, Senior Senator’s 
rider, aeeumulated five wins in the spring season 
and ranks fourth on the joekey leader board.

Indicators are positive as 
MATCH Series reiaunches

W hen the return of the MATCH 
Series after 16 years on the shelf 
was being discussed last fall, there 
were several objectives, and perhaps none 
is more important than ensuring it can 
continue beyond 2018. 

After the first seven races in the 25-race 
series spanning four months, four states 
and seven racetracks, the indications were 
positive. And that’s in spite of a rather wet 
debut at Pimlico Race Course. 

When the overnight sheets were 
released, the fields for the first four events 
appeared strong. The races produced some 
impressive winners and, despite a slew 
of scratches on the first day, wagering 
on the MATCH Series held up extremely 
well, as did overall pari-mutuel handle on 
Preakness Day. 

The May 19 Maryland Sprint Stakes, a 
Grade 3 event that kicked off the 3-Year- 
Olds and Up Sprint-Dirt Division, 
attracted nine horses and they all started; 
it was tied for the largest field of the day. 
Handle on win, place and show; in-race 
exotics; and horizontal bets like the Pick 
4 that began with the race totaled a strong 
$6.58 million. 

A contributing factor, obviously, is 
placement on the race card. The Maryland 
Jockey Club used the Sprint to kick off a 
Pick 4 that alone generated $2.37 million in 
handle. It was an attractive wagering race, 
and creating such races is one of the objec¬ 
tives of the MATCH Series. 

Such was the case June 2 at Hollywood 
Casino at Penn National Race Course, 
which carded two MATCH Series races as 
part of its marquee Penn Mile program. 
On this weekend, weeklong predictions of 
heavy thunderstorms proved inaccurate, 
and aU the races remained on a turf course 
rated firm. 


The Pennsylvania Governor’s Cup 
(3-Year-Olds and Up Sprint-Turf 
Division) had a field of 10 after two 
scratches, and the Penn Ladies Dash (FiUy 
and Mare Sprint—Turf Division) had nine 
starters after three scratches, two of which 
came the afternoon of the race. 

Win, place, show, exacta, trifecta and 
superfecta handle for the Governor’s Cup 
totaled $481,299, up 29.3 percent from 
2017, when seven horses competed. When 
the daily double and Pick 3 pools that 
began in the Governor’s Cup are factored 
in, total wagering of $567,000 represents a 
22.6 percent increase from last year. 

The Penn Ladies Dash made its debut 
this year thanks to racetrack manage¬ 
ment and the Pennsylvania Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association, 
which agreed to participate in the relaunch 
of MATCH. So there is no comparable 
race from the 2017 Penn Mile card, but 
total wagering of $637,225 was a big con¬ 
tributor to the $3.61 million handle for the 
entire program. 

On the racing side through early June, 
there was a good mix of Mid-Atlantic- 
based horses and shippers from elsewhere. 
The overall leader by points was the 8-year- 
old New Jersey-bred gelding Oak Bluffs, 
owned by Mary Eppler Racing Stable and 
based at Pimlico with Eppler. 

Eppler, who has expressed strong sup¬ 
port for the MATCH Series, also won the 
Grade 3 Salvator Mile (3-Year-Olds and Up 
Long—Dirt Division) at Monmouth Park 
May 26 with Adam Staple and Jalin Stable’s 
popular Page McKenney, an 8-year-old 
Pennsylvania gelding who is approach¬ 
ing $2 million in career earnings. Points 
don’t carry over from division to division, 
so Eppler had the lead in two divisions 
as did trainer Steve Asmussen, who won 


two MATCH Series races at Pimlico with 
Switzerland and Vertical Oak. 

With horses such as Oak Bluffs and 
Page McKenney, there are implications 
for breeders given the participation by 
four regional organizations in MATCH. 
Another objective of the series was, for the 
first time, to work with breed development 
groups to award bonuses to top point- 
earners in the series. 

Each of four organizations is offer¬ 
ing $5,000 to the top colt or gelding by 
points and top fiUy or mare by points. The 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association, 
Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association 
of New Jersey and Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association will pay the bonuses 
to the breeders of the top horses, while 
the Delaware Certified Thoroughbred 
Program will reward the certifiers-those 
who arrange for horses to reside at 
Delaware farms for a specified of time. 

So up to $40,000 is available for 
MATCH Series starters bred or certified 
in four states. Several divisions were yet to 
have a starter as of early June, but that was 
expected to change as each division moved 
into its second and third of five legs. 

Feedback from owners and trainers 
who participated in the first seven series 
stakes has been encouraging, and that’s an 
important sign for the future. There are 
ample opportunities for horses that com¬ 
pete in the closely knit Mid-Atlantic region, 
and MATCH is designed to maximize par¬ 
ticipation through thoughtful scheduling 
of races and bonuses provided by partici¬ 
pating horsemen’s groups. 

Surely there will be adjustments moving 
forward; that is an accepted part of the 
process. But so far, so good, on a number 
of fronts. ^

In Memoriam 



WILLAM E. GRAVES 

Fasig-Tipton senior vice 
president BiU Graves died after 
a short iUness May 30. He was 
70 and left behind a long legacy 
of horsemanship. Graves was 
born in Lynchburg, Va., and 
became a top competitor on 
the national horse show circuit. 

In his early 20s, he came 
to Lexington, Ky, to begin 
a lifetime career with Thor¬ 
oughbreds. He quickly showed 
exceptional skill as a yearling 
showman in Saratoga and 
Kentucky. He started Graves 
Stable with his late wife, 
Michele, and they were rou¬ 
tinely leading consignors at 
Fasig-Tipton’s premier 2-year- 
olds in training sales at Calder 
Race Course in Florida. 

In 1992, he was recruited 
by Fasig-Tipton to review and 
manage its selected yearling 
sales process and his talent 
for finding quality horses was 


“unparalleled,” according to a 
company statement. Much of 
the growth of the company’s 
yearling sales in Kentucky 
and Saratoga resulted directly 
from Graves’ eye for year¬ 
lings and his ability to recruit 
them from existing consignors 
and from many clients new to 
Fasig-Tipton’s selected auction 
schedule. He was working on 
catalogs for July and August 
this spring. 

Graves, who bred graded 
stakes winners, also enjoyed a 
long and successful association 
with Art and Gordon StoUery’s 
Angus Glen Farm. One of the 
highlights of that association 
was the $3 million sale of a colt 
by Mr. Prospector out of the 
Cox’s Ridge mare Eaves that 
topped the 1999 Fasig-Tipton 
Saratoga sale. 

Survivors include his son 
Brian, director of public sales 
at Gainesway Farm, and three 


grandchildren. Graves is also 
survived by his brother, Reed 
Graves, and by his sister, 
Elizabeth (Ditty) Stone, both 
of Lynchburg and numerous 
nieces and nephews.

WILLAM TETER 

WiUiam “BUI” Teter, a long- 
time steeplechase enthusiast 
who was an occasional horse 
owner and racing official, 
died June 14 at his home in 
Parkesburg, Pa. He was 83. 

He is survived by his wife 
of 59 years, Jane Oas Teter. 
Among his survivors are son 
Jeff Teter, a three-time champi¬ 
on steeplechase jockey and the 
racing director of the Carolina 
Cup race meeting, and daugh¬ 
ter Mary Teter Guess ford, an 
investment adviser and the 
former horsemen’s liaison 
of the National Steeplechase 
Association. 

Teter graduated from West 
Chester Joint Senior High in 
1952 and attended Penn State 
University, where he studied 
agriculture. He managed Mr. 
and Mrs. Arthur Choate’s 
Plumstead Farm in London 
Grove, Pa., for almost 40 years. 

He contributed to the 
community as a member of 
the West Chester Exchange 
Club for more than 35 years, 
the Brandywine Grange for 
more than 60 years, and the 
Pennsylvania Hunt Cup Races 
for more than 30 years. 

He was an avid blood donor 
to the American Red Cross, 
donating more than 5 gallons. 
He loved foxhunting, traveling, 
hunting, fishing, snowmobil- 
ing, and collecting antique John 
Deere tractors. 

He enjoyed owning and 
training the occasional race¬ 
horse, and he frequently 
served as a placing judge at the 
Carolina Cup in Camden, S.C. 


Other survivors include 
daughter Darlene McKinney 
and husband Mark of Landen- 
berg. Pa.; daughter Karen 
Carlin and husband Greg of 
Parkesburg, Pa., two grandchil¬ 
dren; sister, Evelyn Ristine and 
brother, Carl Teter.

RAYMOND WOOLFE JR. 

Raymond G. “Raymie” 
Woolfe Jr., of Troy, Va., died 
May 10 in Charlottesville. He 
was 82. 

Woolfe was the son of 
noted steeplechase horseman 
Ray Woolfe and followed his 
father into the sport. He was a 
steeplechase jockey, winning a 
stakes at Saratoga on Hampton 
Roads as a 16-year-old in 1951. 

Woolfe attended the Uni¬ 
versity of Virginia, served in 
the United States Marine Corps 
and later graduated from the 
University of South Carolina 
with a journalism degree. He 
became a photojournalist, in 
the advertising, fashion, soci¬ 
ety, and celebrity print layouts. 

In 1968, he covered the 
Chicago Democratic con¬ 
vention and ensuing riots. In 
the 1970s, he took a job at 
Daily Racing Form and pro¬ 
duced books about Secretariat, 
American steeplechasing and 
the last American mounted 
troops to see action in battle. 

Survivors include daugh¬ 
ters, Shannon Virginia Woolfe 
and Laurie Ferguson Woolfe, 
and a sister, Ruth (Tudy) Bunn.

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History Lessons 

Va.-bred Sword Dancer stepped to Hall of Fame 


In the 20th century, 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred’s Cindy Deuhler takes a 
look at one each month. 

S word Dancer was a flashy, compact 
chestnut colt who didn’t quite reach 16 
hands but towered over his opposition 
in 1959. His stellar 3-year-old campaign 
included a dozen consecutive first- or sec¬ 
ond-place finishes, a classic win and the title 
of Horse of the Year. 

Bred by Isabel Dodge Sloane and born at 
her Brookmeade Farm near UpperviUe, Va., 
the colt was by Sunglow and the second foal 
of the unraced By Jimminy mare Highland 
Fling. Trained by future HaU of Famer J. 
Elliott Burch, Sword Dancer came to the 
races early, making his first start Feb. 28,1958, 
at Hialeah, and showed promise by rallying in 
the 3-furlong test. By the end of a 14-start 
season he was a three-time winner, including 
a small stakes, was third in the lucrative 
Garden State Stakes, and offered for sale for a 
heady $200,000. There were no takers. 

Sword Dancer carried the Brookmeade 
colors to two allowance wins and a second in 
the Florida Derby as he prepared for the clas¬ 
sics. The Kentucky Derby featured 17 evenly 
matched runners, and one of the most excit- 







ing stretch duels in the race’s history. Hooking 
up with *Tomy Lee with a half-mile to go, the 
two battled to the wire, making contact and 
pushing on each other as the wire loomed. 
Sword Dancer had the advantage but *Tomy 
Lee got up in the final stride to win by a nose. 

The Preakness also resulted in a second, 4 
lengths behind Royal Orbit. Burch circled the 
Metropolitan Mile against older horses as his 
next start, two weeks later. Sword Dancer 
won easily, then faced the starter for the 
Belmont Stakes, his fifth race in seven weeks. 

More than 15 lengths off the early pace, 
he rallied and took the lead in deep stretch. 


winning by three-quarters of a length over 
Bagdad in 2:28.40 over a sloppy track. 

There was no letting up during the sum¬ 
mer—the colt defeated older runners while 
giving weight in the Monmouth Handicap, 
finished second in the Brooklyn Handicap 
after a bad start, captured the Travers and 
then sealed his bid as the nation’s top runner 
with wins in the Woodward and Jockey Club 
Gold Cup, the latter at 2 miles while defeating 
Round Table by 7 lengths. 

Saddled with heavy imposts at 4, Sword 
Dancer finished on the board in half his 
dozen starts, the highlights being two iy4- 
mile track records at Aqueduct in the Subur¬ 
ban Handicap (2:01.60) and the Woodward, 
shaving two-fifths off his previous mark. He 
retired with another championship as top 
older horse, had 15 wins from 39 starts, seven 
seconds, four thirds, and $829,610, more 
than $750,000 after being offered for sale. 

At stud he was most known as the sire of 
champions Damascus and Lady Pitt, the for¬ 
mer a leading sire who appears in the pedi¬ 
gree of 2018 Triple Crown winner Justify. 
Named to the Racing HaU of Fame in 1977, 
Sword Dancer died as a pensioner at age 28 
in November 1984.

T here are five striking oils depicting 
foxhunting painted entirely in black 
and white in the National Sporting 
Library and Museum’s permanent coUec- 
tion. The technique is caUed en grisaille, a 
French term meaning in gray tones. Created 
with mixtures of black and white pigments, 
these types of paintings date back to the 
Middle Ages. 

Created by George Wright (1860-1942), 
the paintings were among 15 important 
British sporting artworks donated to the 
NSLM by FeUcia Warburg Rogan in 2008. 
Surprisingly Uttle is known about Wright’s Ufe 
and teaching. The artist, however, left behind 
a considerable body of work and was

acknowledged as one of the top sporting art¬ 
ists of his day by circa 1900. 

Many of Wright’s en grisaille works are 
beUeved to have been produced early in his 
career for reproduction as iUustrations. 

Working in gray tones was a practical 
choice for these t 5 q)es of works. There was 
no need to use expensive color pigments if 
they were not intended to be seen. Painting in 
grayscale also aUowed for better control of 
contrasts, shades, and tones. As an example, 
NSLM has a sixth painting by George Wright 


done in color that is an almost identical scene 
to the monochromatic H Treed Fox. This 
aUows the opportunity to make a direct com¬ 
parison of Wright’s color and black and white 
techniques. 

On the left is a detaU of the color paint¬ 
ing; in the center is the color version con¬ 
verted to grayscale; and on the right is the 
actual black and white work. 

The composition in color is more 
painterly with a nuanced palette and brush¬ 
strokes. Reproduced in black and white 
though, it becomes muddy, and the details 
are difficult to see. Where the reproduc¬ 
tion fails, the painting on the right suc¬ 
ceeds; it has a refined iUustrative quaUty 
with crisper Unes and higher contrasts. 
Wright is beUeved to have hunted with 
the Surrey and Old Burstow, and it is quite 
evident from his works that he had an inti¬ 
mate understanding of foxhunting and its 
human, equine, and canine participants. 
Whether or not he intended for the figures to 
be likenesses of recognizable individuals is 
unknown. He included them in other hunt 
scenes over time. The allure of George 
Wright’s en grisaille compositions evoke nos¬ 
talgia for a bygone era and a sport that at the 
same time remains universal and timeless for 
those who stiU participate. 
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Looking Back

50years ago 

B “Mr. Edward P. Taylor’s decision to 
become a Maryland-based Thoroughbred 
breeder is, without doubt, the biggest 
stimulant the Maryland industry has 
had since the creation of the Maryland 
Fund program in 1962,” wrote Snowden 
Carter in his editorial. “. . . perhaps 
the biggest factor of all in Mr. Taylor’s 
decision to come to Maryland has 
gone unnoticed. That is the sincere 
enthusiasm of Chesapeake City’s founding 
Thoroughbred breeder—Mrs. Richard C. 
duPont.” 

Taylor, who four years earlier cre¬ 
ated Windfields Farm on more than 
850 acres in Chesapeake City, had just 
purchased 171-acre Maryland Stallion 
Station in his first step toward the cre¬ 
ation of a Maryland division for his 
Thoroughbred mares and stallions. 
Leading freshman sire Northern Dancer 
and recently retired Dancer’s Image were 
both considered probable additions to 
the 1969 roster. Joe Thomas, manager of 
Taylor’s Thoroughbred holdings, would 
neither confirm nor deny plans to trans¬ 
fer Northern Dancer from Canada to 
Maryland. 

Regarding the nine stallions in resi¬ 
dence at the Maryland Stallion Station, 
including Sunrise Flight, Impressive, Royal 
Orbit, Nail and Pied d’Or, Thomas said 


each would be evaluated and a decision 
announced as to who would be retained, 
but none had been purchased by Taylor. 

B Irish trainer Thomas Barry and his 
wife Marjorie were settling in at Ardmore 
Farm in Darlington, Md., after spending 
the past 25 years moving from one 
apartment to another. Moving an average 
of eight times a year, it “became a real 
headache,” said Mrs. Barry. 

Barry had a high reputation of judg¬ 
ing yearlings, his purchases including 
Irish-breds *Cavan and *Celtic Ash, both 
of whom he trained to win the Belmont 
Stakes. 

B The Morven Park International 
Equestrian Institute was created on the 
1,300-acre estate near Leesburg, Va., 
willed by Mrs. Westmoreland Davis to 
the people of ‘^Virginia and America” for 
their cultural and educational benefit. The 
widow of the former Virginia governor 
loved horses, foxhunting and racing and 
the equestrian institute proved a perfect 
tribute. 

B Pimlico was in the midst of a 
major improvement program, with 10 
all-masonry barns being built on the 
backstretch, replacing the old wooden 
structures. The new barns would have 
stalls for 400 horses and “motel-type 
sleeping quarters for 160 men.” 


75years ago 

B Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
president Janon Fisher Jr. visited farms 
in Kentucky in June, making stops to 
observe Man o’ War and War Admiral 
at Faraway Farm; the many stallions at 
Claiborne Farm, including *Sir Gallahad 
III and *Blenheim II; and Questionnaire 
at Greentree Farm. Additional stops 
included seeing “the little fellow *Sickle,” 
*BuIl Dog, Reaping Reward (a half- 
brother to Whirlaway) and *Mahmoud. 

The final visit was to Idle Hour Farm. 

“No one could have been more cor¬ 
dial or interested in showing us around 
than our old friend Olin Gentry,” wrote 
Fisher. “Spend a morning with him and 
you will see why he is running one of the 
crack breeding establishments.” Fisher left 


with a high impression 
of Bimelech. “He is a 
perfect specimen of 
his type, very much 
like *Blenheim II only 
a little more of him. 

To use a now hack¬ 
neyed phrase, he has 
the look of eagles.’ ” 

Fisher left 

Kentucky with many 
observations, includ¬ 
ing: 

“Now a criticism, 
not meant unkindly. 

Most stallions which 
we saw were too fat. Here at the very 
end of a long breeding season most of 
the horses we saw were hog-fat. I am no 


authority, nor, until I can 
breed a better horse than my 
friends in Kentucky, have I a 
right to be critical, but I am 
just passing on my impres¬ 
sions. There is no excuse for 
stallions and mares being 
fat except that possibly it 
is done with the idea of 
impressing owners with the 
fact that the horses are get¬ 
ting fed properly.” 

B William Brann’s 
Vincentive, a son of 
*Challenger II, appeared on 
the magazine cover after winning the 55th 
running of Dwyer Stakes for 3-year-olds 
at Aqueduct.

THE OrnCIAL PUBLICATION OF THE 
MARYLAND HORSE BREEDERS ASSOCIATION 
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25years ago 

B Virginian Paul Mellon became the first 
owner to win the Epsom Derby, Prix de 
TArc de Triomphe and Kentucky Derby 
after his homebred Sea Hero drew off 
with authority in the latter at Churchill 
Downs. The son of Polish Navy and the 
magnificent producer Glowing Tribute 
gave his 85-year-old owner and his 
71-year-old trainer MacKenzie Miller their 
first Kentucky Derby win. 

“This is something you never believe is 
going to happen to you until it does,” said 
Mellon. 


Sea Hero was one of the last of a 
long line of high-class runners foaled at 
Mellon’s Rokeby Farm near Upperville, 
Va., a list that included European champi¬ 
on Mill Reef, winner of the 1971 Epsom 
Derby and Arc de Triomphe. MeUon had 
dispersed his broodmare band the previ¬ 
ous faU at Keeneland, selling 29 mares 
for nearly $6.1 million. At TattersaUs 
in England, he sold an additional nine 
European-based mares for just under $2.3 
million. 

B Virginia-breds accounted for two- 
thirds of the Triple Crown, as the 17-hand 
Colonial Affair coasted home to win the 
Belmont Stakes-Gl under Julie Krone, 
who made history as the first woman 
jockey to win a classic race. 

Colonial Affair was bred by 
Washington, DC., resident Hermen 
Greenberg. The son of Virginia-bred 
Kentucky Derby/Preakness winner 
Pleasant Colony was foaled at Greenberg’s 
107-acre Rutledge Farm near Middleburg, 
and sold as a yearling for $100,000 at the 
Saratoga sale. Centennial Farms, a part¬ 
nership headed by Don Little, made the 
purchase. The Colonial Affair partnership 
had 37 investors, the largest shareholder 
Pennsylvania horsewoman Betty Moran. 

B The Thomas MeUon Evans-bred 
Finder’s Fortune set a world record of 
1:26.80 for 7y2 furlongs in an aUowance 
race at HoUywood Park’s spring meet. 


The 4-year-old Virginia-bred son of 
Buckfinder carried the colors of David 
MUch and Mark SUverman 

B The New Jersey Assembly’s 
Appropriations Committee rejected a 
constitutional amendment to aUow sports 
betting at Atlantic City casinos. It was 
welcome news for horsemen as racing 
would have been in direct competition for 
betting doUars. 

In Pennsylvania, a biU to aUow fuU- 
card simulcasts of out-of-state racing 
programs at Pennsylvania tracks and OTB 
sites was approved by the state Senate and 
sent to Gov. Robert Casey for signature. 

Maryland was also moving forward 
with off-track betting, multiple-card 
simulcasting and inter-track wagering 
being introduced at PimUco and Laurel in 
late spring, and the opening of the state’s 
first off-track betting faciUty, the Cracked 
Claw in Urbana. 

B Maryland trainer King T. Leatherbury 
got his 5,000th win with Blue Highways 
at PimUco in May. Leatherbury became 
the third trainer to reach the milestone 
foUowing Dale Baird and Jack Van Berg. 

B The Fasig-Tipton Midlantic selected 
2-year-olds in training sale saw the average 
rise 12.6 percent over the previous year to 
$14,935, as 78 horses sold for $1,164,900. 
The sales topper was a $43,000 fiUy by 
Chromite. 


10 years ago 

B Maryland native Richard Dutrow 
sent out lEAH Stables (Richard Schiavo 
and Michael lavarone) and Paul Pompa 
Jr.’s Big Brown to wins in the Kentucky 
Derby-Gl and Preakness-Gl. Former top 
Maryland rider Kent Desormeaux was 
aboard for the wins. 

B The region lost HaU of Fame trainer 
Frank Whiteley, legendary sports 
reporter Jim McKay and colorful racing 
handicapper Clem Florio in a few short 
weeks that spring. A native Marylander, 
Whiteley became one of the first major 
trainers to begin wintering horses at 
Marion duPont Scott’s training center 
in Camden, S.C., sending out the Ukes 
of champions Damascus, Forego and 
Ruffian. South CaroUna awarded Whiteley 
the Order of the Palmetto, the state’s 
highest civiUan honor, in 2003. 

The news of McKay’s death on 
Belmont Stakes day left many recalling 
sporting events, ABC’s Wide World of 
Sports, and the Maryland MiUion. Wrote 



editor Lucy Acton: “Thanks to his vision, Maryland 
became home to one of the most successful 
Thoroughbred racing initiatives in the country, if not 
the world.” 

Clem Florio “had a matchless gift for Ufe.” His 
career, Ufe and gigantic persona was recaUed by for¬ 
mer Washington Post coUeague and longtime friend 
Vinnie Perrone. 

Perrone's remembrance of Florio that appeared 
in the maga^ne earned the 2008 Eclipse Award 
for writing in the feature/ enterprise category. 

B The Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 2-year-old sale proved 
to be a buyers’ market, as gross and average feU 
by double-digits over the previous year. The sales 
topper was a son of Lion Heart out of Bye the Bye, 
by Balzac, purchased from the Cruipi’s New Castle 
Farm consignment for $575,000 by PugUsi Racing. 

Among the leading buyers was Kaleem Shah, who 
purchased three for a total of $492,000. Shah, owner 
of a computer technology firm in Res ton, Va., was 
Maryland trainer Dale Capuano’s largest cUent since 
2006 and had owned horses for 10 years. “Our goal 
now is to buy quaUty horses and try to win some of 
the biggest races in the country,” said Shah.

PIMLICO IS WORTH SAVING 

F or some people perception is reality. 

When some people see Pimlico they see an aging and 
decaying old building in a blighted neighborhood, especially 
if you aren’t from Baltimore. When I see Pimlico I see the 
second-oldest race course in America that opened in 1870. And 
it has survived bankruptcy, world wars and social unrest of 
Baltimore in 1968 after Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. was kiUed and 
in 2015 with the death of Freddie Gray in police custody. 

No one will deny that improvements need to be made. No 
one would have an issue if the building was knocked down 
and rebuilt. The building has changed in appearance during its 
148 years. Outsiders will tell you that iconic places like Yankee 
Stadium and Boston Garden were knocked down, but they 
won’t teU you that the new versions were built right next to the 
originals. It’s also interesting to remember that Boston’s Fenway 
Park and Louisville’s Churchill Downs got facelifts and were 
refurbished. Pimlico is more than a dirt oval that is 1 mile in 
circumference. It is where aU Triple Crown winners have run, it 
is where the 1938 Pimlico Special match race between Seabiscuit 
and War Admiral happened and also where the first Baltimore 
television broadcast occurred on Oct. 30, 1947. 

When a Baltimorean hears the words: ‘'move a sports team 
or sports event,” we cringe. We remember when the Baltimore 
BuUets moved to handover, Md., in the 1970s and when the 
Baltimore Colts snuck out of town in the winter of 1984. We 
never got another NBA team and it took forever to get another 
NFL team (Baltimore Ravens). 

Our airport BWI has the name Washington in it. ThankfuUy, 
a few years ago the name of Supreme Court Justice Thurgood 
Marshall was added to it—and he was a Baltimorean. If you 
watch The Weather Channel sometimes you wiU be hard pressed 
to find Baltimore’s forecast. They show Albany, Anchorage, then 
Boston. They think the weather in Washington, DC., is the same 
as Baltimore. So when a person says let’s move the Preakness 
to Laurel, that is saying let’s forget about the good people in 
the Pimlico, Mt. Washington, Levindale, Cylburn and Arlington 
communities as well. 

With redevelopment, Pimlico can become what Oriole Park 
at Camden Yards is to baseball and what the Inner Harbor is to 
Baltimore. I can envision Pimlico having a horse-racing museum 
that would showcase Maryland’s equine history, a concert venue, 
shopping center and restaurant. 

Now comes the way that this dream can be a reality. People 
didn’t think M&T Bank Stadium could happen, but with the 
help of the Maryland lottery special scratch-off it did. People 
didn’t think Oriole Park could happen, but with special bonds 
it did. And then there is future revenue generated by marijuana 
dispensaries and casinos. 

I also hope the Maryland Jockey Club contributes toward this 
project. I know when you are maintaining several racetracks in 
several states, you tend to look heavily at the bottom line. But 
Pimlico, just like Preakness, would be a crown jewel. 

I refuse to give up on my city despite the only negative things 
people see or speak about. People didn’t give up on the United 


States in the 1960s during the assassinations of John F. Kennedy, 
Bobby Kennedy and Martin Luther King Jr., the Vietnam 
conflict or civil right protests so I shall not give up on the place I 
call home—Baltimore. 

Remember the words of the great Alfred Vanderbilt, once the 
general manager of Pimlico: “Pimlico is more than a dirt track 
bounded by four streets. It is an accepted American institution, 
devoted to the best interests of a great sport, graced by time, 
respected for its honorable past.”
